ing out and has no runners to 
supply nicking information. I 
am sure that breeders exam¬ 
ine a prospective foal’s pedi¬ 
gree, which is often supplied 
by the breeding farm or stallion 
manager and is readily available 
on the Internet. Furthermore, 
conformation photos of stal¬ 
lions are routinely advertised 
so that the breeder has an idea 
of conformation if the stallion 
is too far away to visit. It should 
be added here that more and 
more breeders are paying atten¬ 
tion to something (even if only 
a nicking program) to make a 
mating decision. That’s a lot 
better than making that deci¬ 
sion on what stallion stands 
around the corner. We do want 
the breed to improve! And 
there’s nothing wrong with 
wanting to know what crosses 
have worked in the past to pro¬ 
duce fine race horses. 

#4 (Breeding to unprov¬ 
en sires): Not every new sire 
stands for an astronomical 
stud fee when starting out. For 
example, Saint Ballado stood 
for $2,500 in Florida early in 
his stud career. There are many 
fine stallions who deserve a 
chance, regardless of initial 
stud fee, especially since the 
article is entitled “Breeding 
to race,” not sell. It might be 
mentioned here that a young, 
unproven mare might be better 
sent to an established, proven 
stallion. A proven mare can go 
where her owner wants! 

#5 (Paying booking fees): 
I rarely see this done except 
for artificial insemination for 
the sport horse industry where 
initial cost of semen collection, 
shipment, and/or storage by 
the stallion owner warrants the 
“booking fee” expense. 

#7 (Overpaying for a Ken¬ 
tucky export): I do not see stal¬ 
lions exported from Kentucky 
to regional markets standing 
for fees “at or near what they 
commanded in Kentucky.” The 
stud fees are often significantly 
reduced. Sometimes a stallion

T his is in response to Jason 
Hall’s article “Breeding to 
race: the top 10 mistakes,” 
and a defense of breeders, stal¬ 


lion owners, stallion managers, 
displaced Kentucky stallions and 
nicking programs—all attacked 
by the article. 

As a stallion representative 
and syndicate manager, pro¬ 
vider of a nicking service, and 
small-scale race horse owner 
and breeder, I would like to 
add/re fute a few things to 
some of Mr. Hall’s points, 
mainly because some of the 
items are either not completely 
true or geared to commercial 
considerations, not breeding- 
to-race considerations. 

#1 (Oversimplification in 
stallion selection): Not every 
nicking program is reduced to 
a letter grade. There are pro¬ 
grams that examine the crosses 
of the first four generations 
of the sire and broodmare, for 
example, which is very helpful 
when a young stallion is start¬

moves from Kentucky (or else¬ 
where) because his first-crop 
babies are not precocious 2- 
year-olds, and that is the one 
item that drives the stallion 
market. Often we see a stal¬ 
lion whose 3-year-olds and 4- 
year-olds blossom, but by then 
he has been moved because 
he was not commercial quickly 
enough. If he was good enough 
to stand in Kentucky in the first 
place, he should be well worth 
looking at by a breeder in a 
regional market as an opportu¬ 
nity—especially if that breeder 
is breeding to race. 

#9 (Seeking advice from 
stallion managers): To imply 
that a stallion manager is not 
objective is simply not fair or 
true. To me, it is insulting. 

Stallion owners want more 
than stud fees—they want 
good mares who have a chance 
of producing a good runner 
for their sire or the mating 
is actually damaging down the 
road. I represent six stallions 
fairly. Their sire lines are dif¬ 
ferent. I try to advise the best 
cross of a client’s mare for a 
stallion in the price range and 
location specified. Often, it is 
the stallion manager who has 
the computer information at 
hand for the breeder who may 
not, and I have never seen this 
information withheld. It is fre¬ 
quently true that at least one 
of the stallion manager’s stal¬ 
lions fits the mare, and I seri¬ 
ously doubt that an “objective 
adviser” would offer a different 
view. We all have access to the 
same information. 

#10 (Sentimental purchases): 
There is no way to stop a faith, 
a determination, a dream or a 
reach for the brass ring. Advice 
not sought does little good. As 
long as “big” horses pop up 
from humble beginnings, senti¬ 
ment will always be there.

PA GAMING CONTROL 
BOARD RECEIVES 25 
LICENSE APPLICATIONS 


T he Pennsylvania Gaming 
Control Board announced 
on January 9 that it had 
received 25 application sub¬ 
missions for licenses to oper¬ 
ate gaming facilities in the 
state.

D anzig, the Pennsylvania- 
bred son of Northern 
Dancer who for many 
years stood at the pinnacle 
of the nation’s sire ranks, was 
euthanized on January 3 at 
Claiborne Farm in Kentucky, 
where he made his stud career. 
He was 29. 

Bred by William S. Farish 
and Marshall Jenney’s Derry 
Meeting Farm, and foaled in 
February 1977 at Derry Meet- 
ingin Cochranville, Danzig was 
produced by the multiple stakes- 
winning Admiral’s Voyage mare 
Pas de Nom, whom Farish and 
Jenney had purchased privately 
six years earlier. 

Nationally prominent 
owner Henryk de Kwiatkowski 
bought Danzig, who like his 
sire was small and blocky, for 
$310,000 at the 1978 Fasig- 
Tipton Saratoga Yearling 
sale. An impressive winner in 
each of his three starts for 
de Kwiatkowski and trainer 
Woody Stephens, Danzig was 
retired with a slab fracture of 
his right knee before he had the 
opportunity to show his full 
potential on the race track. 


He would ultimately sire 24 
crops of foals, to date the earn¬ 
ers of more than $101 million, 
of whom 60 percent are win¬ 
ners and 18.5 percent (188 of 
his offspring) are stakes win¬ 
ners. He has been represented 
by 107 graded stakes winners 
and 21 champions, including 
Danehill (who became an inter¬ 
nationally leading sire). Dance 
Smartly (horse of the year and 
two-time divisional champion 
in Canada, as well as a champi¬ 
on-producing broodmare), and 
successful sires Chief’s Crown, 
Dayjur and Langfuhr. Danzig’s 
final crop of 26 foals are year¬ 
lings of 2006. 

Danzig, Northern Dancer’s 
best son at stud in North 
America, was this country’s 
leading freshman and juvenile 
sire in 1984, and led the general 
sires list for three consecutive 
seasons, from 1991 to ’93, the 
most dominant performance 
by a North American stallion 
since Bold Ruler in the 1960s. 
He continues to rank among 
the nation’s top broodmare 
sires.

E ach day Jeanne Vuyosevich 
approaches the 33-year-old Day¬ 
light Prince and kiddingly asks 
the gelding, “Are you still breath¬ 
ing?'’ The words belie Vuyosevich’s 
obvious affection for the ex-race 
horse who has spent nearly the past 
22 years as a resident of Sunset Mead¬ 
ow Farm in Farmingdale, N.J., which 
Vuyosevich co-owns and manages 
with her husband, Kenneth Kehoe. 

“He's getting a litde senile now, 
a litde gray around the gills," Vuyo¬ 
sevich confided about Daylight 
Prince. “He wants to come in and 
eat many times a day, which is fine— 
whatever Daylight wants, Daylight 
gets. But sometimes he’ll eat, and 
then he wants to go back out. So you 
put him out, and five seconds later 
he wants to come back in and eat." 

Despite Daylight Prince's occa¬ 
sional confusion regarding feed 
time, Vuyosevich pointed out that 
he remains physically sound. “He 
doesn’t look much different at 33 
than he did when he was racing,” she 
offered. “We call him ‘Uncle.’ He 
wants to be out with the mares, and 
when they have their foals, he wants 
to be the uncle to all of them. 

“He loves the babies—doesn’t 
hurt anybody, but he’s not immune to bossing one around and 
teaching them some manners. He teaches everybody what to 
do. You’ll see him with five babies standing around him, and 
the mares are all in the back forty eating—like, ‘Thank God, the 
babysitter is here.’ ” 

Owned by Charles and Marianne Hesse—whose New Jersey- 
based Char-Mari Stable has campaigned numerous stakes win¬ 
ners, including Storm Tower, Special Mah and Park Avenue 
Ball—Daylight Prince represents something of a Thoroughbred 
talisman for Charles Hesse. 

Hesse’s father—who founded the road-building firm now 
operated by Hesse and constructed the original racing surface at 
Monmouth Park in 1945—owned Daylight Prince’s dam, Time 
Barrier (by Deep Sun), and sold her, with Daylight Prince in 
utero, to a buyer in Florida in the early 1970s. Shortly afterward 
the younger Hesse reacquired the mare, who by then had Daylight 
Prince at her side; he shipped the pair to Vuyosevich at Holly 
Crest Farm in New Jersey, where she worked as manager. Time 
Barrier resumed her broodmare career, while Daylight Prince was 
raised and eventually prepared for racing. 

Ready for the track, Daylight Prince was sent to a trainer 
who, after a quick assessment, advised Hesse to dispose of him. 
Instead, Hesse returned Daylight Prince to Vuyosevich, who rec¬ 
ommended giving him time to mature. Hesse complied, and even¬ 
tually Daylight Prince was reassigned to trainer Larry Jennings Sr. 
in Florida, where he became one Char-Mari’s first runners. 


An unflashy hard-scrabbier, Day¬ 
light Prince won nine races in 64 
starts over four seasons, with 14 
seconds and five thirds, earning 
$80,636, most of it in allowance and 
high-priced claiming events. 

When Daylight Prince began to 
show signs of wear and tear—nota¬ 
bly a nagging foot problem—Hesse 
decided to retire him. “If he’s got 
horses that he can place in good 
homes," Vuyosevich explained, 
“he’ll stop on them before he breaks 
them down." 

Hesse transferred Daylight Prince 
to a New Jersey riding stable, with 
the intention that he would become 
a “lesson horse." That situation 
worked out well for a while, until 
the people who owned the riding 
stable, unbeknownst to Hesse, sold 
Daylight Prince, telling Hesse that 
the horse had died. 

Marianne Hesse ultimately sort¬ 
ed out that mess, tracking Daylight 
Prince to a farm where a woman 
was giving him excellent care while 
teaching him to jump. The Hesses 
repurchased Daylight Prince, and 
since then he’s been with Vuyosevich 
and her husband—briefly at a small 
private farm, and from 1984 onward 
at Sunset Meadow, located 15 minutes from Monmouth Park. 

“Charlie said, ‘He’s never leaving you now,’ ” remembered 
Vuyosevich with a laugh. “Charlie pays board every month on 
Daylight. I take pictures of the horse, and I send them in with 
the board bill. Charlie and I have a running joke that I took a 
thousand pictures 10 years ago, and now he’s paying board on a 
dead horse." 

Standing just shy of 16 hands, Daylight Prince “has never been 
much to look at," confessed Vuyosevich. “A plain brown wrapper.” 

Surprisingly active for 33, he runs around, bucks and plays. 
Vuyosevich speculates that his longevity could be hereditary. Time 
Barrier, pensioned at Sunset Meadow after her retirement from 
the breeding shed, finally succumbed to various infirmities associ¬ 
ated with old age at age 32. 

Meanwhile, Daylight Prince keeps “breathing," spoiled by 
a farm staff that indulges his carrot addiction, although that 
requires chopping the treats into tiny bits, the effectiveness of 
his teeth having diminished somewhat over the years. “He hasn’t 
worn a halter in 20 years," said Vuyosevich. “I lead him by the 
mane. He doesn’t kick, he doesn’t bite—he’s a cool dude, the last 
[reminder] of my childhood." 

He’s also a potent reminder of the responsibility some 
Thoroughbred owners feel toward their former runners. “Here’s 
an owner who’s gone on to have some real nice horses,” 
Vuyosevich noted, referring to Charles Hesse, “but he’s still taking 
care of the one who helped get him in the game." /Michael Yockel

COSTY CARAS 

Constantine L. (Costy) Caras, 
who retired in 1999 from a 
33-year career as a race track 
announcer, died January 7. He 
was 81. 

Mr. Caras, who learned his 
trade from the famed New 
York announcer Fred (Cappy) 
Capossela, worked at Pimlico 
and the now-defunct Shenan¬ 
doah Downs before becom¬ 
ing a fixture at Charles Town, 
where his career spanned three 
decades. 

A native of Queens, N.Y., 
he was a graduate of Fordham 
University and an Army vet¬ 
eran of World War II. 

DR. DAVIE PAICE 

Dr. Davie Paice, who served 
for many years as a state vet¬ 
erinarian at tracks in Maryland 
and Delaware and was also a 
longtime owner/breeder, died 
December 24 at the age of 75. 

A native of Huntington, 
W.Va., Dr. Paice earned his vet¬ 
erinary degree from Ohio State 
University in 1956. He worked 
as an assistant to a veterinar¬ 
ian in private practice before 
being hired by the Maryland 
Racing Commission in 1958. 
His career as a Maryland state 
veterinarian spanned 23 years, 
the last 13 of which he was 
the chief examining veterinar¬ 
ian. He later served eight years 
as chief examining veterinar¬ 
ian for the Delaware Racing 
Commission. 

Dr. Paice was the proprietor 
of Rebel Acres Farm near 



T o anyone old enough 
to remember Kelso, the 
memory of Mrs. Richard 
C. duPont Jr. remains inter¬ 
twined with recollections of 
past glories, a share of defeats 
and a wondrous fulfillment. 
Great race horses make “first 
ladies” of their owners, and 
Allaire duPont was one of the 
gracious, friendly ladies who 
had a sense of sharing her 
good fortune with an admiring 
public. 

Kelso was around a long 
time. I was just out of high 
school the year he emerged, 
and by the time he retired I 
was grown (sort of), gainfully 
employed and married. He was 
a friend from afar, and while 
he lost the only time I saw him 
race in the flesh, there was suf¬ 
ficient televising of races in the 
1960s that his victories were 
available, to be savored in a 
personal way. 

Mrs. duPont bred Kelso 
(Your Host—Maid of Flight, 
by Count Fleet) not at her 
picturesque Woodstock Farm 
on Maryland’s Eastern Shore, 
but rather at Claiborne Farm 
in Kentucky, where her mares 
were boarded. He was gelded 
early, allowing him to continue 
to race as long as he stayed 
sharp, sound and competitive.

Kelso’s trainer was Carl 
Hanford, whose brother, Ira, 
we often had heard described 
as the first apprentice jockey 
to win the Kentucky Derby. 
That summer of 1960,1 began 
reading of the exploits of Carl 
Hanford’s latecomer 3-year-old 
when Bill Hartack brought him 
home in the Choice Stakes at 
Monmouth Park. There was 
no Haskell Handicap yet, and 
the Choice was the top race for 
3-year-olds at that New Jersey 
shore meeting. 

The great name-recognition 
rider of the era, Eddie Arcaro, 
then took over aboard Kelso 
and stayed with him through 
two horse of the year cam¬ 
paigns. When Kelso reeled off 
successive scores in the 1960 
Jerome, Discovery, Lawrence 
Realization, Hawthorne Gold 
Cup and Jockey Club Gold 
Cup (the first of five in a row), 
he placed the turf’s spotlight 
on his owner. 

We began to learn about 
what a remarkable lady Mrs. 
duPont was—of how she had 
been widowed many years 
before (1943) when her hus¬ 
band was killed in a test glider 
flight for the Army Air Corps, 
of how she herself was an 
expert glider and owned the 
distaff solo record of five 
hours aloft. 


A Philadelphian, she had 
moved to Maryland, and with 
her husband set up residence 
along the Bohemia River in 
Chesapeake City. The duPont 
farm was named Woodstock, 
but she raced in the name 
of Bohemia Stable. This was 
bothersome at the time, for we 
thought of the word “bohe¬ 
mian” as something apart from 
the grandeur and beauty of 
Thoroughbred racing. It was 
later recognizable, however, 
as a hint of Mrs. duPont’s 
appreciation for the country¬ 
side, typical of her regard for 
nature. Eventually, this aspect 
of Allaire duPont’s spirit was 
underscored by her commit¬ 
ment of her property to Mary¬ 
land’s Agricultural Land Preser¬ 
vation Program. 

As one horse of the year 
campaign for Kelso led to 
another, Mrs. duPont seemed 
the epitome of sportsmanship. 
She expressed the old chestnuts 
of being an owner: confidence 
in the trainer, whom she left 
to make decisions; concern for 
the best interest of the horse; 
and deep appreciation—a rec¬ 
ognition of her luck—in hav¬ 
ing such a horse. If having bred 
one of the great horses of all 
time made her feel a bit smart, 
she hid any such conceit very 
well. (She could also be pro- 


A llaire duPont, who died January 6 at age 
92, was a force within Maryland’s breed¬ 
ing industry for more than five decades. 
Mrs. duPont bred and raced three horses 
who earned the tide of Maryland-bred horse 
of the year: Politely (1967 and ’68), Best of Luck 
(1999) and Shine Again (2003), and was repre¬ 
sented by additional Maryland-bred champions 
Believe the Queen, Crowned and Dixie Flag. 

It was through Mrs. duPont’s inspiration 
and guidance that the area surrounding her 
Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake City, Md., 
became a major center for Thoroughbred 


breeding, as she encouraged E.P. Taylor and 
later Richard Golden and Robert P. Levy to 
build farms nearby. After Taylor’s Windfields 
Farm Maryland division closed in 1988, Mrs. 
duPont helped to fill the void as a founding 
partner in Northview Stallion Station, for many 
years since then the largest operation of its 
kind in the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Mrs. duPont was a pioneer in land preser¬ 
vation efforts as well as in equine retirement 
and rescue operations, and was instrumental 
in the founding of Thoroughbred Charities of 
America. 
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tective of Kelso. She objected 
when the New York Racing 
Association publicity depart¬ 
ment distributed a shot of him 
wearing a cribbing strap.) 

At 4, Kelso achieved some¬ 
thing we then cherished almost 
as much as the Triple Crown. 
This was the old handicap series 
of the Metropolitan, Suburban 
and Brooklyn Handicaps. The 
three races were revered as the 
New York Handicap Triple 
Crown, and we had memorized 
the weights carried by the only 
two horses ever to win them 
all in one year—to wit, Whisk 
Broom II (1913) and Tom Fool 
(1953). To be reading of a con¬ 
temporary horse winning them 
all in the same year was heady 
stuff, especially when Kelso 
matched Tom Fool in carrying 
136 pounds in the climactic 
event, the mile and a quarter 
Brooklyn. 

Such perfection did not 
continue. After Arcaro retired, 
Willie Shoemaker took the 
mount, and he and Kelso 
seemed to struggle in the sum¬ 
mer of 1962. I watched from 
the backstretch of Monmouth 
(where I worked that summer) 
as Carry Back beat him in the 
Monmouth Handicap. Milo 
Valenzuela then took over as 
Kelso’s rider, and the winning 
resumed in time for a third 
horse of the year title—then 
unprecedented. 

At 6, Kelso was all powerful 
again. By the end of that sum¬ 
mer, I had gotten a job at The 
Blood-Horse. Now I could actu¬ 
ally write about Kelso—not 
cover his races personally, but 
provide background. 

Alas, in 1963 Kelso lost the 
Washington, D.C., International 
for the third time, beaten that 
year by Mongo, whose breed¬ 
er/ owner Marion duPont Scott 
was another grande dame of 
the turf. 

Gun Bow seemed to have 
Kelso’s number through much 
of 1964. After Kelso beat him 
in the Aqueduct Handicap, 
Gun Bow won by about a lip in 
the Woodward Stakes. A fifth 


Gold Cup was taken by Kelso, 
as assumed, and finally he not 
only won the International but 
defeated Gun Bow in record 
time. He was named horse of 
the year a fifth time. Through 
it all, the equilibrium of Mrs. 
duPont seemed unruffled. 

It was too good to be 
true, but Kelso had one more 
great moment, and it came at 
Saratoga when he wore down 
Malicious to win the 1965 
Whitney Stakes by a nose. A 
score in the Stymie Handicap 
was his final win that year at 
age 8 before an eye infection 
ended his campaign and his 
reign as horse of the year. 

He was retired when the 
first notable unsoundness of 
his life was detected the fol¬ 
lowing year, and then had a 
second career as a show horse 


with Mrs. duPont’s daughter, 
Lana Wright, and later as a fox- 
hunter for his grateful owner. 

It was not until some time 
after Kelso’s retirement that I 
became personally acquainted 
with Mrs. duPont and saw 
firsthand a lady of warmth 
and kindness. In the meantime 
I had heard stories from a 
young woman who had con¬ 
tacted Mrs. duPont and been 
graciously received because 
she wanted to write a story for 
a college publication. 

Then, too, the teenager 
Heather Noble developed a 
network of Kelso fans with 
her “King Kelly of Kelsoland” 
newsletters. Mrs. duPont might 
have thought it a nuisance, but 
she was good-natured and 
supportive. Barry Weisbord, 
who has prospered in various 


aspects of the racing industry, 
speaks glowingly of how much 
Mrs. duPont helped him when 
he was trying to get established 
in the game. 

Now, years later, as presi¬ 
dent of Grayson-Jockey Club 
Research Foundation, I have 
been proud to have Mrs. 
duPont as one of my employ¬ 
ers, as she served on the board 
of directors until her death. 
Although she was unable to 
attend many meetings, she was 
keenly interested and financial¬ 
ly supportive. Equine research 
was but one of many causes 
she championed. 

That she was also a lover 
of dogs is well documented 
by one of the family choices 
for donations in her memory: 
Paws for Life. W

Hagerstown, Md., and Jenaloo 
Farm in Royal Oak, Md., where 
he bred, raised and trained 
Thoroughbreds. He also stood 
a number of stallions, perhaps 
the most notable being Telekin¬ 
esis, a stakes-siring son of long¬ 
time Maryland sire Panacean. 

SAM SICILIANO 

Sam P. Siciliano, publicity direc¬ 
tor at Pimlico Race Course from 
1971 to 1984, died January 31 
at his home in Shrewsbury, N.J. 
He was 89. 

Mr. Siciliano coordinated 
national media coverage of 
Preakness victories by Triple 
Crown heroes Secretariat, 
Seattle Slew and Affirmed. His 
1980 Preakness press guide 
won the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations^ top award for 
publications. 

After leaving his Pimlico 
post, Mr. Siciliano wrote a

weekly column on New Jersey 
Thoroughbreds for the Daily 
Facing Form for 12 years, and 
contributed articles to New Jer¬ 
sey Thoroughbred magazine. Addi¬ 
tionally, he compiled and edited 
the book A Century of the Triple 
Crown, a history of horse rac¬ 
ing’s 11 Triple Crown winners 
that was published in 1999. 

Mr. Siciliano served as presi¬ 
dent of the Turf Publicists of 
America and the New Jersey 
Sports Writers Association. A 
newspaper journalist for 26 


years before joining Pimlico, 
Mr. Siciliano spent 10 years 
with the New York Herald 
Tribune. He also held editorial 
positions with Aviation Week 
magazine, the New York World- 
Telegram & Sun, the Newark Star 
Ledger, and the Morning Telegraph. 
During the 1940s, Mr. Siciliano 
was sports editor of the Asbury 
Park Press in New Jersey. 

During World War II, Mr. 
Siciliano was a Navy war cor¬ 
respondent aboard the USS 
San Francisco in the Pacific, and 
covered the Philippines air-sea 
action, the invasion of Okinawa 
and the Yellow Sea operation.

Maryland and at Atlantic City 
Race Course in New Jersey in 
the late 1970s and early ’80s, 
died January 2 of complica¬ 
tions from a heart attack and 
stroke. 

“Bob Umphrey had one 
of the best minds in racing 
that I’ve ever met,” said Lou 
Raffetto, the Maryland Jockey 
Club’s chief operating offi¬ 
cer. Raffetto was racing sec¬ 
retary at Laurel Race Course 
(now Laurel Park) when Mr. 
Umphrey served as his assis¬ 
tant for at least three seasons. 
“He knew the game and loved 
every facet of it.” 

For Laurel’s 1981 summer 
meet, Mr. Umphrey took on 
the role of racing secretary. He 
was also racing secretary for 
several seasons at Timonium. 

Mr. Umphrey was a 1975 
graduate of the University 
of Florida, where he earned 
a degree in marketing. He 
worked for his father, train¬ 
er Gene Umphrey, and was 
a stable foreman for trainer 
Budd Lepman before launch¬ 
ing his career as a racing official 
soon after college. He served in 
official capacities at Arlington 
Park, Hollywood Park, Golden 
Gate Fields and Gulfs tream 
Park before settling at Calder 
in 1993. 

Mr. Umphrey was a major 
supporter of Thoroughbred 
retirement and adoption pro¬ 
grams. He also served on 
the American Graded Stakes 
Committee, and had recently 
been elected to the Breeders’ 
Cup selection committee. 

ALFRED WILLIAMS 

Alfred W. Williams, 92, a Mid- 
Adantic owner/trainer for 
more than 60 years, died on 
November 6. 

Mr. Williams was among the 
leading trainers at now-defunct 
Shenandoah Downs in West 
Virginia, and for many years 
was a regular on Maryland’s 
half-mile racing circuit. In the 
later part of his career, he 
trained a stable made up of his 
own horses at Charles Town.

Allaire duPont’s 
contributions 
deserve immense 
gratitude 


E veryone who knew her probably has a favorite story about 
Allaire duPont, the legendary Maryland horsewoman who 
died in January at the age of 92. 

Mine took place in the mid-1980s, when I had recently come 
to work for The Maryland Horse magazine and Mary Thomas was 
general manager of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 
Mrs. duPont had invited Mary to lunch—actually an informal 
meeting to discuss equine rescue, one of Mrs. duPont’s favorite 
causes—and Mary took me along. 

Mary decided that we must take Mrs. duPont a gift; before 
starting up the highway to Chesapeake City we stopped at a 
garden center near the MHBA office, and Mary purchased two 
potted chrysanthemums with bright yellow blooms. She had 
the shopkeeper wrap each pot in gray foil, and tie a gray ribbon 
around it. Yellow and gray, of course, were Mrs. duPont’s racing 
colors. 

The effect on Mrs. duPont when we walked into the restau¬ 
rant carrying the two plants was amazing. Genuinely thrilled, she 
turned them around and examined them from all sides as if they 
were exotic orchids, exclaiming over the perfection of the flowers, 
the pots, the ribbons. 

Receiving gifts from people outside her immediate circle of 
friends and family was most likely a rare occurrence for Mrs. 
duPont. Solicitations, however, must have traveled a well-worn 
path to her door. You could almost picture the requests coming 
in every day: for donations, sponsorships, recollections of her 
wonder horse Kelso. Could that explain why a couple of yellow 
chrysanthemums gave her so much pleasure? 

Not long ago I described that scene to one of Mrs. duPont’s 
longtime friends. She said I’d figured it out correctly, and added 
that the plants are probably still alive somewhere on Mrs. duPont’s 
farm, because conservation, in all of its forms, was so important 
to her. 

Maryland was blessed to have Mrs. duPont as one of its citi¬ 
zens, and to have her for a very long time. She made incalculably 
vast contributions to this state—encouraging the growth of Chesa¬ 
peake City as a center of Thoroughbred breeding, helping to 
secure literally thousands of acres in land preservation programs, 
and breeding a succession of quality race horses, to name just a 
few. 

I only hope she somehow knew how much she meant to 
us all # 
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W hen one door closes, 
another one opens—so 
the saying goes. But the 
gates slammed shut with a jolt 
that shook Maryland’s breed¬ 
ing industry to its foundations 
when E.P. Taylor’s Windfields 
Farm abruptly ceased opera¬ 
tion in the summer of 1988. 


The undisputed giant within 
the state, the Maryland division 
of Windfields, which eventu¬ 
ally spanned some 3,000 acres 
in the environs of Chesapeake 
City, had been built from the 
ground up in the late 1960s by 
Taylor, a prominent industrial¬ 
ist and leading owner/breeder 
in his native Canada. 


For years Windfields offered 
an impressive stallion roster, 
topped by Northern Dancer, 
the blocky bay champion 
whose stud fee in the mid- 
1970s reached epic propor¬ 
tions ($1 million, no guarantee) 
based on the performances of 
his offspring in races and sales 
rings in the U.S. and overseas. 


Northern Dancer was 
retired in 1987 but still living on 
the farm when the Windfields 
property was put up for sale by 
relatives of the ailing Taylor, 
who died at the age of 88 in 
1989. 

What was to become of 
the vast acreage and history¬ 
laden barns and paddocks, not 
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Two Punch (by Mr. Prospector) is gaining note as a sire of sires, with sons including champion and major sire Smoke Glacken. 


to mention the cherished pen¬ 
sioner and several young and 
commercially attractive stal¬ 
lions who would need a new 
home when Windfields closed? 

The answer came quickly 
with Northview Stallion Station 
opening for business in the 
spring of 1989, just months 
after Windfields’s departure. 
(A separate group, known as 


St. Augustine Associates, shep¬ 
herded much of the land into 
preservation, and arranged for 
parcels to be sold as horse 
farms. A significant portion 
of the original property now 
belongs to Joe Thomson's Win- 
bak Farm, a leading Standard- 
bred operation.) 

Northview has more than 
fulfilled the mission of its 


founders, Richard Golden, Tom 
Bowman and the late Allaire 
duPont, all local breeder/own¬ 
ers who determined that the 
Chesapeake City area must not 
be allowed to he fallow, even for 
one season, without the pres¬ 
ence of a major Thoroughbred 
breeding establishment. 

Now with an impressive his¬ 
tory of its own, Northview 


currently stands 10 stallions, 
including the Mid-Adantic 
region’s three-time leading sire 
Not For Love, on the site of 
the former Windfields Stallion 
Division. 

‘Anyone who starts a busi¬ 
ness has to do it on a positive 
note, but there is no question 
that Northview has been a very 
pleasant surprise,” said Golden, 
a retired clothing manufacturer 
and owner of nearby Sycamore 
Hall Farm who has served as 
Northview’s managing partner 
since its inception. “I know 
that Northview’s success always 
made Mrs. duPont extremely 
happy, and that made Dr. Bow¬ 
man and me happy as well.” 

THE STALLIONS 

The accolades for North- 
view sires began in 1989, the 
farm’s inaugural season, when 
its roster consisted of three 
of Windfields’s most popular 
veterans—Caveat, Smarten and 
Two Punch—plus Waquoit, 
fresh from his $2.2 million¬ 
earning racing career. Smarten 
ranked as Maryland’s leading 
sire for the year—a feat that 
Northview sires have repeated 
in nine of the 16 seasons since 
then. 

In today’s market North- 
view’s reach is extensive by any 
measure. A total of 640 mares 
were covered by the farm’s stal¬ 
lions in 2005—a figure that 
Bowman, Northview’s gen¬ 
eral manager and a veterinar¬ 
ian nationally recognized for 
his work in equine reproduc¬ 
tion, believes to be a Maryland 
record. “Even Windfields at its 
height did not, to my knowl¬ 
edge, breed that many mares,” 
said Bowman. 

Northview’s conception 
rate in 2005 is also a source of 
wonder. More than 90 percent 
of the mares sent to the farm’s 
stallions were reported in foal, 
a ratio that prompts Bowman 
to state, without boasting, “I’ve 
never been associated with a 
farm that had a rate that high.” 

Asked for a possible expla¬ 
nation, Bowman, who exam¬ 
ines the majority of mares for 
breeding readiness, indicated 
that experience counts. “We

feel as if we’re doing our job 
better every year,” he noted, 
“plus we’ve learned the capa¬ 
bility of our stallions and made 
some changes that allow mares 
to have access to stallions on 
short notice. 

“But we’re also blessed with 
a roster of fertile stallions, 
and that’s probably the most 
important factor of all. The 
veterinarian makes a difference 
only occasionally; the stallion is 
the one who does the job.” 

Not For Love covered 105 
mares in 2005, and 102 of 
them conceived “with a mini¬ 
mum of return breedings,” 
Bowman pointed out. While 
such numbers are a tribute to 
the stallion’s fertility, they also 
seem to signify that the mares 
being sent to Northview’s flag¬ 
ship horse are “better bets 
to get in foal,” as Bowman 
described it. 

With luck those figures will 
continue to grow. Four North- 
view stallions—Not For Love, 
Dance With Ravens, Domestic 


Dispute and Lion Hearted— 
are positioned to breed at least 
100 mares in 2006. 

Racing success, of course, is 
what fuels the demand, and in 
that regard Northview’s stock 
is equally high. 

Of Maryland’s list of lead¬ 
ing sires for 2005, four are 
current or deceased Northview 
stallions: Not For Love, Polish 
Numbers, Two Punch and 
Parmer’s Hero. The leader, with 
$4,167,720 in progeny earnings 
and seven stakes winners, is 
Not For Love, a 16-year-old 
son of Mr. Prospector and the 
Northern Dancer mare Dance 
Number who entered stud at 
Northview in 1996 for a fee of 
$3,500 and soon saw the cost 
of his services rise to $25,000. 

Not For Love’s stud fee 
“would probably be higher in 
Kentucky,” noted Bowman, 
who promised the horse will 
never leave Maryland. Not For 
Love was the leading sire out¬ 
side of Kentucky in 2003 and 
’04, and in 2004 set a record for 
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Stallion barn, above, was built in the 1960s; over the years, nine of its occupants have led the Maryland general sires list , including the incomparable Northern Dancer.

single-season progeny earnings 
by a Maryland sire ($5,440,860) 
while becoming the state’s first 
stallion to reach the $5 million 
mark. 

Northview suffered a pro¬ 
found loss when Polish Num¬ 
bers died in a paddock accident 
in November 2002. Only 15 
years old at the time, Polish 
Numbers (fourth-ranked 
among Maryland sires in 2005) 
continues to hint at what might 
have been. A royally bred 
son of Danzig—Numbered 
Account, by Buckpasser, Polish 
Numbers was represented by 
six 2005 stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Maryland Million Classic 
hero Play Bingo. 

A perennial Maryland lead¬ 
er who survived a syndicate- 
led attempt to move him to 
Kentucky in 1994 (Golden won 
a court battle in the matter, 
contending that Northview’s 
right of first refusal had been 
violated), Two Punch turned 23 
this season with, in Bowman’s 
words, “no sign of slowing 
down,” although Bowman 
allowed that the farm may 
begin limiting the size of the 
stallion’s book. But the son 


of Mr. Prospector—Heavenly 
Cause, by *Grey Dawn II, 
remained busy in 2005, cover¬ 
ing 66 mares. Two Punch is the 
sire of Eclipse Award-winning 
sprinter Smoke Glacken, who is 
helping to boost Two Punch’s 
stature as a sire of sires. Two 
Punch also ranks among the 
region’s leading sales sires, with 
67 of his offspring having sold 
for $100,000 or more within 
the past five years. His yearlings 
have averaged $69,114 and his 
2-year-olds $113,007 during 
that time. 

Partner’s Hero (a 12-year- 
old son of Danzig—Safely 
Home, by Winning Hit, and 
thus a half-brother to cham¬ 
pion sprinter Safely Kept) man¬ 
aged to top the $2-million mark 
in progeny earnings last sea¬ 
son, and was represented by 
four stakes winners—reinforc¬ 
ing the hopes of Northview 
partners. After getting off to 
a running start with his first 
crop (foals of 2000), which was 
headed by graded winner and 
Maryland-bred champion New 
York Hero, Partner’s Hero hit a 
lull that nearly spelled the end 
of his career at Northview. 
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“Early in 2005 we talked 
about moving him for a fresh 
start,” conceded Bowman. “We 
knew he was a good stallion. 
By the end of the year he was 
generating more interest, and 
we decided he would be better 
off staying than moving. He’s a 
different type of Danzig—big 
and tall—and part of his prob¬ 
lem may be that people expect 
too much too soon from his 
offspring.” 

North view’s roster also 
includes Dance With Ravens, 
a superbly bred Grade 2-win- 
ning son of A.P. Indy entering 
stud this season; Lion Hearted, 
Maryland’s leading fresh¬ 
man sire of 2004; Waquoit, a 
Maryland stalwart with career 
progeny earnings of more than 
$24 million; Domestic Dispute 
and Great Notion, each of 
whom has his first crop arriv¬ 
ing this season; Polish Miner, 
whose first foals will race in 
2006; and the as-yet-unproven 
Crowd Pleaser. 

Golden, the mastermind 
behind selecting Northview’s 
stallions, tends to be tight-lipped 
when asked about his criteria. 
“Most stallions in the country 


have shown some brilliance on 
the race track,” Golden stat¬ 
ed. “Northview puts a lot of 
emphasis on pedigree and con¬ 
formation; Northview is in the 
business of genetics. 

“We just have tried to offer 
the right product at the right 
price. That usually works in any 
business. It did for me in the 
apparel business for 44 years.” 

Bowman will tell you that 
Northview’s syndicate share¬ 
holders traditionally have 
shown a profit—a special point 
of pride for the farm. But own¬ 
ing stallions, rather than syndi¬ 
cating them, remains Golden’s 
preference. “We have a lot of 
very good clients who ask to 
buy shares in these stallions,” 
said Golden, “and we try to 
accommodate them. We basi¬ 
cally own 50 percent of every 
stallion that we have purchased 
in the last 10 years.” 

Asked about the major 
changes that have taken place 
in the stallion market since 
Northview was founded, 
Golden responded, “Probably 
the biggest two changes have 
been the [increased] size of the

and sire Reviewer. First foals 
are 2-year-olds of 2006. 

Two Punch, ro., 1983, Mr. 
Prospector—Heavenly Cause 
by *Grey Dawn II. S takes- 
winning earner of $89,795. 
His Maryland-bred dam was 
the nation's champion 2-year- 
old filly in 1980. Half-brother 
to stakes-placed Earth Angel 
and Snowing. From 16 crops 
to race has sired 46 stakes win¬ 
ners, including Eclipse Award¬ 
winning sprinter and leading 
sire Smoke Glacken. Total 
progeny earnings top $38 mil¬ 
lion. Led Maryland's general 
sires list in 1994 and has four 
times topped the juvenile sires 
list (1996 to '98 and 2001). 

Waquoit, gr., 1983, 
Relaunch—Grey Parlo by 
*Grey Dawn II. Multiple 
Grade 1 winner and earner of 
$2,225,360. Descendant of 
the great race mare Parlo. 
Half-brother to graded-placed 
Dawn Exodus. Maryland's 
leading juvenile sire in 1993. 
Represented by 29 stakes win¬ 
ners from 14 crops of racing 
age, topped by Grade 1-win¬ 
ning millionaire Halo America. 
Total progeny earnings exceed 
$24 million. 
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stallions’ books and dual hemi¬ 
sphere breeding.” 

Of shuttling stallions to the 
southern hemisphere, Golden 
offers the following view: 
“Northview owned West by 
West when he stood at Walmac 
[in Kentucky]. We did shut¬ 
tle him to Argentina and that 
worked very well. We eventu¬ 
ally sold West by West for a 
very handsome price due to the 
shuttle arrangement. 

“I am not a fan of southern 
hemisphere breeding. We have 
had quite a few requests, but 
when it gets down to making 
a decision, I think that we love 
our horses too much to subject 
them to that endurance test.” 

THE FARM 

Whatgoes on in Northview’s 
breeding shed—that hallowed 
building where Northern 
Dancer and his champion sons 
The Minstrel and El Gran Senor 
once held court—is the farm’s 
sustaining purpose, but not its 
sole commercial activity. 

Northview also has a brood¬ 
mare division, begun in 1999, 
and a sales division now being 
launched by David Wade, long¬ 
time manager of Golden’s 
Sycamore Hall Farm. 

Most mares bred to North- 
view stallions remain on the 
farm only briefly, shipping in 
from other farms for mating, 
but Northview also has a size¬ 
able resident clientele. 

“During the breeding sea¬ 
son, from March to May, it’s 
not unusual for us to have 300 
horses on the farm on any 
given day,” said farm manager 
David Farrell. 

According to Farrell, about 
45 percent of the mares bred 
to Northview stallions are 
boarded on the farm; many of 
them deliver foals at Northview 
before breeding. During the 
off-season the farm’s total 
horse population drops to 50 
or 60. Included in that number 
are seven broodmares owned 
by Northview—having earned 
their place on the farm with 
their potential as mates for 
Northview’s young stallions. 

North view’s broodmare 
division, along with a group 
of yearlings and some race 


track layups, is housed at facili¬ 
ties built in the late 1980s by 
Robert P. Levy, and operated 
for years as Levy’s Muir field 
East. Northview doubled 
in acreage with the purchase 
of the neighboring 200-acre 
Muirfield East in 1999, and 
at the same time took major 
strides toward becoming a full- 
service establishment. 

The newer property boasts 
a 20-stall barn designed for 
training and a 13-stall foaling 
barn. Mares are also kept at the 
original Northview site, which 
has 90 stalls. 

Although Northview’s acre¬ 
age is not huge, nearly all of its 
land is usable pasture, noted 
Farrell. 

Carrying on the day-to-day 
work of both the stallion and 
broodmare divisions is a year- 
round crew of approximately 
15, overseen by Farrell. “We 
have a good staff, with very lit¬ 
tle turnover,” said Farrell, who 
joined Northview in 1999 after 
an eight-year stint as manager 
of Winbak Farm, the nearby 
Standardbred operation. 

Farrell, 45, was introduced 
to horses as a child on his 
family’s summer vacation farm 
on Prince Edward Island in 
Canada. He quit his agricultural 
science studies at Kentucky’s 
Morehead State University to 
go to work at Stoner Creek 
Stud, also in Kentucky, and has 
worked at various horse farms 
in New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and New York. 

Like most of Northview’s 
year-round employees, Farrell 
lives in a house on the prem¬ 
ises; his is shared by his wife, 
Jennifer (who “has worked on 
every farm where I’ve had a job 
except Northview”), and their 
two children, aged 17 and 15.

Northview’s stud manager, 
new to the farm this season, is 
Louis Merryman—who has an 
impressive pedigree of his own 
as the son of Cecil County- 
based breeders/owners Edwin 
and Sarah (Sass) Merryman, 
and grandson of the late John 
B. and Kitty Merryman. The 
Merrymans bred and raced 
horses for many years with 
major success. 
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Polish Miner, a multiple graded stakes-placed son of Danzig and the Mr. Prospector mare Miner’s Game, has his first crop coming to the races in 2006. 


David Wade, while not a 
Northview employee, is gearing 
up to begin offering consign¬ 
ments of yearlings, weanlings 
and broodmares under the 
banner of Northview Stallion 
Station/David Wade, agent. 

Explaining the rationale for 
the new sales division, Golden 
said, “Clients have always 
asked us why Northview has 
not been represented at the 
sales. We finally decided that 
the time had come for us to do 
this after a long discussion with 
David Wade, my farm man¬ 
ager for the last 18 years. David 
has all of the attributes that 
Northview requires to manage 
a first-class sales division. He 
is very knowledgeable about 
conformation, pedigrees, mat¬ 
ings, et cetera, and above all has 
great integrity. We have high 
hopes for this division.” 

A native of Savage, Md., who 
graduated from the University 
of Maryland, College Park, 
after majoring in animal science 
and business management, 
Wade, 44, was the yearling 
manager at Jim Ryan’s highly 
successful Ryehill Farm before 


being hired by Golden to help 
develop Sycamore Hall, where 
he has prepped a number of 
high-priced auction horses. 

Wade’s own small breeding 
operation also boasts a remark¬ 
able record. From a broodmare 
band numbering no more than 
three at one time, he has bred 
(on his own or in partnership) 
two runners who have earned 
Maryland-bred championship 
titles within the past five years: 
Sparkling Number, the state’s 
top 3-year-old filly of 2001; 
and Celestial Legend, cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old filly of 2005. 

THE FUTURE 

Allaire duPont played a 
major role in the creation of 
Northview, rallying support at 
its inception, just as she had 
done decades earlier in urging 
E.P Taylor to locate his farm 
near Chesapeake City. 

But her death, on January 
6 at age 92, is not expected 
to have an immediate impact 
on Northview’s operation; 
although still deeply commit¬ 
ted to the farm, duPont was 


not involved in its day-to-day 
activities. 

Asked about the possibil¬ 
ity of duPont’s heirs’ future 
participation in Northview, 
Golden stated, “At this point 
we have not had any indica¬ 
tion from her estate as to their 
direction.” 

On a different note, Golden 
downplayed the potential 
impact of slots at Maryland 
tracks, noting that Northview— 
whose stallions draw an esti¬ 
mated 75 percent of their 
mares from Maryland and the 
surrounding states, and the 
remainder from other locations 
throughout the nation—is not 
subject to the same market 
forces as many Maryland breed¬ 
ing establishments. 

“If Maryland never gets 
slots, there will be no impact 
on Northview,” stated Golden. 
“If Maryland does get slots, 
that will be great.” 

Asked about his goals for 
Northview, Golden said, “Our 
immediate goals are always the 
same; that would be to improve 
our service, our staff and our 
stallion base. Our long-term 


goal would be to open another 
division of Northview outside 
of Maryland. Dr. Bowman and 
I have been discussing this goal 
for a while. As far as where we 
might expand to, that is still 
in the discussion stage, and I 
would rather not discuss the 
locations that we are contem¬ 
plating.” 

Golden, 66, retired from the 
clothing manufacturing busi¬ 
ness in 2002 after selling his 
five apparel companies three 
years earlier. But despite the 
fact that he and his wife, Ann, 
have stepped up their recre¬ 
ational travels, Golden gives 
no hint of retiring from the 
farm in which he has obviously 
invested heart and soul. 

“My time spent managing 
Northview seems to be increas¬ 
ing,” noted Golden, who added 
that he “enjoys it most of the 
time. I would say that, on an 
average, I spend half of a day 
five days a week on Northview 
matters. I am in constant touch 
with our management team, 
and I am always available to 
them as well.” Ufa

E ach time a gambler pulls 
a lever or pushes a button 
on a video lottery terminal 
at a Thoroughbred race track 
in Delaware or West Virginia, 
horsemen make money 

Alternative gaming at tracks 
is really that simple on one level: 
The dollars float, almost magi¬ 
cally, through computer sys¬ 
tems and into purse accounts, 
with a significant number end¬ 
ing up in breeding funds. 

The totals have bulged 
beyond what any owner or 
breeder could have imagined 
before VLTs began clanging and 
flashing lights at Mountaineer 
Race Track in 1994, at Delaware 
Park in 1995, and at Charles 
Town Races in 1997. In what 
some anti-gambling groups 
claim is the most addictive 
form of wagering ever created, 
the stimulating noises and col¬ 
ors of the machines whip on 
patrons like the jockeys who 
are driving their mounts before 
dwindling numbers of fans in 
the grandstands. 

This curious mix of results 
over the past decade has led to 
several conclusions and sen¬ 
timents among state officials, 
horsemen and track officials in 
the two states, particularly as 
they nervously eye big neigh¬ 
bor Pennsylvania gearing up 
to install as many as 61,000 
VLT machines, and adjoining 
Maryland, rich in racing history, 
still grappling with the issue. 

Among those determina¬ 
tions are that alternative gam¬ 
ing: 

♦ Saved all three race tracks, 
which were slowly succumbing 
to a painful economic decay 
before emerging as the big¬ 
gest beneficiaries by gaining the 


largest share of VLT revenue 
and vastly increasing simulcast 
income through exportation of 
an infinitely more saleable live 
racing product. 

• Propelled average daily 
purse distributions upward at 
an astounding pace, increasing 
347 percent at Delaware Park, 
552 percent at Mountaineer 
Park, and 691 percent at Charles 
Town from 1994 through 2004; 
and 

• Spurred the breeding 
industry in West Virginia to 
boom from 446 mares bred to 
stallions standing there in 1994 
to 1,028 in 2005. Meanwhile, 
horsemen in Delaware created 
the innovative Delaware Certi¬ 
fied Thoroughbred Program, 
which rewards owners for 
bringing horses to the state but 
does not restrict them from 
competing in other states’ 
awards programs. 

Yet horsemen, track offi¬ 
cials and state leaders agree 
that seemingly inevitable com¬ 
petition from more states will 
dilute proceeds from VLTs to 
their entities, all of which have 
lived well off the fat of the slot 
machine-like apparatuses and 
have come to depend on the 
income. Scrambling to main¬ 
tain their cherished life style, 
they are weighing legislation to 
further increase gaming. 

In Delaware, Governor 
Ruth Ann Minner has pro¬ 
posed expanding the number 
of machines at Delaware Park 
and two Standardbred tracks 
and allowing each to operate 
around the clock every day 
but Sunday, during which they 
would be closed from 6 a.m. to 
noon. The racinos, as they have 
come to be known, would con¬ 


tinue to be closed on Christmas 
and Easter under her “Video 
Lottery Competitiveness Act,” 
which was developed in part by 
an advisory council of which 
Delaware Park’s chief operat¬ 
ing officer Bill Fasy served as 
chairman. 

In West Virginia, maneuver¬ 
ing in the legislature already 
has begun for the second year 
over a measure for casino table 
games, including blackjack, rou¬ 
lette and craps, to be allowed 
at Mountaineer, Charles Town 
and two greyhound tracks if 
voters approve in local refer¬ 
enda. Governor Joe Manchin 
has called for a table games bill 
but also has hinted at possible 
restrictions on video lottery 
operations. 

In this rush to maintain 
competitive advantages, both 
state and track officials have 
tended to stare hungrily at the 
amounts of money funneled 
directly to racing purses, noted 
Richard Thalheimer, Ph.D., a 
consultant based in Kentucky 
who analyzes racing industry 
issues for a variety of clients. 
Purses help horsemen and sup¬ 
port the equine industry and 
its large number of associated 
agriculturally based businesses, 
but do not necessarily justify 
the investment in racing, in the 
view of tracks and state gov¬ 
ernments. 

“There is pressure from 
within and outside the industry 
to decrease purses,” Thalheimer 
said, underlining what could be 
a somewhat tenuous position 
for the sport, particularly in 
jurisdictions still considering 
VLT legislation. Armed with 
facts and figures from Delaware 
and West Virginia race track 


and purse accounts, politicians 
in other states have argued for 
keeping a greater percentage of 
revenues for public projects. 

But an even more signifi¬ 
cant conclusion about the state 
of affairs with VLTs and rac¬ 
ing is that Delaware and West 
Virginia, which together created 
the model for Thoroughbred 
racinos in the U.S., have shown 
that racing can no longer feasi¬ 
bly exist in an increasing num¬ 
ber of areas without gaming 
revenue support. Ironically, at 
the same time, the VLTs have 
led horseplayers directly to 
other gambling opportunities, 
and those fans typically bet 20 
to 30 percent less on racing 
while shifting to the machines, 
Thalheimer said his research 
has shown. 

As gambling continues to 
proliferate, tracks in regions 
where betting of any kind is 
readily available—particularly 
casino gaming—are probably 
bound for extinction if they are 
not given some kind of finan¬ 
cial transfusion, he said. 

“It’s very unlikely that race 
tracks in today’s competitive 
environment can compete with 
race tracks that have VLTs or 
slot machines. The outlook for 
race tracks that have no VLTs 
or slots is limited,” Thalheimer 
asserted. 

“In the long run, horse rac¬ 
ing is going to have to change 
the product to attract some 
of these new demographic 
groups, like women and young 
people, of which it has lost a 
great deal,” he continued. “The 
product is going to have to 
be changed to appeal to those 
people and capture a share of 
the market which we’ve lost 
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to casinos and state lotteries. 
If we can’t do that, I think the 
outlook for the industry in the 
long run is not too good.” 

With that clouded forecast, 
Maryland owners, breeders 
and track operators are among 


the wounded bystanders as 
politicians in the state battle 
over gaming proposals with¬ 
out reaching a decisive truce. 
They can only look on as their 
regional competitors pull away 
in what has become a race for

survival in which the pace is 
quickening. 

The Delaware 
experience 

Designed by William duPont 
Jr. with elegant architecture and 
peaceful saddling and picnic 
areas, Delaware Park opened in 
1937 and later earned a presti¬ 
gious standing on the Eastern 
racing calendar. Such super- 
stars of the sport as Kelso 
and Damascus graced the track 


in the 1960s before increasing 
competition from Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, New York and 
New Jersey tracks in the 1970s 
brought on hard times. 

The late Maryland develop¬ 
er and owner/breeder William 
Rickman Sr. purchased the 
track in partnership in 1983 
and took full control in 1985. 
With the beginning of export 
simulcasting and the addition 
of Arabian racing, Delaware 
Park found some niches before 
William Rickman Jr. took over

day-to-day supervision in 1993 
and oversaw efforts to push leg¬ 
islation allowing VLTs through 
the legislature. 

In 1994, a VLT bill called the 
“Horse Racing Redevelopment 
Act” was passed and the first 
machines opened for business 
in December 1995. 

“It took a 1937-established 
race track that was melting into 
the ground and self-destruct¬ 
ing and turned it around,” said 
Fasy of the effect of the VLT 
measure. 

Although Fasy refused to 
talk about Delaware Park’s bal¬ 
looning profits since then, say¬ 
ing he had a “fiduciary respon¬ 
sibility” not to reveal any infor¬ 
mation about finances, he did 
elaborate on how track man¬ 
agement has used a fraction of 
the proceeds to upgrade the 
facility. 

“Little by little, pieces of the 
grandstand and the clubhouse 
and the backside are all get¬ 
ting brought into this century,” 
he said. “We’re going to have 
brand-new box seating with 
theater chairs when we open 
up this year, and we have state- 
of-the-art brick bunkhouses 
for the personnel on the back- 
stretch. Although there prob¬ 
ably are 10 to 15 bunkhouses 
we still have to finish, we’ve 
already completed 20.” 

By sometime in 2006, Dela¬ 
ware Park will have reaped $1 
billion in revenues from the 
machines over the years, with 
last year’s total of $135.7-mil- 
lion an all-time high after the 
track hit a plateau with $130.6- 
million in 2002 and then expe¬ 
rienced two years of declines 
from that figure. 

Fasy already is planning to 
immediately install up to 750 
more machines above Delaware 
Park’s current total of 2,500 
once the state gives the go- 
ahead. If more are authorized, 
then the track will make room 
for that number, no matter 
what it is, he said. 

“Some rearranging might 
be needed,” Fasy replied when 
asked if any of the current 
space used by racing and simul¬ 
casting would be turned over 
to VLTs. 

He declined to comment on 
whether racing alone is prof¬ 


itable at the track. Although 
racing days have stayed fairly 
consistent over the years, live 
handle has declined from $35.6 
million in 1994 to $18.2 million 
in 2004. However, total handle 
has grown from $116.6 million 
to $320.8 million in that period 
due to increased exportation of 
the simulcast signal, although 
the overall handle also hit a 
plateau, topping $384.2 mil¬ 
lion in 2000 and dropping each 
year since then as the domestic 
simulcast market became fully 
saturated. 

Although Fasy is eager to 
expand VLT operations, he has 
no plans to increase racing. 

“It all depends on what the 
impact of the competition in 
Pennsylvania is. I think that 
market will dictate what [the 
chance of more racing] is,” he 
said. 

Pennsylvania “is going to 
affect us,” he stressed, adding, 
“May the best marketer win! I 
don’t want to reveal my hole 
card on what I’m going to do. 
When they tell me what they’re 
doing, I might think about 
hinting what I’m doing—but I 
doubt that.” 

Looking south, Fasy said it 
has been Delaware Park’s posi¬ 
tion to stay out of Maryland’s 
debate over VLTs. However, 
Rickman—a prodigious politi¬ 
cal contributor in Maryland— 
has assiduously campaigned 
for VLTs at his Ocean Downs 
Standardbred track in Berlin, 
Md., and/ or his proposed Thor¬ 
oughbred track in Allegany 
County (Md.) for years, a clear 
sign of his satisfaction with the 
profitability of alternative gam¬ 
ing at track venues. 

Rickman did not respond to 
requests for interviews. 

On the other side of the 
race track, Delaware horsemen 
agree with Fasy that VLTs 
saved their sport. 

“It’s a win for the state and 
agriculture, it’s a win for the 
horsemen, and it’s a win for the 
race track facility,” said Bessie 
Gruwell, executive director of 
the Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association. 

“If you look at the race 
tracks that have VLTs, it sure 
looks as if they are necessary 


for racing to survive,” she 
added. “I’ve heard arguments 
that all VLTs are doing is saving 
a dying business. They have def¬ 
initely resurrected race tracks 
including Charles Town and 
Mountaineer. . . and without 
the slots, there definitely would 
have been no more Delaware 
Park. They’ve created jobs for 
the gaming and for the horse¬ 
men—and I don’t think that’s a 
bad thing.” 

Delaware Park currently has 
about 1,500 full-time employees 
and, with Dover Downs and 
Harrington Raceway Standard- 
bred tracks, helps to provide 
the state with its fourth largest 
stream of income. 

Another way VLTs have 
aided the welfare of the sport is 
by providing so much income 
for purses that horsemen 
agreed to create the Delaware 
Certified Thoroughbred Pro¬ 
gram. Since there is hardly any 
breeding activity in the small 
state, DTHA board members 


Barbara Brown and Herb 
Moelis crafted the program in 
2002 to encourage owners to 
bring their horses to Delaware. 
They avoided requirements 
that foals be born in Delaware. 
Thus a horse may qualify for 
multiple programs—for exam¬ 
ple, a Pennsylvania-bred by a 
Maryland sire may qualify for 
the Maryland Million, earn 
Pennsylvania-bred bonuses, 
and also participate in the 
Delaware Certified Program. 

To be eligible for certifica¬ 
tion a horse must reside at a 
DCTP-enroiled Delaware farm 
or training center for at least 90 
days prior to March 31 of his 2- 
year-old year. The certifier (typ¬ 
ically, the horse’s owner dur¬ 
ing the qualifying period) and 
owner of the horse at the time 
of the race are both entitled to 
bonuses equaling 15 percent 
of purse monies for any first, 
second or third-place finish at 
Delaware Park throughout the 
horse’s racing career.

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“This is the only thing with 
slots that is helping racing peo¬ 
ple from Delaware/’ said Lynda 
Furlong, who administers the 
program. “The slot machines 
otherwise just put big purses 
into play, which the Florida and 
New York trainers had been 
winning” 

A total of $373,030 was 
earned by horses in the pro¬ 
gram during 2005, with pro¬ 
gram horses making 366 starts. 
After the initial 110 horses 
were certified in 2002, there 
now are 690 in the program, 
Furlong said, as well as 46 
farms enrolled. 

The certified horses make 
money for their owners in the 


sales ring as well as on the race¬ 
track. In 2004 and ’05, certified 
horses sold at the Fasig-Tipton 
Eastern Fall yearling sale at 
Timonium brought about 
$5,000 and $14,000 more, 
respectively, than the overall 
average. 

“We are getting more and 
more breeders doing it. Besides 
the awards, they’ve actually 
found that when they run the 
horses through the sales, they’re 
getting more money, based on 
the horses’ potential for earn¬ 
ing more,” Furlong said. “And 
if they are the certifier, they can 
just sit back and collect checks 
for the life of the horse.” 


After the program’s first 
three years proved it could have 
a positive impact, with owners 
and breeders from Pennsylvania 
and New York among those 
shipping young horses to 
Delaware, state officials agreed 
to match each $500,000 horse¬ 
men contributed to the DCTP, 
Furlong said. 

“The program doesn’t 
penalize anybody if a horse 
doesn’t turn out to be good,” 
she added. “We don’t want it 
to be known as a program that 
just benefits good horses. This 
is to benefit everybody that 
brings horses into this state, 
and they certainly ought to be 


able to find some level at which 
they can win.” 

The program also boasts 
two restricted stakes races. 

The West Virginia 
experience 

Both Mountaineer Race 
Track and Gaming Resort, 
which was known as Waterford 
Park in a former incarnation, 
and Charles Town Races & 
Slots have grown from hardly 
noticed sprouts in the back- 
woods of American racing to 
modern-day monuments to 
VLTs. 

Breeder and owner Randy 
Funkhouser, current president 
of the Charles Town Horse¬ 
men’s Benevolent and Protec¬ 
tive Association, recalls how 
race-goers used to huddle 
around outdoor stoves in blus¬ 
tery weather to keep warm 
at the facility that lies near 
Virginia, Washington, D.C., 
Maryland and Pennsylvania in 
West Virginia’s eastern panhan¬ 
dle. Even today, some of that 
small-town flavor still exists; 
a pre-recorded message on 
the main number at the facil¬ 
ity owned by Penn National 
Gaming Inc. cheerily proclaims: 
“Have a lucky day!” 

Rose Mary Williams, who 
has worked at Mountaineer for 
28 years and is now the director 
of racing and secretary of the 
MTR Gaming board of direc¬ 
tors, just as clearly remembers 
the days when less than $22,000 
in purses was offered during 
an entire racing program at 
the facility in the state’s north¬ 
ern panhandle, which draws 
patrons from Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Kentucky Today, the 
theme of Mountaineer—which 
candidly reveals the emphasis 
of owner MTR Gaming Group 
Inc.—is: ‘We’ll leave the slots 
on for ya.” 

Despite the friendly tones, 
however, officials at the com¬ 
panies that last year alone 
grossed a combined $258.9- 
miUion from VLT operations, 
are guarded about answer¬ 
ing questions regarding their 
money machines. 

Roger Ramey, Charles 
Town’s vice-president of pub¬ 
lic affairs, said he could not 
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comment other than to say 
the facility draws about 15,000 
people on weekdays and 25,000 
on weekends, and that purses 
have steadily increased “based 
on the amount of money com¬ 
ing from slots/’ He referred 
all questions to Eric Schippers, 
vice-president of public affairs 
and gaming regulations with 
Penn National Gaming, who 
did not respond to many 
attempts to reach him, even 
after relaying word through an 
associate that he would answer 
questions if they were submit¬ 
ted in writing. 

Penn National, the owners 
of Penn National Race Course 
in Grantville, Pa., purchased 
Charles Town in January 1997 
after the track had struggled 
to stay open, and VLT opera¬ 
tions began nine months later. 
Charles Town soon became the 
bright light in Penn National’s 
financial reports, and the com¬ 
pany veered away from rac¬ 
ing into more casino-oriented 
ventures. 

After several expansions, 
Charles Town currently has 
more than 3,800 VLTs. Since 
West Virginia horsemen insist¬ 
ed that racing days remain vir¬ 
tually equal to or more than 
they were in pre-VLT days, 
racing is conducted virtually 
year-round, and purses have 
soared from an average daily 
distribution of $28,788 in 1994 
to $194,285 in 2004. 

At Mountaineer, the story 
is much the same, with average 
daily purses growing from a 
paltry total of $21,652 in 1994 
to $171,189. Mountaineer has 
fewer VLTs, with 3,220, but 
offers expansive facilities includ¬ 
ing a theater, fitness center, 
spa, convention center and two 
hotels in addition to the track 
grandstand and three “gaming 
saloons.” Some of the upcom¬ 
ing events slated for late winter 
and spring at the “destination 
resort,” as director of public 
relations Tamara Cronin called 
Mountaineer, include a psychic 
fair, the U.S. Youth Wrestling 
Tour and concerts by Little 
Anthony and the Imperials and 
The Temptations. 

Racing “has improved tre¬ 
mendously,” said Williams. 
“You can even tell by the 


appearance of the horses on 
the track. People here are pay¬ 
ing more for horses—they’re 
going to the Keeneland sales 
and things like that, and we’re 
seeing an influx of shippers 
from Kentucky and Florida 
and other places.” 

Mountaineer, tike Charles 
Town, has been able to lever¬ 
age this improved racing prod¬ 
uct into successful simulcast 
exportation, taking advantage 
of the fewer competing sig¬ 
nals at night, when racing is 
most often conducted at both 
tracks. Including this exporta¬ 
tion, total handle on live rac¬ 
ing rose more than six-fold 
to $386,116,246 in 2004 (not 
including in-house simulcast¬ 
ing on races from other tracks) 
since Mountaineer began 
beaming out its racing in 2000. 
Charles Town’s total handle on 
its live programs jumped nearly 
four times to $222,586,211 in 
2004 after beginning exporta¬ 
tion in 1999. 

Because of that growth, 
Williams can declare that 
racing alone is profitable at 
Mountaineer, and she is opti¬ 
mistic about the future based 
on the prospect of adding table 
games to the revenue streams. 

“As long as we keep on 
focusing on our track being 
a destination resort, and with 
table games, if they do pass, it’s 
only going to help horse racing 
because I think that’s going to 
bring more—and a different 
type of—patrons to our track,” 
she said. “And I think there will 
be a lot of crossover. People 
playing table games and poker 
are more likely to be interested 
in horse racing.” 

Mountaineer also is aiming 
to build something of a circuit 
with a new track MTR Gaming 
plans to build in Erie, Pa., which 
also will reduce the overall 
impact of losing Pennsylvania 
patrons at the West Virginia 
track, Williams said. Horsemen 
will be able to make the trip 
between tracks in two hours on 
an interstate highway. 

As a final benefit to the 
sport, Mountaineer also will 
begin contributing to the 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Development Fund in April 
under legislation passed last

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year. Previously only Charles 
Town contributed since the 
state’s Thoroughbred farms are 
clustered in that area. 

Mountaineer will also 
institute a “raiser fund” that 
will allow owners who raise a 
young horse in West Virginia to 
qualify for bonus awards. West 
Virginia-raised runners bene¬ 
fited from a similar program at 
Charles Town until the breed¬ 
ing industry was bolstered to 
the point where it could be 
phased out. 

VLTs have boosted the 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Development Fund, providing 
a total of $4,350,766 in fiscal 
year 2005, including $2,590,583 
from Charles Town and con¬ 
tributions from the state’s two 
greyhound tracks. Payments 
for 2005 were set to be issued 
to breeders, owners and stal¬ 
lion owners in February, and 
Joe Cuomo, director of audits 
for the West Virginia Racing 
Commission, said about $5 


million was distributed from 
the program for 2004. 

Funkhouser, whose family 
has owned O’Sullivan Farms 
near Charles Town for five 
decades, said the fund does 
not receive as much as it was 
originally promised from VLTs. 
However, it does attain two 
cents of every dollar wagered 
on live handle and one cent 
from every dollar bet in simul¬ 
cast handle. “All of these are 
pretty good chunks of change 
for our breeders,” he said. 

O’Sullivan Farms has sup¬ 
ported the state’s breeding 
industry by standing horses 
who would be welcome in 
any part of the world, with its 
two current stars being 1991 
Horse of the Year Black Tie 
Affair (Ire) and 1989 Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl winner Prized. 
Two-time champion sprinter 
Housebuster stood at the farm 
before his death last May 

West Virginia also has an 
accredited West Virginia-bred 


racing program, which has 
received 24 percent of the 
Thoroughbred Development 
Fund revenues, and Funkhouser 
said owners and breeders hope 
to have one accredited state- 
bred race on each card at Charles 
Town. The track also is known 
for its annual West Virginia 
Breeders Classics, which last 
year, on its 19th anniversary, 
offered total purses of $1.44 
million for horses bred and/or 
sired in West Virginia. 

The future 

Shaping a new image for 
horse racing, as well as develop¬ 
ing new distribution methods 
for wagering and new kinds 
of betting products, may be 
the only solid answers for the 
sport as the growth of gaming 
threatens to choke it. 

Lome Weil, chairman of 
Scientific Games Corp., a com¬ 
pany that handles wagering 
technology and hardware for 


lotteries and race tracks, said 
in a keynote address this past 
December at the Symposium 
on Racing and Gaming in 
Tucson, Ariz., that race tracks 
should look into legalizing 
sports betting since it is hugely 
profitable in Las Vegas. 

Coincidentally, the sports 
betting idea already has been 
batted around in the Delaware 
legislature. 

Weil also said that distribu¬ 
tion channels must be improved 
so that racing can compete with 
lottery sales, which transpire at 
nearly every convenience store 
in many states. And pointing 
to the success of new initia¬ 
tives such as betting exchanges 
in Britain, he urged racing to 
develop new ways to appeal to 
customers. 

“Content is king,” Weil said. 
“If there is no new content 
[to offer racing fans], we can 
scream ‘Go Baby Go’ till our 
faces turn blue but there will be 
nobody left to scream it to.” ^

Saint Liam, owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. William Warren, 
capped the season with a victo¬ 
ry in the Breeders’ Cup Classic- 
G1 after distinguishing himself 
in top company throughout 
the year. He got off to a fast 
start in 2005 for trainer Richard 
Dutrow Jr., recording a siz¬ 
zling three and three-quarter- 


length victory over eventual 
Dubai World Cup-Gl winner 
Roses in May in the Donn 
Handicap-Gl in early February 
at Gulfstream Park. He suffered 
his only unplaced finish of the 
year after a cross-country trip 
to California when sixth in the 
Santa Anita Handicap-Gl next 
out, but bounced back to eas¬ 
ily capture the Stephen Foster 
Handicap-Gl at Churchill 
Downs in mid-June. The 
Whitney Handicap-Gl in early 
August came next, and Saint 
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Liam turned in a courageous 
effort from off the pace before 
falling a neck short in second, 
giving winner Commentator six 
pounds. He rounded out his 
career with a pair of outstand¬ 
ing performances in the Wood¬ 
ward Stakes-Gl and Breeders’ 
Cup Classic. 

Under confident handling 
from Jerry Bailey, Saint Liam 
toyed with his Woodward rivals 
at Belmont Park on September 
10, effordessly cruising to the 
lead at the top of the stretch 
and galloping to the finish 
line. He oozed class and was 
fun to watch. The competi¬ 
tion was tougher seven weeks 
later on Breeders’ Cup Day, 


but they were all overmatched 
against Saint Liam. When die 
bay horse launched his rally on 
the far turn, one could tell that 
the race was over. Saint Liam 
rumbled down the stretch with 
complete authority, his over¬ 
powering strides serving as the 
defining moment on the pro¬ 
gram of championship racing 
at Belmont Park. 

B redin Kentucky, Saint Liam 
sold for $130,000 at the 2001

sale. He broke his maiden at 
3 and finished second in the 
2003 Iowa Derby. Transferred 
to Dutrow later that season, 
Saint Liam launched his career 
in earnest in 2004 with placings 


in the New Orleans Handicap-

and Woodward, the latter a 
superb runner-up showing by a 
neck to 2004 Horse of the Year 
Ghostzapper. His first stakes 
win came in November’s Clark 
Handicap-G2, and he entered

Her campaign didn’t start 
smoothly, with two straight 
setbacks, including a second 
to Maryland-bred filly Silmaril 
in the Pimlico Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff Handicap-G3 over 
a sloppy track, but Ashado 
returned to form with a three- 
length tally in Belmont’s Ogden 
Phipps in mid-June. She 
romped by nine and a half 
lengths in the Go for Wand 
at Saratoga and recorded the 
11th stakes victory of her 
stellar career in the Beldame 


at Belmont in October. The 
dark bay concluded her rac¬ 
ing days with a third in the 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl and 
retired with total earnings of 
$3,931,440 from a 21-12-4-3 
line. 

Ashado’s headline-making 
days weren’t over after the 
Breeders’ Cup, however, as the 
beautiful daughter of Saint Bal¬ 
lado sold for a broodmare world- 
record $9 million at the 2005 
Keeneland November sale.

S tud TNT and Stonewall 
Farm Stallions’s Leroides- 
animaux (Brz) won the 
Eclipse Award for champion 
turf male in a squeaker, with a 
three-vote margin of 119-116 
over Artie Schiller, his con¬ 
queror in the Breeders’ Cup 
Mile Stakes-Gl. That was the 
only reverse suffered by the 


Bobby Frankel charge in 2005, 
as he was a brilliant winner of 
his other three starts, crowning 
an eight-race win streak dating 
to early 2004. 

Leroidesanimaux kicked off 
2005 with a gutsy victory in the 
Frank E. Kilroe Mile Handicap- 
G1 at Santa Anita in March, 
finishing the mile strongly in 
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1:33.89 despite dueling through 
brutal early fractions. He did not 
reappear until the Fourstardave 
Handicap-G2 at Saratoga in 
late August, when he cruised 
to a new course record for the 
mile and a sixteenth in 1:39.92. 
In his most visually impres¬ 
sive effort, Leroidesanimaux 
blew away a solid field in the 
Atto Mile Stakes-Gl, explod¬ 
ing from the quarter pole and 
drawing off to a seven and 
three-quarter-length triumph. 
After that scintillating effort, he 
developed foot problems, ulti¬ 


mately leading to his contesting 
the Breeders' Cup Mile in alu¬ 
minum pads. He still managed 
to finish second in a valiant try, 
although likely compromised 
physically. 

Throughout his North 
American career, the hand¬ 
some chestnut compiled a 
sterling record of 10-8-1-0 
with earnings of $1,650,900. 
Leroidesanimaux had captured 
three stakes in succession in 
2004, setting a new mile and 
a sixteenth Hollywood turf 
course record of 1:38.45 in 


the Inglewood Handicap-G3, 
closing late to garner the six 
and a half-furlong Morvich 
Handicap-G3 down the hill 
at Santa Anita, and prevailing 
determinedly in the Citation 
Handicap-Gl. Those three 
stakes, preceded by two scores 
in allowance/optional claiming 
company, along with his 2005 
coups, accounted for his eight- 
race win streak. 

Bred by Haras Bage Do Sul 
in Brazil, where he began his 
racing career, Leroidesanimaux 
(by Candy Stripes) is out of 


Dissemble (GB) (Ahonoora), 
who is a half-sister to the dam 
of 2005 champion turf female 
Intercontinental (GB) (Dane- 
hill). 

Leroidesanimaux is stand¬ 
ing his first season at Stonewall 


Farm in Kentucky.

J uddmonte Farms' home¬ 
bred Intercontinental (GB) 
emulated her older sister 
Banks Hill (GB) by earning 
the Eclipse Award as cham¬ 
pion turf female after a brilliant 
coup in the Breeders' Cup Filly 
and Mare Turf Stakes-Gl. The 
Bobby Frankel-trained mare 
captured five of seven starts 
during her 2005 campaign, 
with one second and a troubled 
third, while racing exclusively 
in graded stakes, and her career 
mark reads 22-13-3-4 with 
earnings of $2,052,463. 

Intercontinental has often 
shown a willful temperament 
to match her brilliance on the 
race course, and that forceful 
personality was on display in 
her rank, frontrunning victories 
in the Jenny Wiley Stakes-G3 at 
Keeneland, Hollywood Park's 
Royal Heroine Invitational 
Stakes-G3 and the Palomar 
Handicap-G2 at Del Mar. She 
employed the same tactics 
to a successful conclusion in 
Keeneland’s WinStar Galaxy 
Stakes-G2. When rating off die 


pace, she closed mildly to fin¬ 
ish second in the Just a Game 
Breeders' Cup Handicap-G2 
at Belmont, and was a frus¬ 
trated third in Del Mar's John 
C. Mabee Handicap-Gl after 
enduring a nightmarish trip. 

She saved her best for last 
in the Breeders' Cup Filly and 
Mare Turf, her first attempt at 
a mile and a quarter. Partnered 
for the first time by Rafael Beja- 
rano, Intercontinental strode 
majestically to the front and 
was a picture of composure 
through a mile in 1:38.17, then 
quickened in devastating style 
to post a final quarter in :24.20 
and win by a length and a 
quarter. The strength of the 
result was a rarity in racing: 
The second, third and fourth- 
place finishers—Ouija Board 
(GB), Film Maker and Wonder 
Again—had filled the top three 
positions in that order in the 
2004 edition of the race. 

Remarkably, Intercontin¬ 
ental is the third champion 
produced by her dam, the 
French stakes winner Hasili 



(Ire) (Kahyasi), all of them by 
Danehill. Her first foal, Dan- 
sili (GB), was a champion in 
England and France and fin¬ 
ished a barnstorming third in 
the 2000 Breeders' Cup Mile- 
Gl. Her second foal is Banks 
Hill, who was also a European 
champion in 2001 and 2002, in 
addition to her Eclipse Award. 

Hasili's other foals are also 
accomplished. Heat Haze (GB) 
(Green Desert) captured the 
2003 Beverly D. Stakes-Gl 
and Matriarch Stakes-Gl. Caci¬ 
que (Ire) (Danehill), a French 
Group 2 winner and multiple 
Group 1 -placed, has been 
transferred to Frankel and may 
add to the family laurels in 
America. Moreover, Hasili is a 
half-sister to the dam of 2005 
champion turf horse Leroides¬ 


animaux (Brz), as well as the 
dam of 2005 Del Mar Breeders' 
Cup Handicap-G2 winner and 
English champion Three Val¬ 
leys (Diesis-GB). This is also 
the family of multiple Grade 2 
winner Hawksley Hill (Ire), who 
narrowly lost to Da Hoss in the 
1998 Breeders' Cup Mile. 

With a genetic code like this 
to draw upon, Intercontinental 
promises to uphold the family 
tradition as she joins the Judd¬ 
monte broodmare band. ^

L ost in the Fog, who cap¬ 
tivated audiences from 
coast to coast with a bril¬ 
liant sprint campaign that fell 
one race short of perfection, 
is 2005's champion sprinter. 
Based in northern California 
with trainer Greg Gilchrist, 
the Harry Aleo-owned son of 
Lost Soldier won eight races at 
seven different tracks, travel¬ 
ing cross-country to New York 
and Florida repeatedly and 
dominating his opposition with 
blazing speed at every stop but 
his last. The toll of a long sea¬ 
son may have caught up with 
him on Breeders' Cup Day, but 
voters didn't hold that lone set¬ 
back against the best short-dis¬ 
tance specialist of the season. 

His accomplishments includ¬ 
ed the King's Bishop Stakes- 
Gl, Carry Back, Riva Ridge 
Breeders’ Cup and Swale Stakes 
(all Grade 2), Bay Shore Stakes- 
G3 and Sunshine Millions Dash 
Stakes; the superb sophomore 
was odds-on in all nine of his 
appearances on the track. 

Now 10 for 11 overall, Lost 
in the Fog was bred in Florida 
by Susan Seper and passed 


through the sales ring three 
times: He brought $13,000 as a 
2002 Keeneland November 
weanling and $48,000 at the 
OBS August Yearling sale, and 
then registered as an RNA at 
the 2004 OBS March Two- 
Year-Olds in Training sale. He's 
out of the unraced New Jersey- 
bred mare Cloud Break (Dr. 
Carter), who is also the dam of 
stakes-placed How About My 
Place (Out of Place) and a 
daughter of 1981 Hempstead 
Handicap-G2 queen Wistful 
(Maribeau). Wistful is a half- 
sister to multiple Grade 2 win¬ 
ner Luminaire and closely relat¬ 
ed to Grade 1 winners Bonapaw 
and Listening. 

Lost in the Fog is being 
freshened for a 4-year-old cam¬ 
paign.

and Somerset Medical Center 
Race for Cancer Awareness 
Hurdle-NSA2 before wrapping 
up his year in tremendous style 
with a Grade 1 double. 

McDynamo captured the 
Breeders' Cup Steeplechase- 
NSA1 for an unprecedented 
third straight year, seizing the 
initiative early, widening his 
margin in the course of the 
race and sailing home nine 
lengths in the clear. He fol¬ 
lowed that effort with a game 


frontrunning win in the 
Colonial Cup-NSAl. After 
brushing aside an early chal¬ 
lenger, McDynamo was con¬ 
fronted by 2004 champion stee¬ 
plechaser Hirapour (Ire) in the 
stretch but dug deep to secure a 
length and a half score. 

Bred in Kentucky by 
Richard Fox, Nathan Fox and 
Richard Kaster, the now 9- 
year-old McDynamo (a son of 
Dynaformer) was purchased by 
Moran for $82,000 at the 1998 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale. Produced by the unraced 
Rondonia (Monteverdi-Ire), he 
is a full brother to 1995 Gener¬ 
ous Stakes-G3 winner Old 
Chapel. McDynamo's 2005 
earnings of $265,425 raised his 
lifetime total to $877,994, all 
but $44,890 earned in 18 starts

HUMAN ECLIPSE 
AWARD 
WINNERS 

I n the human categories, Frank 
Stronach’s Adena Springs 
earned its second straight 
and third overall Eclipse Award 
for outstanding breeder. With 
breeding and stallion opera¬ 
tions in Kentucky, Florida and 
Ontario, Adena Springs was 
represented by 427 starters 
who won 457 races from 2,685 
starts and topped the list of 
leading individual breeders in 
North America in 2005 with 
earnings of more than $11.6 
million. Four Eclipse Award 
finalists in 2005 were sired by 
Adena Springs stallions. 

Virginia breeder Edward P. 
Evans finished second in the 
Eclipse balloting. Last year 134 
Evans-bred runners, topped by 
Saint Liam, earned more than 
$7.7 million. 

Michael Gill, whose charges 
won 351 races and earned more 
than $6.3 million in 2005, took 
home the Eclipse Award for 
outstanding owner. One of the 
nation’s leading owners by wins 
since 2000, the mortgage bank¬ 
ing mogul was exposed to Thor¬ 
oughbred racing at Rockingham 
Park and has been a big sup¬ 
porter of the sport for many 
years. His stable has been 
known for its aggressive claim¬ 
ing style and placing horses 
where they can win. Gill has 
been the leading owner for 14 
consecutive meets at Laurel and 
Pimlico. 

Todd Pletcher parlayed a 
record year of more than $20.8 
million in earnings into his sec¬ 
ond consecutive Eclipse Award 
for leading trainer. Represented 
by stable stars such as Ashado, 
Flower Alley, Bandini and Adieu, 
Pletcher counted 10 Grade 1 
wins in 2005, including the 
Travers and Blue Grass Stakes, 
as well as the Cigar Mile and 
Carter Handicaps. He racked 
up 257 wins from 1,039 starts, a 
24.7 percent success rate. 

A native of Dallas, Tex., and 
the son of veteran trainer J.J. 
Pletcher, the 38-year-old Plet¬ 
cher grew up around horses 
and worked for Charlie Whit- 
tingham and Henry Moreno 


while at the University of Ari¬ 
zona. He was hired as an assis¬ 
tant by D. Wayne Lukas upon 
graduation and served seven 
years with the Hall of Famer, 
opened a public stable in 
December 1995, and saddled 
his first starter in 1996. Pletcher 
won three Grade 1 races with 
Jersey Girl in 1997 and trained 
his first champion, leading older 
male Left Bank, in 2002. In 
2004 he won his first two 
Breeders’ Cup races with even¬ 
tual champions Ashado and 
Speights town. 

Pletcher was the leading 
trainer for the fourth consecu¬ 
tive year at Saratoga in 2005, 
captured his second straight 
title at Gulfstream Park and his 
first ever at Keeneland during 
its spring meet. 

John Velazquez, who has 
teamed with Pletcher to win 
races in bunches over the past 
few seasons, established a new 
single-season record with more 
than $24.4 million in earnings 
in 2005 and notched his second 
straight Eclipse Award for lead¬ 
ing jockey. He was the regu¬ 
lar rider for champions Leroi- 
desanimaux (Brz) and Ashado, 
and guided such other Grade 1 
winners as Flower Alley, Adieu 
and Dubai World Cup-Gl win¬ 
ner Roses in May. Velazquez, 
34, won 250 races from 1,147 
starts (22 percent win rate). 

A native of Puerto Rico, 
Velazquez moved his tack to 
New York in 1990 under the 
guidance of his mentor and 
agent. Hall of Fame jockey 
Angel Cordero Jr. 

Emma-Jayne Wilson, 24, 
was named champion appren¬ 
tice jockey. The Ontario native 
led all North American appren¬ 
tices in wins and earnings, and 
became the first woman in the 
50-year history of Woodbine 
to be leading rider, winning 
175 races at the Toronto oval. 
Her biggest mounts in 2005 
included Classic Stamp and 
Our Madison. 

ECLIPSE AWARD 
OF MERIT 

H elen (Penny) Chenery, 
who has become a stead¬ 
fast goodwill ambassa- 


T he Mid-Atiantic-based 
Cash is King Racing 
Stable—owner of Afleet 
Alex—was honored with the 
Special Eclipse Award. 

Cash is King is a partner¬ 
ship of managing partner 
Chuck Zacney of Upper Prov¬ 
idence, Pa.; Bob Brittingham 
of Collegeville, Pa.; Joe Judge 
of Surf City, N.J.; Joe Lerro of 
Langhorne, Pa.; and Jennifer 
Reeves of Philadelphia, Pa. 

Afleet Alex was named for 
Zacney’s son, as well as for 
the daughters of Lerro and 
Brittingham. In late Septem¬ 
ber of 2004, shortly after 
Afleet Alex had registered 
his fourth win from as many 
starts, Zacney read about 
Alex’s Lemonade Stand—a 
unique foundation that had 
evolved from a young cancer 
patient’s frontyard lemonade 
stand into a nationwide fund¬ 
raising movement for child¬ 
hood cancer. The 8-year-old 
Connecticut girl who started 
it all in 2000, Alexandra Scott, 
had died a few weeks earlier 
on August 1. 

Upon learning that the 
charity was determined to 
continue its efforts despite 
the death of young Alex, Zac¬ 
ney and Cash is King Stable 
decided that they and their 
colt could contribute to this 
worthy cause that clearly tran¬ 


scended the world of horse 
racing. 

Cash is King pledged a 
portion of Afleet Alex’s future 
earnings to Alex’s Lemonade 
Stand, and along with their 
trainer, Tim Ritchey, the 
members donated time and 
visited children’s cancer wings 
of hospitals in Louisville, 
Baltimore and New York 
before each of Afleet Alex’s 
Triple Crown races. “We gave 
out plenty of Afleet Alex hats 
and posters,” said Zacney. “We 
had a ton of support from 
these kids. Most of these kids 
did not know who we were 
but all had heard of Afleet 
Alex. It was great to walk into 
a room and see a big smile. 
These kids made our experi¬ 
ence even more special.” 

Thanks in large part to 
the strong support of Cash is 
King Stable, an Alex’s Lemon¬ 
ade Stand was present at 
Churchill Downs throughout 
Derby week. Other tracks and 
horsemen soon got behind 
the effort—as well as the 
national media. On Belmont 
Stakes day, there were 1,100 
Alex’s Lemonade Stands scat¬ 
tered across the U.S., includ¬ 
ing dozens at race tracks 
and wagering facilities from 
coast to coast. In 2005, Alex’s 
Lemonade Stand raised more 
than $3.5 million—its best 
year ever by far.

Secretariat swept the 1973 Triple 
Crown, was honored with the 
Eclipse Award of Merit for a 
lifetime of outstanding achieve¬ 
ment in Thoroughbred racing. 

Chenery received the Eclipse 
Award of Merit nearly 33 years 
to the day after accepting the 
Horse of the Year trophy on 
behalf of Secretariat for his 

2- year-old season, and 32 years 
after accepting the Horse of 
the Year trophy following his 

3- year-old campaign. 

Active in numerous Thor¬ 
oughbred causes and founda¬ 
tions, Chenery served as presi¬ 
dent of the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Associ¬ 
ation (TOBA) from 1976 to 
1984. She was also president 
of the Grayson Foundation for 
equine research in 1985 and 
’86, and was elected to mem¬ 
bership in The Jockey Club in 
1983. Chenery has also been 
a leading advocate for the 


health and welfare of retired 
Thoroughbreds and was a driv¬ 
ing force in the formation of 
the Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation (TRF) 25 years ago. 

MEDIA ECLIPSE 
AWARDS 

T he Mid-Atlantic region was 
represented by an Eclipse 
Award in the media cat¬ 
egories, with Bob Ford, sports 
columnist for the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, taking top prize in 
news/commentary writing 
for his column “Journey to the 
Winner’s Circle Rough for Gia¬ 
como’s Jockey,” which appeared 
in the Inquirer on May 8. 

The column focused on 
jockey Mike Smith winning the 
Kentucky Derby after previous 
disappointments and injuries. 

Honorable mention in 
this category went to Gibson 
Carothers for his commentary 
on improving the horse racing 


business, “The Carrot That Can 
Save Racing,” which appeared 
in the September 2005 issue of 
The Horseplayer Magazine. 

Eclipse Awards for media 
excellence were also presented 
to the following: 

National television—live 
racing: NBC Sports for its 
production of the 2005 Preak- 
ness Stakes. The show included 
images of the near fall and 
dramatic recovery of race win¬ 
ner Afleet Alex at the top of 
the stretch, utilizing a wide 
array of replay angles coupled 
with reporting from its talent at 
trackside. David Michaels was 
the producer. 

National television—fea¬ 
tures: NBC Sports, for its 
story on the connections of 
Afleet Alex, which aired dur¬ 
ing the network’s May 7 Derby 
telecast. Producer was Scott 
Boggins. 

Honorable mentions: TVG 
for “Breeders’ Cup Video 
Diary: Singletary,” produced by 
Scott Eberly, which aired on 
December 12,2004; and NTRA 
Productions for its segment on 
“Kentucky Derby History,” 
produced by Tom Dawson, 
from the NTRA Road to the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby telecast, which aired 
on NBC on April 9, 2005. 

Local television: WAVE 3 
TV in Louisville for its pre- 
and post-race coverage of the 
Kentucky Derby on May 7 
from Churchill Downs. WAVE 
3 TV devoted IIV 2 hours of 
Derby day coverage, providing 
viewers with live racing, news 
features, celebrity and racing 
personality interviews prior 
to the Derby, and a one-hour 
post-race program later that 
evening. Among the members 
of the production team were 
producer Caroline Dickie and 
director Brian Reeves. This 
is the second media Eclipse 
Award for WAVE 3 TV, the 
Louisville NBC affiliate, which 
was also honored with the 2004 
local television award. 

Audio/Multi-Media Inter¬ 
net coverage of Thorough¬ 
bred racing: Sirius Satellite 
Radio for its live coverage of 
the Breeders’ Cup World Thor¬ 
oughbred Championships. In 
the first-ever national live radio 
broadcast of all eight Breeders’ 


Cup races, Sirius devoted eight 
hours of coverage on Sirius 
Channel 125, led by co-hosts 
Dave Johnson and Bill Finley, 
who were joined by reporters 
Caton Bredar and Mitch Levites, 
and analysts Dave Grening, 
Dick Jerardi, Jay Privman, Gary 
Selby, Mark Johnson, Nick 
Smith and Simon Clare. 

In addition to pre- and post¬ 
race analysis, and Johnson’s 
race calls, the Sirius team con¬ 
ducted on-site interviews with 
jockeys and trainers through¬ 
out the day. The broadcast, 
which aired on October 29, 
also included prerecorded 
vignettes tided “Where Are 
They Now?” featuring inter¬ 
views with connections of for¬ 
mer Breeders’ Cup champions. 

Honorable mention: WBAL 
Radio in Baltimore for “Balti¬ 
more’s Last Preakness?” 
Produced by Mark Miller and 
Mike Wellbrock, the May 21 
segment reported on the future 
of racing in Maryland. 

Fe ature/enterpris e writ¬ 
ing: Janet Patton for her four- 
part series of articles in the 
Lexington Herald-Leader, 'Wrong 
Side of The Track,” which 
explored the world of the back- 
s tre tch. Patton conducted exten¬ 
sive interviews focusing on the 
lives of stableworkers, trainers 
and jockeys, and their struggles 
to obtain adequate workers’ 
compensation and insurance. 
This is the second Eclipse 
Award for Patton, an equine 
and agricultural business writer 
for the Herald-Leader since 1998.

NSA continues 
its commitment 
to improving the 
sport’s officiating 


A s Fire Control and jock¬ 
ey Gregg Morris left 
the Belmont Park pad- 
dock before the 1978 Temple 


Gwathmey Steeplechase Hand¬ 
icap, Ross Pearce approached 
on foot. Dressed in a suit and 
tie, Pearce had won the pre¬ 


vious day's allowance hurdle 
over the course, and he offered 
some advice. 

“Put him on the lead," 
Pearce told Morris. “It worked 
yesterday." Morris put his horse 
on the flanks of 3-5 favorite 
Cafe Prince from the start, and 
won by four lengths. 

Nearly 28 years later Morris 
and Pearce are at the top of 
their steeplechase profession 
again. Only the profession has 
changed. Each former jockey 
is now a senior steward for 
the National Steeplechase 
Association (NSA), working 
a half-dozen or more of the 
organization's 33 race meets up 
and down the East Coast. The 
pair's presence demonstrates a 
commitment to improved offi¬ 
ciating that began 10 years ago 
and is now reaching its full 
impact, emphasizing education, 
evaluation and experience. The 
plan has resulted in better offi¬ 
cials, better decisions, a better 
sport and happier constituents. 

“I talk to our licensees, the 
ones who have been in the 
game long enough to have 
experienced the past, and they 
know they are getting bet¬ 
ter officiating now," said Bill 
Gallo, the NSA's director of 
racing and the person behind 
the commitment to improve¬ 
ment. “We used to have ama¬ 
teur stewards—untrained stew¬ 
ards—and tremendous con¬ 
flicts of interest." 

Like fences made from 
bushes, that's all a thing of 
the past. The NSA pays, trains, 
tests, selects and studies its stew¬ 
ards—and it expects results. 
The process began in 1995 with 
a steeplechase stewards' school 
patterned after the Racing 
Commissioners International 
system used on the flat. Six 
sessions have been held so far 
(the most recent occurred in 
2002), resulting in a pool of 
about 60 accredited stewards. 


Senior steward Ross Pearce has had a 
varied and successful career as a 
steeplechase rider and trainer on the flat 


Each year the NSA conducts a 
stewards seminar for accredited 
stewards, who must attend at 
least one such seminar every 
two years to maintain “current" 
status. Beyond current (about 
30 people) and accredited sta¬ 
tus, the NSA boasts nine senior 
stewards. 

From those nine, two are 
chosen for each race meet and 
paid for their time: $350 for 
the presiding steward (whose 
commitment includes writing 
the day's report and appearing 
at any appeals hearings that 
arise from the day's proceed¬ 
ings), and $250 for the second 
senior steward. Each meet's 
third steward must be current, 
but he/she serves as a volun¬ 
teer. An NSA board member 
cannot be a steward; neither 
can a licensee. 

Morris and Pearce have 
achieved senior steward status 
based on their riding experi¬ 
ence, their backgrounds in rac¬ 
ing and their performance in 
the stand. Each took the job for 
idealistic reasons. 

“I have no involvement 
in the sport anymore at all,” 
explained Morris, a physician's 
assistant at Bowling Green 
Brandywine residential drug 
and alcohol treatment facility 
in Pennsylvania. “I really enjoy 
it; it's a good chance to stay in 
touch with people and keep in 
touch with the sport in general. 
I owe the sport. I've done more 
different things in the sport 
than a lot of people, but it 
wasn't a job. It was more doing 
something I loved to do. It's 
the greatest sport in the world 
to be involved in and to con¬ 
tribute to.” 

Morris rode between 1967 
and 1995, winning 103 races; 
in 1987 he claimed the money- 
earned championship. In addi¬ 
tion to being an acclaimed art¬ 
ist, he has been a trainer, has 
run the Fair Hill steeplechase 
meet and has worked for flat 
trainers at Pimlico and Laurel 
Park, including a stint as Broad 
Brush's personal exercise rider. 

Pearce, whose riding career 
didn't go quite as far as Morris's, 
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nevertheless competed for sev¬ 
eral seasons, capturing races 
at various stops on the circuit. 
Later, he was a leading Mid- 
Adantic trainer of flat horses 
while working for Buckland 
Farm in Virginain the 1980s. He 
took his first stewarding post as 
a volunteer at Maryland’s My 
Lady’s Manor meet, which was 
overseen by his brother-in-law 
Turney McKnight. 

“If he hadn’t asked me, I 
wouldn’t have done it,” recalled 
Pearce. “Hometown, family, 
you know. I do it to give some¬ 
thing back to the game. I try to 
bring a higher level of officiat¬ 
ing to steeplechasing as com¬ 
pared to when I rode.” 

Being a steward brings dif¬ 
ferent responsibilities than rid¬ 
ing races. “When I was called to 
the stand as a jockey, I appreci¬ 
ated people who were knowl¬ 
edgeable and fair,” Morris 
noted. “I take it very seriously 
now, knowing what the rules 
are, and we work to come up 
with the solution, the most just 
solution to the problem.” 

Morris characterized some 
of the officials in his day as 
“various local and social celeb¬ 
rities.” He feels that today’s 
steeplechase participants know 
they are getting better service. 

“The NS A has to be com¬ 
mended for starting these semi¬ 
nars and accrediting stewards,” 
he said. “You talk to anybody 
who attends them—they are 
very informative: video, discus¬ 
sion, progress. I try to go every 
year.” 

The need for better officiat¬ 
ing sprang from steeplechas¬ 
ing’s growth. When Morris 
won that race on Fire Control 
in 1978, the top horse in the 
game earned $60,000, and the 
year’s total purse figure came 
in under $1 million. In 2005 
two horses earned more than 
$250,000 each in a yearly purse 
structure of more than $5 mil¬ 
lion. 

“It’s not just a Sunday hack 
anymore,” noted Pearce. “It’s 
real money, real horses, real 
racing. It gives more valid¬ 
ity and professionalism to the

sport. The stewards are better, 
the process is better. One of 
the best things is consistency, 
because there are a lot of the 
same officials at meets, more 
communications between stew¬ 
ards and more protocol now.” 

WHAT IS A 
STEWARD? 

At each year’s seminar, Gallo 
hands out a one-page sheet 
of observations about the job 
compiled by the late Keene 
Daingerfield, one of the most 
respected stewards in American 
racing history. 

Some samples include: 

“Judicial temperament, the 
ability to see both sides of a 
question, is a must. It would 
appear to be an inborn quality, 
but I suppose it could be nur¬ 
tured and developed.” 

“Patience comes much 
higher on the list than one 
might suppose. Being a stew¬ 
ard is no job for hotheads. A 
person who believes himself 
aggrieved, if not permitted to 
air his grievance, will repeat 


it with embellishments to the 
next dozen people he meets.” 

“Contrary to the opinion 
of some, stewards—or at least 
those I have worked with—are 
not seeking an excuse to dis¬ 
qualify a horse, but rather a 
reason not to do so. In border¬ 
line cases, or cases where both 
horses may be partially at fault, 
it is preferable to let the result 
stand.” 

Pearce reads that page on 
the morning of every day he 
works as a steward, a refresher 
that may have helped him adju¬ 
dicate two of the NSA’s biggest 
cases in 2005: a riding infrac¬ 
tion by amateur Chris Lyons at 
Willowdale in May, and medica¬ 
tion violations by trainer Sanna 
Hendriks at Virginia Fall in 
October. 

“I had a couple tough ones 
last year,” recalled Pearce. “The 
jockey at Willowdale didn’t do it 
maliciously or on purpose, and 
you’ve got to give room [to levy 
bigger penalties] for someone 
who does do it on purpose. It 
was the same thing with Sanna. 
I got a lot of pressure to throw 
die book at both of them. I 


don’t care about the pressure, 
but I try to be fair. We were 
getting into a different realm 
with fines and punishments, 
and that was a hard process.” 

Lyons was fined $1,250, 
while Hendriks received a 
$2,500 fine and a 15-day sus¬ 
pension. 

“I’m not perfect, I just try 
to do the best I can,” Pearce 
said. “I try not to take a horse 
down, and I don’t go looking 
to take horses down or penalize 
people. I still penalize and dis¬ 
qualify, but I try to give every¬ 
body as much grace as I can.” 

Morris agrees, trusting in his 
experience. “There’s a very fine 
line between good race-riding 
and a foul,” he pointed out. 
“Having been out there, I know 
what’s legitimate to get away 
with and what’s not, and I also 
know how the jockeys feel.” 

JUMP RACING VS. 
FLAT RACING 

Along with the fences, stee¬ 
plechase racing presents unique 
obstacles for stewards. They 
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work outdoors, for one. Each 
race course is unique: Some 
are hilly, some are flat, some 
are right-handed, some are left- 
handed and some don’t have 
inside rails. Oh, and the horses 
jump over something 10 to 20 
times a race. 

“There’s a lot more room for 
crowding and taking advantage 
of a situation or being taken 
advantage of,” Morris noted 
of steeplechasing. “And stuff 
does happen when horses leave 
the ground. There is contact 
that is unavoidable and does 
not result in a fall. That doesn’t 
happen in flat racing.” 

Course configurations place 
limitations on video patrol 
(though that is another area 
that has improved dramati¬ 
cally in the past 10 years); as 
a result of these innate limi¬ 
tations, steeplechase stewards 
rely more on patrol judges and 


other officials than their flat 
racing counterparts. 

The logistics of steeplechas¬ 
ing’s circuit present one of 
the sport’s greatest challenges. 
Race meets occur in 12 states 
during spring and fall weekends 
(two—and sometimes three— 
meets can share a weekend), 
making for extensive travel and 
other pressures. 

“The first thing we said was 
that the ability to work more 
often is a big key to being a bet¬ 
ter steward,” said Gallo. “Our 
best stewards are the ones who 
do it the most often. They 
learn the job on the job. They 
get accustomed to themselves, 
the racing itself, the licensees, 
the process of it all. Doing it 
makes them much, much bet¬ 
ter.” 

In addition to Morris and 
Pearce, the NSA’s senior stew¬ 
ards are Steve Groat, Ivor 
Stoddard, Dwight Hall, Skip 


Achuff, Larry Curtis, Jack San¬ 
ford and Tad Zimmerman. 
Curtis, Sanford and Zimmer¬ 
man, all Virginians, often work 
together at meets in their home 
state, making for a cohesive 
unit similar (if not the same) to 
a race track’s three permanent 
stewards. 

Steeplechasing follows the 
“Kentucky Rule,” which ren¬ 
ders stewards’ judgments un¬ 
appealable. The policy makes 
final all disqualifications and 
other rulings on incidents 
“occurring during the running 
of a race.” Only penalties and 
interpretations of rules can be 
appealed to the NSA’s three- 
person Hearing, Review and 
Appeals Committee. 

That committee consists of 
Franny Abbott, his brother Rick 
Abbott and Duncan Patterson. 
The latter two are racing com¬ 
missioners widi vast experi¬ 
ence—Abbott in Pennsylvania, 


Patterson in Delaware—while 
Franny Abbott is a graduate of 
the RCI school. None current¬ 
ly serves as an NS A steward, 
and none is an NS A licensee, 
although Patterson and Franny 
Abbott are NS A board mem¬ 
bers. Rick Abbott acts as a 
single hearing officer during 
appeals, isolating the decision 
and potential conflicts of inter¬ 
est. 

“That’s one of the best 
things we’re doing,” said Morris. 
“We’re working out the kinks of 
the review board, because there 
are always going to be instances 
where you need to kick it up a 
level. It’s important. It’s more 
workable than it’s ever been.” 

O ther recent changes include 
the adoption of a more formal 
foul-claim procedure, one that 
mirrors the process followed in 
England. Former jockey Dave 
Bentley brought Gallo a video¬ 
tape of an English hearing, 
which showed jockeys being 
questioned by stewards with a 
minimum of discussion. 

“We teach the procedure in 
the school now, and it’s worked 
well,” noted Gallo. “The jock¬ 
eys appreciate it, and it makes 
for better decisions by stew¬ 
ards. The old way used to get 
pretty chaotic.” 

Morris and Gallo mentioned 
the possibility of increasing fol¬ 
low-up concerning problems 
with jockeys and horses, a com¬ 
mon practice at Thoroughbred 
race tracks. Flat racing stew¬ 
ards routinely conduct film ses¬ 
sions with jockeys. The NSA 
has little opportunity to pur¬ 
sue such a program, though 
bringing them to the group’s 
headquarters in Fair Hill, Md., 
for periodic video review has 
been discussed. The follow- 
through with horses who have 
been unruly at the start or need 
more schooling over jumps can 
be improved as well. 

“All of the steps we’ve 
made have improved our offi¬ 
ciating enormously,” said Gallo. 
“There’s no comparison to the 
way it was. It’s better now, but 
there are always things we can 
do better.” 0 


JUMPING AHEAD TO A NEW SEASON 


T he National Steeplechase 
Association’s spring sea¬ 
son begins on March 
5 with the Little Everglades 
Steeplechase in Dade City, 
Fla., now in its sixth year. 

This year’s highlights 
include a revamped (yet again) 
Steeplechase Triple Crown for 
novice hurdlers, which now 
will be held at Camden, Mid- 
dleburg and Radnor. Each 
race in the series is worth 
$75,000, meaning rich oppor¬ 
tunities for first and second- 
year steeplechasers. Origin¬ 
ally, the Steeplechase Triple 
Crown was conducted as a 
companion to flat racing’s 
Triple Crown, and staged at 
Churchill Downs, Pimlico and 
Belmont Park. 

The Iroquois Steeplechase 
in Nashville, Tenn., on May 
13 has increased its purse 
commitment, now offering 


$365,000 on its six-race card. 
Other significant purse jumps 
include a $75,000 Maryland 
Hunt Cup, and commitments 
from six spring meets to 
offer no races worth less than 
$20,000 as part of an overall 
purse initiative. 

Delaware’s Winterthur 
meet joins the NSA for the 
first time after a long his¬ 
tory as a point-to-point. The 
popular meet will offer three 
timber races and two flat races 
on its May 7 card. 

As for the horses, Michael 
Moran’s 2005 Eclipse Award 
winner McDynamo will seek 
his third championship in four 
years, in addition to attempt¬ 
ing to make a small bit of 
history. If he wins $132,705, 
McDynamo will tie Lonesome 
Glory as American steeple¬ 
chasing’s top money-earner. 
Plans call for the 9-year-old 


to run in the $150,000 Royal 
Chase-NSAl at Keeneland on 
April 21. 

Eldon Farm’s Hirapour 
(Ire), McDynamo’s main rival 
in 2005 and the champion 
in 2004, likely won’t be seen 
until fall, thanks to off-season 
ankle surgery. The 10-year-old 
Irish import should be back in 
action by the Breeders’ Cup in 
October. Championship divi¬ 
sion jumpers Sur La Tete and 
Preemptive Strike are sched¬ 
uled for spring campaigns. 

Jockeys Jody Petty and 
Matt McCarron return, the lat¬ 
ter after surgery that removed 
a piece of bone from his left 
shoulder. McCarron rode 
through the 2005 fall season 
with the injury, and came up 
two wins shy of Petty for the 
riding championship, includ¬ 
ing a painful five seconds on 
die season’s closing day. ^

Breeding to sell: 
the ton 10 mistakes 


P rices paid for commer¬ 
cially viable bloodstock 
have exploded in recent 
years, with some breeders reap¬ 
ing enormous profits. And 
yet even with the tremendous 
gains made in average/median 
prices, four out of five yearlings 
who pass through the sales ring 


either fail to meet their reserve 
or fall below the threshold of 
profitability. Commercial pro¬ 
grams rely on “home runs”— 
monster-priced offerings—to 
offset losses, and it is through 
such windfalls that commercial 
breeders have attained an over¬ 
all rate of return on investment 


of 25 to 30 percent. Successful 
programs attempt to avoid cer¬ 
tain pitfalls, which include: 

1. Investing in mares 
lacking a strong 
female family. 

As fundamental as this may 
sound, it bears mentioning,

given that many newcomers 
are tempted to try their luck 
in the sales ring with mediocre 
female families. Even with cur¬ 
rent research lending greater 
importance to a mare's racing 
class over that of her female 
family, the market still favors 
catalog pages dripping with 
black type, especially graded 
black type. Perhaps this will 
change someday, and we'll see a 
catalog format that emphasizes 
a mare's racing aptitude. Until 
then, if you want to play the 
commercial game, it's virtually 
impossible to succeed without 
a strong catalog page. 

2. Buying bloodstock 

sight unseen. 

Conformation is at least as 
important—if not more so— 
in the sales ring as it is on 
the race track. Potential buy¬ 
ers (and their veterinarians) are 
becoming increasingly critical 
of conformation, insisting that 
breeders carefully evaluate all 
aspects of a mare or stallion. 
While those breeding to race 
can potentially make useful 
inferences based on a detailed 
race record (though this is not a 
recommended practice), physi¬ 
cal strengths/weaknesses are 
even more crucial to the com¬ 
mercial breeding program. 

3. The nicking craze. 

The breeding industry has 
become enslaved by nick rat¬ 
ings. Though it's unclear what 
percentage of buyers arm 
themselves with this tool, com¬ 
mercial breeders would be 
wise to check out the rating on 
their prospective foals. Ideally, 
a more considered rationale 
will prevail in the future, with 
the term “nicking” fading into 
disuse. Until that day arrives, 
however, the astute commercial 
breeder must cover all of his 
bases, including the nick rating. 

4. Overspending on older 

mares. 

Even though common 
sense tells us that foals out of 
proven mares are safer invest¬ 
ments, buyers often prefer new 
blood to old blood. In recent

years this phenomenon has 
become entrenched in the stal¬ 
lion ranks, and now buyers are 
treating older mares similarly 
This is not to say that older, 
established mares should be 
ignored entirely; instead, initial 
ouday for such mares should 
be kept in line with the market¬ 
place's existing bias. 

5. Conflict of interest 
with consignors/agents. 

The last thing a small com¬ 
mercial breeder needs is a con¬ 
signor with an undue interest 
in other horses in the consign¬ 
ment. Most consignors have 
sufficient integrity to promote 
their entire consignment equal¬ 
ly, but for the small breeder 
who consigns with a farm that 
primarily sells its own horses, a 
potential problem exists. This 
same scenario also can mani¬ 
fest itself if a small breeder 
consigns with an agent who 
has one large client that he 
or she depends on heavily for 
sales. Breeders must familiar¬ 
ize themselves with prospec¬ 
tive consignors to ensure that 
all horses are presented fairly. 

6. Investing in small 

bloodstock. 

Another unfortunate bias 
in the minds of buyers is that 
“short horses run for short 
prices” (a phrase once uttered 
by a leading California trainer 
at a sale). Large, muscular-types 
effectively stir the emotions of 
potential buyers, usually leading 
to robust bidding. Commercial 
breeders who flood their pro¬ 
gram with small mares face an 
up lull batde. 

7. Breeding to a stallion 

sight unseen. 

Breeding to a stallion whom 
you haven't inspected is just as 
foolish as buying bloodstock 
sight unseen. Very seldom do 
stallion registers, conforma¬ 
tion shots or stallion managers 
give complete depictions of a 
stallion’s conformation. Com¬ 
mercial breeders who are seri¬ 
ous about turning a profit will 
always inspect a stallion person¬ 
ally before signing a contract. 


8. Overpaying for turf sires. 

With the limited amount of 
turf racing in this country and 
the dominance of foreigners in 
American turf events, buyers 
are reluctant to shell out a sig¬ 
nificant investment for blood¬ 
stock earmarked specifically for 
the grass. On occasion a young, 
graded stakes-winning stallion 
who enjoyed most of his suc¬ 
cess on the grass will enter stud 
at a fee that precludes almost 
any hope of profit for breeders 
who send their mares to him. 
Always proceed cautiously with 
these types, bearing in mind the 
potential bias against his prog¬ 
eny in the sales ring. 

9. Paying booking fees. 

In an industry in which the 
majority of the product is sold 
at a loss, breeders need to take 
a hard look at booking fees 
and how they affect the bot¬ 
tom line. By collecting book¬ 
ing fees, stallion syndicates are 
essentially converting 10 to 25 
percent of your live-foal season 
to a no-guarantee season, there¬ 
by creating a significant guar¬ 
anteed income for themselves. 
With the growing competition 
among stallion owners to attract 
mares, breeders and their agents 
should insist that booking fees 
be eliminated altogether, or, at 
the very least, that such fees 
be refunded if the mare owner 
fails to get a live foal. 

10. Cutting corners on 
research. 

To attain success a com¬ 
mercial breeder must obtain 
as much information as pos¬ 
sible. For example, take the 
owner of a small, successful 
commercial Florida breeding 
operation. Many of her mares 
were purchased after having 
several foals. Rather than base 
her breeding decisions on what 
she could gather from the 
mares alone, she went one step 
further, contacting their previ¬ 
ous owners to learn everything 
she could about the mares' pre¬ 
vious foals. This way she could 
see if the mares were emulating 
themselves or not. W

New insights 

into Equine 

Herpesvirus-1 

(EHV-1) 

neurological 

disease

O utbreaks of neurological 
disease caused by hyper- 
virulent strains of Equine 
Herpesvirus-1 (EHV-1) have 
been reported with increasing 
and near-alarming frequency 
during the past several years 
(see July 2003 issue of the 
Equine Disease Quarterly). This 
disease is characterized by high 
morbidity and case fatality rates, 
resistance to prevention by vac¬ 
cination, and the ability to 
affect horses of all breeds, ages 


and vaccination status. EHV-1 
neurological disease has the 
potential for causing cata¬ 
strophic losses to both the wel¬ 
fare of horses and the economy 
of equine-based businesses. 

A major milestone in our 
understanding of the neurolog¬ 
ical form of EHV-1 infection 
recently has been achieved fol¬ 
lowing a five-year, internation¬ 
ally collaborative research effort 
by scientists at the Maxwell H. 
Gluck Equine Research Center 
in the United States and the 
Animal Health Trust in the 
United Kingdom. With an eye 
toward identifying a genetic 


basis for the neuropathogen- 
ic phenotype of EHV-1, the 
DNA sequence of several key 
genes of the herpesvirus was 
determined for virus isolates 
collected from 48 outbreaks 
of EHV-1 neurological disease 
and 82 outbreaks of EHV-1 
abortion without accompany¬ 
ing neurological involvement. 
The disease outbreaks occurred 
over a 35-year time span in 
eight different countries. 

An unanticipated outcome 
of the comparative genom¬ 
ics study was the finding of a 
single point mutation uniquely 
present in EHV-1 isolates from 
83 percent of the neurological 
disease outbreaks and unique¬ 
ly absent from 95 percent of 
EHV-1 abortion outbreaks. 
Importantly, the identified 
mutation that is highly associat¬ 
ed (p<0.0001) with the capacity 
of an EHV-1 strain for causing 
neurologic signs in the horse is 
located in the catalytic subunit 
of the gene encoding the viral 
DNA polymerase. 

This discovery of a muta¬ 
tion-associated, monogenic 
determinant of EHV-1 neuro¬ 
pathogenicity has given rise to 
the hypothesis that underlying 
the pathogenetic basis of a 
neurologic EHV-1 strain is the 
acquired viral attribute of 
enhanced replicative aggres¬ 
siveness made possible by a 
single, mutation-induced altera¬ 
tion of the enzymatic proper¬ 
ties of its replicative poly¬ 
merase. Recent empirical sup¬ 
port of the hypothesis was 


provided by studies, supported 
by the Grayson-Jockey Club 
Research Foundation Inc., 
demonstrating a five-fold great¬ 
er level of virus delivered by 
viremic leukocytes to the blood 
vascular endothelium of the 
central nervous system of 
horses infected by paralytic 
strains of EHV-1. 

Two practical benefits have 
resulted from this first genetic 
characterization of neuro- 
pathogenic strains of EHV-1 
and the ensuing discovery of a 
disease-conferring mutation 
that can be used as a genetic 
marker for identifying and 
tracking such mutant strains of 
the virus. First, the Maxwell H. 
Gluck Equine Research Center 
at the University of Kentucky, 
in partnership with the Univer¬ 
sity's Livestock Disease Diag¬ 
nostic Center (LDDC), is pro¬ 
viding real-time surveillance of 
the prevalence and distribution 
of neuropathotype strains of 
EHV-1 as latent viral DNA in 
Kentucky's large Thorough¬ 
bred population. 

Submandibular lymph nodes 
collected from horses submit¬ 
ted to the LDDC for postmor¬ 
tem examination are being 
tested for the presence of latent 
neuropathotype strains of 
EHV-1 by polymerase chain 
reaction and subsequent DNA 
sequencing of the amplified 
polymorphic region of the 
latent EHV-1 DNA. The col¬ 
laborative effort is part of the 
LDDC's new epidemiology ini¬ 
tiative designed to monitor dis¬ 
ease trends and to identify and 
track emerging infectious dis¬ 
ease threats to Kentucky's live¬ 
stock-based economy (see 
October 2005 issue of the 
Equine Disease Quarterly}). 

Second, a molecular diag¬ 
nostic technique has been devel¬ 
oped for antemortem detection 
of mutant EHV-1 DNA pres¬ 
ent in tissue biopsies from the 
submandibular lymph nodes of 
latently infected carrier horses. 
These lymph nodes may act 
as reservoirs for the poten¬ 
tial spread of neuropathotype 
strains of EHV-1. The neuro¬ 
pathotype carrier-identification

procedure provides the option 
of an additional, test-and-seg- 
regate approach for minimizing 
the risk of outbreaks of EHV-1 
neurological disease resulting 
from latent virus reactivation in 
carrier horses. 

Despite the success of cur- 
rent-generation vaccines in 
reducing the losses from EHV-1 
abortigenic disease over the 


past 25 years, the mutant neu- 
ropathotype EHV-1 strains 
have acquired an enhanced rep¬ 
licative vigor that allows them 
to overcome the level of 
immune responses induced by 
such vaccines. Two questions 
remain: what selective pressures 
favor the emergence and con¬ 
tinued maintenance of such 
virus mutants; and whether a 


causal connection exists 
between vaccine refractoriness 
of the neuropathotype EHV-1 
strains and the apparent recent 
upsurge in their occurrences. 
However, the unsettling propo¬ 
sition of an emerging hyper¬ 
virulence of EHV-1 and its 
evolving toward neuropatho¬ 
genicity presents a daunting 
challenge to both equine

CARTWRIGHT 
HEADS OUT TO 
PASTURE

T rainer Tim Keefe’s cell 
phone rang just before the 
renovation break at Laurel 
Park on January 21. After 10 
minutes of idle chatter, Keefe 
realized that caller Ron Cart¬ 
wright didn’t want anything 
specific—Keefe’s friend and 
former boss had simply called 
to ask what was going on at 
the track. 

After a long and successful 
training career based predom¬ 
inantly in Maryland, the 75- 
year-old Cartwright retired on 
December 26. On this particu¬ 
lar morning he was in between 
walking his dog Buddy, work¬ 
ing out at the local YMCA, 
and going to the library for the 
first time in years. “You know,” 
Cartwright told Keefe, “there’s 
a lot to read at the library.”

Flame of Love aired by IOV2 lengths in the What a Summer Stakes, 
her second start for owner McCarty Racing and trainer Scott Lake. 


No reason for the call 
other than a need for an at- 
the-rail session about horses, 
a moment to check in with his 
friends. Keefe and Cartwright 
talked about the best distance 
for a filly whom Cartwright had 
transferred to Keefe, about the 
recent mild winter weather and 
about who was standing at the 
rail: Trainer Jimmy Murphy had 
just left in his car; besides that, 
it was quiet. 

“I miss those guys,” Cart¬ 
wright said. “I’ve known Jimmy 
for so many years—we used to 
ride together. I miss the guys, 


the horses and I miss going to 
the races in the afternoon. I 
went down Saturday [January 
21] and had lunch and saw 
my filly run [Spirited Game, 
formerly trained by Cartwright, 
finished second in the What 
a Summer Stakes for trainer 
Dove Houghton]. I was root¬ 
ing for her; she ran a good 
race. I enjoyed it—no pressure 
on me.” 

Born in Stockton-on-Tees in 
northeast England, Cartwright 
rode steeplechase races in 
England for legendary trainer 
Fulke Walwyn before getting a 


job with trainer Pete Bostwick 
in the U.S. He did well riding 
races for Bostwick and oth¬ 
ers, with five stakes winners 
at Saratoga in 1961, before 
becoming assistant trainer for 
Mike Freeman. Cartwright trav¬ 
eled with Freeman’s horses— 
Rockingham Park, Delaware 
Park and all of the Maryland 
tracks—until the mid-1960s, 
when he went out on his own. 

During the 1990s he fin¬ 
ished in the top 15 of the 
Maryland trainer standings 
seven times. Cartwright saddled 
Mz. Zill Bear to win 15 races, 
including 10 stakes. The daugh¬ 
ter of Salutely won stakes in 
Maryland for five consecutive 
years (1992 to ’96) and cap¬ 
tured three straight runnings 
of the Maryland Million Ladies 
(1993 to ’95). Cartwright sad¬ 
dled six Maryland Million win¬ 
ners, taking three races on the 
1993 card, including the Classic 
with Forry Cow How. In recent 
times Cartwright had trimmed 
his stable to about 10 horses; 
he won 16 races at Laurel and 
Pimlico in 2005, including a 
pair of stakes. 

“It’s a young man’s game,” 
Cartwright noted. “I thought 
maybe I’d plug along [with a 
small stable], but I found it got 
s tough to get help when you 
I got down [low] on horses. If 
I I couldn’t do it right, I didn’t 
want to do it. Of course, I miss 
die horses. I had been doing it a 
long time, but it [retirement] is 
good so far. Instead of getting 
up at 4,1 get up at 7.1 take my 
dog for a walk, go to the gym, 
come back, take my dog for a 
walk.” 

Trainer Mike Trombetta 
enjoyed a stellar 2005 sea¬ 
son, winning 53 races from 
his Laurel base. Six of those 
wins came from RDM Racing 
Stable’s Your Bluffing. The 
6-year-old gelded son of Pine 
Bluff—You’renotlistening, by 
Kennedy Road, has continued 
his roll, winning the Native 
Dancer Stakes on January 14. 
The victory was number 13— 
and first in a stakes race—for

YourBluffing,whom Trombetta 
purchased for $8,000 at the 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale on behalf of his father, 
Rudolph (R), his brother Dino 
(D) and himself (M). 

Jockey Mario Pino negoti¬ 
ated the victory, a one and a 
half-length score over Aggadan 
in 1:40.27 for the one-mile dis¬ 
tance over a muddy surface. 
Longshot Marina Minister fin¬ 
ished third. 

“It was unfortunate it 
took so long to win a stakes,” 
Trombetta allowed. “He hit 
the board a couple of times 
but never won one; ’05 was a 
really strong year—he’s pro¬ 
gressed with age. He’s a big 
gangly horse; it just took a 
little extra time to grow up and 
become what he is. We just got 
lucky; it’s pot luck when you 
go to these yearling sales. Your 
Bluffing’s pedigree was nothing 
real fashionable, but everything 
was where it needed to be, and 
he turned out to be a real nice 
horse.” 

Your Bluffing won his debut 
and has earned the bulk of 
his living at Laurel; the Native 
Dancer was his 12th victory 
from 17 starts at Laurel. 

“My dad’s always been 
involved in horses, and I’ve 
been fooling with them since I 
was a kid,” Trombetta said. “All 
told, with wholes, halves and 
all that good stuff, we probably 
have 12 at any given time.” 

Father, brother and Your 
Bluffing have contributed to 
a strong Trombetta stable at 
Laurel. Last year the trainer hit 
at a 21 -percent win ratio while 
sending out 255 starters. 

“Fortunately, I’ve had some 
nice horses. We’re patient when 
the nice horses come along. We 
do what it takes to allow them 
to get good; we don’t rush them 
through things,” Trombetta 
explained. “If a horse needs 
time off, I do it. I’m very con¬ 
servative like that. With Your 
Bluffing I always knew he had 
a lot of ability. What’s nice is he 
knows how to win.”

Great Seneca provided 
a happy new year for owner 
Carey Miller and trainer Gary 
Capuano by winning the 
$75,000 Dancing Count Stakes 
for 3-year-olds on New Year's 
Day Horacio Karamanos guid¬ 
ed Great Seneca to victory by 
five and three-quarters lengths, 
covering five and a half fur¬ 
longs in 1:05.25 over a fast 
track. Ah Day finished sec¬ 
ond, with The Village Vicar a 
length and three-quarters back 
in third. The Dancing Count 
marked Great Seneca's third 
win in three starts. 

The Nonsequitur Stable's 5- 
year-old Water Cannon got 
back on track with an allow¬ 
ance/optional claiming victory 
on January 8. Trained by Linda 
Albert, the son of Waquoit won 
five in a row as a 3-year-old in 
2004, good enough to war¬ 
rant a start in the Preakness, in 
which he finished 10th. Out of 
conditions, he struggled to find 
the winner's circle again until 
his first start of 2006, battling 
on the lead for a head victory 
over a rallying Gold Cluster. 
Water Cannon followed that 
victory with a second in another 
allowance/optional claimer on 
January 25, vaulting his earn¬ 
ings to more than $250,000. 

Owner Michael Gill finally 
got what he wanted, parlaying 
his dominance in Maryland to 
the 2005 Eclipse Award for 
leading owner. Gill continued 
his Maryland juggernaut for 
the fourth consecutive year,

winning 86 races at Pimlico and 
Laurel in 2005; he has taken 
14 straight leading owner titles 
at the state's two major race 
tracks. Robert Cole Jr. won 
22 races in Maryland in 2005, 
good for second behind Gill. 


Despite missing 48 of the 
195 racing days at Pimlico and 
Laurel Park in 2005, Ryan 
Fogelsonger took the overall 
riding title with 144 victories. 
The 2002 Eclipse Award-win¬ 
ning apprentice suffered two 
serious falls during the sea¬ 
son, but still managed to hold 
off Luis Garcia by two wins. 
Fogelsonger's 20 percent win 
rate was tops among jockeys 
with more than 500 mounts. 

Scott Lake won the most 
races of any trainer on the 
Maryland circuit; his 70 vic¬ 
tories at the major Maryland 
tracks ended Dale Capuano's 
headlock on the tide. Lake's 
five-state operation needs its 
chiefs, though, with Gerry 
Brooks and Hugh McMahon 
running his Maryland string. 

Howard Wolfendale 
took the 2005 percentage title 
among trainers, saddling win¬ 


ners at a 24 percent clip at the 
major Maryland tracks, with 40 
tallies from 166 starts. It was a 
big year for Wolfendale, who 
saddled his 1,000th winner on 
February 21. 

The Maryland Jockey Club 
awarded $500 bonuses to train¬ 
ers with the highest starts-per- 
stall ratio during Laurel's fall 
meeting: Tim Salzman (36 or 
more stalls), Jimmy Murphy 
(26 to 35 stalls), Peter Bazeos 
(16 to 25 stalls), Donald 
Souder (8 to 15 stalls) and 
Tara Terrace (3 to 7 stalls). 

Maryland's latest apprentice 
sensation, Rosie Napravnik, 
has continued her ascent in the 
sport with a strong winter stand 
after returning from a broken 
collarbone that she suffered 
this past fall. The 17-year-old 
won four races on January 11, 
the third time she's won four 
on a card since beginning her 
career in June 2005. Napravnik 
partnered Dr. Marty, Reckless 
Ways, Professional and Holly's 
Kid for her most recent qua¬ 
druple. 

Napravnik was leading the 
Laurel Park fall standings with 
46 victories during the first 
44 days of the stand when 
she fractured her left collar¬ 
bone in a spill on November 
12; she missed more than five 
weeks before returning the day 
after Christmas.

“After he lost his bug he had 2 
a couple of slow years, so I told 
him I thought he was wasting 
his time at Philadelphia Park 
and should ride at Woodbine,” 
she noted. “I told him he need¬ 
ed a change of scenery, and 
in just his second season at 
Woodbine [1998] he won 12 
stakes.” 

At Philadelphia, Couse said 
that Somsanith primarily rides 
her horses. “I keep him busy 


working in the morning and 
around the barn,” she said. The 
couple have a son, Forester. 

When Leonard Liberto 
claimed Beauty’s Kitty for 
$16,000 on November 27, little 
did he realize that the daughter 
of Hennessy would soon be 


tying a 12-year-old track record 
for four and a half furlongs. 

Yet that’s exactly what hap¬ 
pened on New Year’s Day 
when Beauty’s Kitty zipped to 
the front in a $15,000 starter 
handicap for fillies and mares 
and ran as if someone had 
given her a hotfoot, completing 
the distance unchallenged over 
the muddy surface in : 51.48 
under Jose Flores. 

Liberto, a native of Trenton, 
N.J., and owner of Rusling 
Paving and Concrete in that 
city, said he liked what he saw 
on paper before he claimed 
the 5-year-old mare, but the 
decision to drop the slip was 
entirely up to his new trainer, 
former jockey Eberd Estrada. 

“Eberd said she looked 
okay, so we went for it,” 
explained Liberto, who claimed 
his first horse in 1994 at the 
Meadowlands and has “shown 


a profit every year since. I 
like to do a lot of homework 
before I claim. I run my stable 
like a business, and I find as 
long as you have patience and 
educate yourself, you can make 
money.” 

Estrada, who got his train¬ 
er’s license last year, said it took 
him more than a month to fig¬ 
ure out Beauty’s Kitty after the 
claim. “She can be a little mean, 
especially before she trains in 
the morning,” he said, “but 
after working with her, I had a 
feeling she was going to run big 
[on New Year’s Day].” 

The track record-tying vic¬ 
tory was the eighth from 19 
starts for Beauty’s Kitty. 

Although the calendar 
showed that Home Team 
Stable’s Stormy Do had recent¬ 
ly celebrated his 13th birthday, 
the son of Fortunate Prospect 
performed like a 2-year-old 
in winning a $11,500 starter 
allowance at five furlongs on 
January 2, his 23rd lifetime vic¬ 
tory from 107 starts. 

Under Flores, Stormy 
Do raced just off pacesetter 
Godsend over the very sloppy 
surface, then made his move 
and was able to nip that rival by 
a neck at the wire in :59.25. 

Trained by Scott Lake, 
Stormy Do earned $6,900 to 
boost his earnings to $502,106. 

When Timber Creek Farm’s 
Count On Pal and Ocean 
Seven Stable’s Arp leas ure fin¬ 
ished first and third, respec¬ 
tively, in a $25,200 allowance 
for 3-year-olds at six and a 
half furlongs on January 7, it 
was yet another feather in the 
cap for Timber Creek’s Foolish 
Pleasure mare Thanks Pal, 
from whom many talented run¬ 
ners have sprung.

NATIONAL’S 
2005 HORSE 
OF THE YEAR

C leon Cassel’s homebred 
R. Earl, who was unani¬ 
mously selected as the 
2005 Horse of the Year at Penn 
National, could be considered 
the epitome of a late bloomer. 
After all, he didn’t make his 
first start until age 5 on May 
20, and was almost forgotten 
by his trainer, Tim Shea. 

Yet R. Earl made the most 
of his first year on the race 
track, winning four of his nine 
starts on both dirt and turf, 


including a victory in the grassy 
$41,000 Capital City Handicap 
at Penn National on Septem¬ 
ber 2. 

R. Earl first arrived in Shea’s 
barn as a 3-year-old, but after 
he worked several times it was 
discovered that he had injured 
a tendon. “He wasn’t sore, but 
we did an ultrasound on the leg, 
and it showed he had the begin¬ 
nings of a bow,” recalled Shea. 


“As a trainer I try to be realistic. 
I told my father-in-law [Cassel] 
his options, and suggested we 
just turn him out and let the leg 
heal on its own. He was on a 
farm for 15 months, and to tell 
you the truth, I almost forgot 
about him.” 

R. Earl, now standing over 
17 hands tall, arrived back at 
Shea’s barn in late 2004. He 
started training extremely well, 


and Shea thought he could be a 
very talented runner. 

In June, R. Earl broke his 
maiden in his third start, and 
then won two allowance races 
at Penn National before cap¬ 
turing the Capital City. 

“He just kept getting better 
and better,” noted Shea. “And I 
don’t really know if he’s better 
going long or short, or on dirt 
or turf. He’s handled everything 
that he’s tried.” 

Shea has given R. Earl, 
named after Cassel’s father, the 
winter off, with plans to be 
ready for the 2006 turf season. 

In his short career the Roan¬ 
oke gelding has earned $67,925. 

Peter R. Goulding’s Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred Appropriate, a 
4-year-old roan son of Sultry 
Song, captured a $15,500 allow¬ 
ance at six furlongs on Decem¬ 
ber 23 under leading rider 
Thomas Clifton.

to outkick favored Intrusive

The son of Catienus, who 
turned 4 this season, was bred 
in Kentucky by Kenneth L. and 
Sarah K. Ramsey. 

Trainer John Zimmerman 
had a bang-up night on Dec¬ 
ember 27, saddling four win¬ 
ners on the nine-race card. Zim¬ 
merman, a Harrisburg native 
who has been stabled at Penn 
National since die late 1970s, 
sent out the winners of the 
first, fourth, seventh and eighth 
races. 

Thomas G. McClay's East¬ 
ern Cat captured the opener, a 
claiming race at five and a half 
furlongs, under William Otero. 
Blair E. Minnich's Iron Princess 
triumphed in the fourth, a four 
and a half-furlong dash for fil¬ 
lies and mares. Iron Princess 
popped to the lead from post 
10 under Clifton and never 
looked back, cruising under the 
wire a length ahead of Harpers 
Content in :53.16. 

In the seventh, Zimmer¬ 
man's Blue Cypress scored 
for the Trade Winds Stable 
of Dave Sadoo. A 4-year-old 
daughter of Chief Seatde, Blue 
Cypress won the five and a 
half-furlong claiming race for 
fillies and mares by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length in 1:06.47, also 
under Clifton. 

The fourth horse in Zim¬ 
merman's winning quartet was 
The Elkstone Group LLC's 
Tucson City, a 6-year-old Car- 
son City gelding who also had 
the services of Clifton. Like 
Blue Cypress and Iron Princess, 


Tucson City went to the lead at 
the start and was an easy win¬ 
ner, flashing under the wire five 
lengths to the good in 1:11.29 
for the six furlongs. 

Anthony L. Roman Jr.'s 
Who’s Bluffing proved much 
the best over six rivals—and 
came within a fraction of the 
29-year-old track record for 
six furlongs—when he took a 
$20,031 allowance the night of 
January 4. Trained by Kreiser 
and ridden by the ubiquitous 
Clifton, the 6-year-old Pine 
Bluff gelding shot to the lead 
when the gates opened, set 
torrid splits of :21.59, :43.91 
and :56.08, then opened a long 
lead and zipped under the wire 
nearly six lengths in front in a 
final time of 1:08.85. 

The current track record of 
1:08.80 was set by Jiva Coolit 
on May 22, 1977. 

After the entire card of 
January 6 was canceled due to 
concerns about the safety of 
the track surface, jockeys rode 
the first two races on January 7 
but then decided not to contin¬ 
ue, also as a result of concerns 
about the surface's inconsisten¬ 
cies. In response, management 
canceled racing and training 
from January 9 through 15 so 
that maintenance crews could 
fix the troublesome areas. 

“We peeled back the cushion 
and discovered some work was 
needed,” said Gary Luderitz, 
Penn National's general man¬ 
ager. “We're confident the base 
is even all around, and there 
weren't any low spots.” 

But Todd Mos toller, execu¬ 
tive director of the Pennsylvania 
division of the Horsemen's 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association (HBPA), said there 
were three or four “low spots” 
located around the oval, pri¬ 
marily on the turns. 

“These areas were holding 
moisture and creating an incon¬ 
sistent surface for the horses to 
race over,” observed Mos toller. 
“There was a lot of concern 
from trainers about the track, 
and they were able to scratch

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[on January 7] without penalty 
if they so chose. From what 
IVe seen [from January 9 to 15], 
management has been trying its 
best to correct the problem” 
The track’s maintenance 
staff was assisted by Jay For tney, 
Penn National’s former track 
superintendent. Fortney is now 
a consultant for the track’s 
owner, Penn National Gaming 
Inc. Luderitz said he is in the 
process of hiring a new track 
superintendent. 


Luderitz expressed concern 
that the jockeys walked out 
on January 7 without notify¬ 
ing management, but Larry 
Saumell, a Jockeys’ Guild man¬ 
ager in the Mid-Atlantic region, 
said the incident was due to a 
“communications snafu” as a 
result of his being in Florida at 
the time and not able to cancel 
on the riders’ behalf. 

Luderitz added that, since 
the racing surface and base had 
not been entirely replaced since 


1988, Penn National Gaming 
Inc. would consider such a 
project in the near future, given 
the problems encountered this 
winter. 

Training on the repaired 
surface resumed on January 17, 
while the first live card took 
place on January 18. 

In an unrelated matter, Penn 
National announced that it had 
purchased a new policy increas¬ 
ing its coverage limit for on- 
track accident insurance for 


jockeys from $100,000 to $1 
million. The coverage became 
effective on January 1. 

A release issued by the 
track stated, “With the new 
policy limit of $1 million, 
Penn National Race Course is 
pleased to be able to do their 
part to help ensure that in the 
event of an accident, there is 
adequate insurance to address 
the injured jockey’s needs.” Ufa 


PATIENCE 
REWARDED 
FOR RHYTHMIC 
MOVES AT 
CHARLES TOWN 

TED BLACK 


S ubscribing to the theory 
that it’s better late than 
never, Charles Town host¬ 
ed the inaugural running of 
the $40,000 Henry P. Mercer 
Memorial Stakes on December 
31. The race for accredited 
West Virginia-bred 2-year-olds, 
named in honor of the suc¬ 


cessful local trainer who died in 
1997 at the age of 73, had ini¬ 
tially been slated for December 
17, but was rescheduled when 
racing that evening was can¬ 
celed due to poor track condi¬ 
tions. 

The pushed-back Mercer 
ultimately proved beneficial 


for Taylor Mountain Farm’s 
Rhythmic Moves, who 
scored by a length over Star 
Jubilee in the seven-furlong 
event. Trained by James W 
Casey, patriarch of family- 
owned Taylor Mountain Farm, 
Rhythmic Moves (Luftikus— 
Hot Rhythm, by Explosive 
Red) bobbled and experienced 
tight quarters at the start of 
the Mercer, but recovered with 
the aid of jockey Carlos Castro. 
Once righted. Rhythmic Moves 
chased his pacesetting entry- 
mate, Binn Waiting (owned by 
Taylor Mountain and trained by 
Casey), before taking command 
on the turn and drawing away. 
The gelding ran the distance in 
1:30.14 over a fast track, and 
paid $7 to win. Another son 
of Luftikus, the 19-10 favor¬ 
ite Hold On Tight, finished 
third, three lengths behind Star 
Jubilee. 

The Mercer was Rhythmic 
Moves’s third career start. 
After a second-place effort in 
a one-turn sprint in August, 
he rebounded to score on 
November 10 in a two-turn 
maiden race. 

“He came out of that first 
race okay, but I wanted to give 
him some more time before 
trying him in a stakes,” Casey 
explained. “That maiden race 
came up in November going 
two turns, and I thought he 
would like the extra distance. 
That race set him up for the 
Mercer, and then that got post¬ 
poned.”

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By the time the rescheduled 
Mercer rolled around, the race’s 
original morning-line favorite, 
King Cohl, had been shipped 
to Florida to spend the winter 
with the rest of trainer Forrest 
Kaelin’s contingent at Tampa 
Bay Downs. King Cohl had col¬ 
lected three straight state-bred 
stakes at Charles Town, includ¬ 
ing the Vincent Moscarelli 
Memorial Breeders Classic and 
the faster of two West Virginia 
Futurity divisions. Fiis absence 
from the Mercer was truly a 
blessing for opposing owners 
and trainers. 

“I kept my colt in train¬ 
ing, figuring the race would 
come up before the end of 
the year,” Casey said. ‘When 
I dropped him in, I wasn’t too 
surprised that other colt [King 
Cohl] didn’t go back in there. I 
heard he was sent to Florida. 
I just wanted to keep my colt 
in against state-breds, which 
seems like an easier spot.” 

While the connections of 
King Cohl have indicated that 
they intend to nominate their 
colt to the Triple Crown races, 
Casey noted that Rhythmic 
Moves would spend much of 
the spring on the farm. 

“He’s going to be turned 
out until they start writing 
those state-bred races here,” 
Casey said. “I’d like to run him 
in some of the prep races for 
Classics-eligibles next summer 
and fall, and have him fit for 
the Classics. He’s got speed 
and he looks like he’ll go long, 
so I’ll have plenty of options 
with him if he comes back on 
schedule.” 

Since the inaugural run¬ 
ning of Charles Town’s West 
Virginia Breeders Classics in 
1987, Casey has been a regu¬ 
lar in the winner’s circle on 
the track’s biggest night. Taylor 
Mountain Farm, in fact, is 
named for the two-time winner 
of the West Virginia Classic 
who was owned and bred by 
the trainer’s late wife, Eleanor.

Not only did Brown capture 
his fifth consecutive training 
title with 149 winners from 786 
starters, but his talented mare 
Original Gold was selected as 
the Charles Town’s 2005 horse 
of the year. Original Gold won 
three of five starts—bank¬ 
ing $164,427—capped by her 
second straight score in the 
$250,000 Cavada Breeders 
Classic. 


“It was another very good 
year, and everything that Origi¬ 
nal Gold did was like icing on 
the cake,” noted Brown, who 
also owns the 6-year-old. “I 
brought her back to the races 
a little later than I wanted to, 
but there were just no races 
for her. She was a little short 
the first two times I ran her, 
but she won that last prep for 
the Cavada, and then she won 


the Cavada again. She’s been a 
great mare to train, and it helps 
that I own her.” She has life¬ 
time earnings of $371,124. 

Brown related that Original 
Gold will spend the winter and 
much of the spring in Aiken, 
S.C., and then return this sum¬ 
mer to begin preparations for 
what he hopes will be a third 
consecutive victory in the 
Cavada. 


Brown may have won the 
training title in terms of num¬ 
ber of victories—he also sent 
out approximately 200 more 
starters than runner-up Jeff 
Runco—but the leading per¬ 
centage trainers were Renee 
Schlesinger and Stephanie 
Beattie. Schlesinger won 37 
of 90 races (41 percent), while 
Beattie took 38 of 114 starts to 
achieve a 33 percent win rate. 


FUNKH0USER TAKES HELM OF 
CHARLES TOWN HBPA 



T he Charles Town divi¬ 
sion of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association (HBPA) under¬ 
went major changes in late 
December and early January 
when, in quick succession, 
executive director Brande 
Larrimore, vice-president 
David Walters and president 
Wayne Harrison resigned their 
respective positions. 

Walters announced his res¬ 
ignation at a late December 
HBPA board of directors 
meeting, at which time board 
member and former HBPA 
president Randy Funkhouser 
was elected by the group’s 
10-member board to assume 
the vice-presidency effec¬ 


tive January 1, 2006. When 
Harrison, a Maryland-based 
owner, resigned in early 
January, the board then 
approved Funkhouser as the 
organization’s new president. 

A longtime West Virginia 
owner/breeder, Funkhouser 
owns and operates O’Sullivan 
Farms in Charles Town; he 
also holds the post of vice- 
president of West Virginia 
Breeders Classics Ltd., and 
has been a member of the 
Charles Town HBPA board 
since 2003, previously serv¬ 
ing as the group’s president 
from 1990 to 1997. HBPA 
secretary-treasurer Patti Evans 
indicated that while the board 
plans to elect a new vice-presi¬ 
dent as quickly as possible, the 
post of executive director will 
remain unfilled for now. The 
next scheduled formal HBPA 
election is slated for October. 

The latest shake-up in lead¬ 
ership occurred two years after 
the HBPA board declined to 
re-elect Dick Watson as its 
president, choosing instead 
Ann Hilton, who stepped 
down not long afterward. At 
that point Harrison took over 
the post. 

In early 2004 the group 
sued Watson, alleging impro¬ 
prieties regarding use of its 


funds. That suit was settled 
this past July after the HBPA 
accepted a signed statement 
from Watson in which he 
admitted that he both loaned 
money to himself from the 
HBPA’s account and used its 
funds to pay various fees to 
ltis wife, Janene, who at the 
time served as HBPA execu¬ 
tive director—all without the 
board’s approval. 

As for Harrison’s resigna¬ 
tion, the outgoing president 
attributed his decision to 
increasing time constraints. 
“I’m vice-president of the 
Maryland Million, and that’s 
where I really want to put a lot 
of my time,” he explained. “I 
also coach women’s rugby at 
the University of Maryland— 
I’ve committed to that, too. It’s 
going to take somebody that 
has a lot of time [to serve as 
HBPA president], because of 
the situation at Charles Town. 
I can’t devote that much time 
and get the job done.” 

Harrison went on to point 
out that, during his tenure, 
Charles Town management 
agreed to construct new barns 
and a new backs tretch kitchen; 
that horsemen and manage¬ 
ment signed what he termed 
“a model contract” that guar¬ 
antees 220 days of racing; and 


that management installed a 
new training track. “I’m very 
proud of what I’ve gotten 
done,” he noted. “I agreed to 
stay on for a year [after Hilton 
vacated the presidency]. I was 
elected as a director, not as 
president, and I stayed on for 
almost two years. It was a very 
trying two-year period. I’m 
glad I did it, and it’s time for 
me to move on.” 

But the departures of Har¬ 
rison, Walters and Larrimore 
also come on the heels of 
simmering discontent among 
some HBPA members con¬ 
cerning the group’s philoso¬ 
phy and direction. 

Although he declined to 
elaborate, Funkhouser con¬ 
tended that “horsemen have 
been somewhat dissatisfied 
with things that have gone 
on here, and there were some 
issues that caused a lack of 
confidence in the [HBPA’s] 
leadership. 

“I’m trying to knit all the 
horsemen together, to heal 
divisions within the HBPA,” 
Funkhouser said of the orga¬ 
nization with a membership 
of approximately 2,800, “and 
heal divisions within the West 
Virginia racing industry in 
general.”

taker also won more than 100 
races at Charles Town, while 
Gustavo Larrosa fell three wins 
shy of the century mark. 

Among the most success¬ 
ful runners were Red Hot 
Secret, Shamiza and Dance 
for Romeo, each of whom 
posted identical records of six 
wins from 13 starts in 2005. 
Proud Statesman, Governor’s 
Pride, Turn the Kee, Internal 
Revenue, Black Raptor, Dinner 
Withawinner and Prospector 
Who each recorded five vic¬ 
tories. Those who faithfully 
backed Dance for Romeo with 
a $2 win bet each time he ran 
would have been amply reward¬ 
ed, given that he returned an 
average $13 mutuel in his six 
triumphs. 

Until 2005 no horse had 
broken a track record at Charles 
Town since July 4, 1999, when 
It’s Only Money captured the 
inaugural Charles Town Dash 
in :50.36 for four and a half 
furlongs (some record books 
had credited A Huevo with 
a track record of 1:50.10 for 
a mile and an eighth, which 
he set while winning the 1999 
West Virginia Breeders Classic, 
but was later disqualified).

RIMROD BRINGS 
WORLD-CLASS 
CREDENTIALS TO PA 


G eorge Strawbridge’s mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner Rim¬ 
rod, a son of Danzig and 
a half-brother to European 
leading sire Selkirk, has been 
retired to Castle Rock Farm in 
Unionville, Pa. The 6-year-old 
is standing his first season for 
$2,000 live foal, or $1,500 for 
mares foaling in Pennsylvania. 

“He’s just grand,” said Peter 
Giangiulio of Casde Rock 
Farm. “He looks like Northern 
Dancer and was a sprint stakes 
winner at 2. This is a really good 
opportunity for Pennsylvania 
breeders.” 

The majority of Rimrod’s 
races were contested over the 
grass courses of England dur¬ 
ing his 2 and 3-year-old sea¬ 
sons. His juvenile campaign 
saw him break his maiden at 
Sand own Park going seven 
furlongs, defeating that year’s 
European champion juvenile 
Oasis Dream (GB) by three and 


a half lengths. Oasis Dream 
was Europe’s champion sprint¬ 
er the following year. 

Rimrod recorded his first 
stakes victory in his next start, 
taking the Stardom Stakes at 
Goodwood at one mile; in that 
race he established a new course 
record for a 2-year-old, break¬ 
ing the mark set by Selkirk 12 
years earlier. 

At 3, Rimrod won the 
seven-furlong Surrey Stakes at 
Epsom under an impost of 
127 pounds, and finished third 
in two stakes—the Group 3 
Jersey Stakes at Ascot and the 
Heron Stakes at Kempton. 

Rimrod concluded Iris 
career with two starts in the 
U.S., including a third-place fin¬ 
ish in a mile and a sixteenth 
allowance at Churchill Downs. 
He earned a total of $101,465 
from 13 career starts. 

A full brother to three stakes 
winners, Rimrod is the final 



foal out of Strawbridge’s stel¬ 
lar producer Annie Edge (Ire). 
The daughter of Nebbiolo— 
a stakes winner in England, 
classic-placed in Ireland and a 
multiple graded winner in the 
U.S.—Annie Edge produced

Counted among Annie 
Edge’s Danzig progeny are

cap-Gl. It was Flying Chev¬ 
ron’s fifth win in seven starts 
that season.

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MAKING SENSE OF 
SIRE STATISTICS 

by Cindy Deubler 


Four years ago, Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred printed “Making Sense 
of Sire Statistics” following the arrival of stallions in the region who had 
been used for dual hemisphere service or repatriated from Japan, to illustrate 
the discrepancies that occur with various data bases that supply statistics for 
sires lists . 

The topic is revisited, due to the circumstances surrounding the region's top 
two sires of 2005—Not For Love and Louis Quatorze. Parts of the follow¬ 
ing article contain the same information as appeared in 2002 . Surprising'ly, 
very little progress has been made since that time to rectify the problems when 
counting international statistics. 


D ollars, pounds, francs, 
lire, yen, pesos, the euro 
and all other foreign cur¬ 
rency—add them up and what 
do you get? An international 
statistical nightmare. 

The hodgepodge that 
results from the combination 
of race records and earnings 
from around the world can 
drastically alter one of the most 
important tools for breeders 
and stallion owners—leading 
sires lists. This is quite evident 
upon examining the 2005 fig¬ 
ures for Louis Quatorze, who 
has stood at Murmur Farm in 
Darlington, Md., since 2004. 

Preakness Stakes-Gl winner 
Louis Quatorze launched his 
career in Kentucky, and spent 
several seasons shuttling to 
Argentina, before making his 
move to Maryland. His large 
southern hemisphere crops are 
now reaching the races, and 
those runners are becoming 
the bane of statisticians every¬ 
where. 

Figures used monthly by 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred for 
the “Top 60 Mid-Adantic 
region leading sires” are pro¬ 
vided by Bloodstock Research 
Information Services (BRIS), 
and include statistics from 
eight countries—Canada, Eng¬ 
land, France, Germany, Ire¬ 
land, Italy, Puerto Rico and 
U.A.E.—in addition to the U.S. 
Similar progeny statistics can 
be found on The Blood-Horse 


sires lists, which include most 
of the same countries (exclud¬ 
ing Puerto Rico), but use sta¬ 
tistics provided by The Jockey 
Club Information Systems Inc. 

(JCIS). 

Based on BRIS numbers, 
the Mid-Adantic region's lead¬ 
ing sire for 2005 is Not For 
Love—for the third year in 
a row—with total earnings 
of $4,167,720. Ranked sec¬ 
ond is Louis Quatorze, with 
$3,969,860. 

However, BRIS uses a 
second data base to generate 
reports for stallions by state. 
That data base, which calculates 
figures independendy from 
the monthly Mid-Adantic list, 
includes runners in Japan. When 
incorporating that country, the 
leading sires list tightens—Not 
For Love has $4,167,720, Louis 
Quatorze $4,019,920. (Adding 
in Japanese earnings signifi- 
candy altered the leading sires 
lists for West Virginia stallions, 
however, as Black Tie Affair- 
Ire and Housebuster, who 
both previously stood in Japan, 
jumped to the top of the lists.) 

There is still that sticky 
issue of those southern hemi¬ 
sphere runners, however, 
which includes runners from 
South America, New Zealand, 
Australia and Hong Kong. 

A source for southern 
hemisphere earnings is avail¬ 
able, though generally not used 
for sire rankings. The Jockey 


Club Information Systems 
Inc.'s online service, equineline. 
com, includes numerous coun¬ 
tries not generally added to the 
sires lists. And when 2005 year- 
end reports were run on Louis 
Quatorze and Not For Love, 
Louis Quatorze had a final tally 
of $4,236,743; Not For Love, 
$4,168,278. The difference of 
$266,883 was the result of 68 
southern hemisphere runners. 

A quick note: JCIS also 
utilizes different data bases to 
generate reports, and initially— 
when running the list shown on 
page 108—Louis Quatorze had 
slighdy different numbers, and 
was still below Not For Love, 
albeit by a much smaller mar¬ 
gin. Upon further checking, it 
was found that the countries of 
Barbados, Chile, South Africa, 
Mexico, Trinidad, Turkey and 
Uruguay were not appearing in 
the totals. JCIS included statis¬ 
tics from those countries in the 
final tally. 

Further complicating the 
compilation are fluctuating for¬ 
eign currency exchange rates. 
When data bases receive race 
records on different days, the 
value of the races will most 
likely be slightly different. For 
example, the value of the Eng¬ 
lish pound was 1.7354 U.S. dol¬ 
lars on February 16 and 1.7449 
on February 7. If a horse 
earned a purse of £60,000, the 
value converted to U.S. dol¬ 
lars on February 16 would 
be $104,124; on February 7, 
$104,694. 

Which proves that all dollars 
don't make sense. 

For North American stal¬ 
lions, which figures are the 
most important? Does a stal¬ 
lion with runners who earn $1 
million in Japan or Hong Kong 
equate with a stallion whose 
runners earned $1 million while 
competing in the U.S.? 

Statistical guru Bill Oppen- 
heim has made a career work¬ 
ing with figures designed to 
compare apples and oranges. 
His Annual Progeny Earnings 
Index (APEX) evaluates stal¬ 
lions based on their ability to 
sire runners who achieve three 
earnings levels—designated by 


A, B and C runners—during a 
particular racing year, while tak¬ 
ing into account the location in 
which the runners competed. 

To grasp how earnings 
relate in different countries, 
Oppenheim has determined 
that “A runners,” who are the 
top 2 percent of earners in a 
country in a year, must have 
earned a minimum of $113,050 
in the U.S. and Canada, com¬ 
pared to $60,626 in England 
and Ireland; $51,471 in France; 
$39,963 in Germany and a 
whopping $452,833 in Japan 
(based on 2001 figures). 

Average-Earnings Indexes 
(AEI) are more broadly based, 
but also adjust earnings by 
the country where a stallion's 
runners have competed. If 
the average runner in the U.S. 
earned $15,000 during the 
year, and a stallion's runners 
in the U.S. earned an average 
of $15,000 that same year, the 
stallion's average earnings index 
would be 1.00. 

Based on AEI figures from 
The Blood-Horse , of the top 10 
Mid-Adantic sires in 2005— 
Not For Love, Louis Quatorze, 
Allen's Prospect, Lite the Fuse, 
Wheaton, Polish Numbers, 
Two Punch, Real Quiet, Siphon 
(Brz) and Mazel Trick—Not 
For Love led the list with a 
1.84 AEI (his runners averaged 
nearly twice that of the average 
runner). In second and third 
were Polish Numbers (1.57) 
and Two Punch (1.56). Louis 
Quatorze had an AEI of 1.22. 

While these indexes are valu¬ 
able tools, the world revolves 
around the almighty dollar. 
And, with or without earnings 
from certain countries, a total 
of 15 stallions now standing 
in the Mid-Adantic region had 
progeny earnings topping $2 
million in 2005. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred will 
continue to use the statistics 
that appear monthly to deter¬ 
mine the leading sires in the 
region. When other countries 
are added to the totals, that will 
be noted. And the connections 
of Louis Quatorze can revel in 
the fact that he is truly a leading 
international sire. #

From The Maryland Horse (published 1936 to 1997) and Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 



YEARS AGO 



One of Maryland’s renowned equine performers of the 1950s and ’60s, Smokey Joe 
was pictured 50 years ago winning his second of six consecutive American Horse 
Shows Association’s champion hunter pony titles with Patsy Worraii aboard. Owned 
by Billy Boyce, the HackneyA/\/elsh cross was an 11-time Maryland champion. 


I Maryland was represented 
by two stallions on the nation’s 
leading broodmare sires list for 
1955. *Challenger II, who died 
eight years earlier at age 21, 
ranked 14th, and the 25-year- 
old Discovery was 18th. 

* Challenger II was the 
maternal grandsire of 109 win¬ 
ners of 248 races who earned 
$490,717 in first-place money; 
Discovery’s daughters were 
credited with 53 winners of 
129 races and $417,141 in first- 
place money. 

I Marlboro Race Course in 
southern Maryland announced 
plans for its inaugural running 
of the Marlboro Nursery—the 


first stakes race ever offered 
at one of Maryland’s half- 
mile race tracks. It was to be a 
$2,500 added-money event for 
juveniles contested in October 
at six and a half furlongs. 

IA February statistical survey 
revealed that Maryland boasted 
238 Thoroughbred farms cov¬ 
ering a total of 55,351 acres. 
Those operations included 
1,002 mares and 98 stallions. 

The survey’s results reflected 
a 6.2 percent increase in num¬ 
ber of farms over 1955; a 3.9 
percent gain in acreage; an 11.9 
percent surge in the number of 
mares; and a 13.9 percent spike 
in the number of stallions.

I Virginia’s first off-track bet¬ 
ting site opened for business 
on February 17 in Chesapeake, 
located not far from Norfolk. 
Approximately 1,500 patrons 
were on hand, and they wagered 
nearly $150,000 on simulcasts 
of both Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred races. More than 


$2 million was handled during 
the site’s first two weeks of 
operation. 

The revenue generated by 
the Chesapeake OTB was held 
in escrow, awaiting an agree¬ 
ment between the manage¬ 
ment of Colonial Downs and 
Virginia’s horsemen. 

I In late February a bill was 
introduced into the Maryland

AGO 

I Speaking before a breeders 
conference at Sagamore Farm 
in Maryland, Meadow Stable 
owner Penny Ringquist (for¬ 
merly Penny Tweedy and now 
known as Penny Chenery) 
addressed the problems and 
pleasures of racing a stable of 
homebreds. In her case that 
included Meadow Stable’s two 
best-known homebred com¬ 
petitors: 1972 and 1973 Horse 
of the Year Secretariat (winner 
of the 1973 Triple Crown), 
and 1972 Kentucky Derby and 
Belmont Stakes winner Riva 
Ridge. 

She told those in atten¬ 
dance: “I have three things 
that I still believe in. You have 
to know as much as you possi¬ 
bly can about your horses. You 
have to look at your mares, 
look at their offspring, look 
at the stallions you’re going to 
breed them to, look at the get 
from those stallions. You can 
never stop learning by look¬ 
ing. And you’ve got to talk 
to people. Then you also go 
ahead and enjoy your biases. If 
you like chestnuts or you don’t 
like horses with white hooves, 
stay with it. 

“Not only is this game one 
which offers the opportunity 
for tremendous financial gain, 
but the esthetic side can be 
so exciting and so rewarding. 
While you’re syndicating and 
getting your partners and wor¬ 
rying about culls, just enjoy 
your horses.” 

I Dogwood Stable announced 
the hiring of John T. (Jack) 

Raceway, the Standardbred track 
near Washington, D.C. The bill’s 
particulars called for those 
three facilities to have up to 
3,000 machines each, plus a total 
of 6,500 additional machines at 
three off-track locations. 

I Two-time national timber 
champion Saluter became the 


Sadler III, who hailed from a 
family of prominent Baltimore 
County horsepeople, as its on- 
farm assistant trainer.

■ At the 15th annual Winter 
Mixed Sale at Timonium, aver¬ 
age price soared 36 percent 
over the previous year’s figure. 
Average for the two-day sale 
was $5,940, compared with 
$4,375 in 1980. Gross receipts 
rose 10 percent: $855,400 
versus $778,800, despite the 
fact that 34 fewer horses were 
sold in 1981. The top sellers 
were two broodmares, each 
of whom brought a final bid 
of $50,000: Shelephant, a 10- 
year-old daughter of Bold Lad 
in foal to Rollicking, consigned 
by Tyson Gilpin as agent for 
Shenandoah Thoroughbreds 
and purchased by Helen 
Polinger; and the stakes-placed 
winner Audene, a 6-year-old 
daughter of Flag Raiser in foal 
to Alias Smith, consigned by 
Clay Camp as agent for the 
estate of John Booton and 
purchased by Bruce Fenwick.

It's about time he got 
some respect/' proclaimed 
Foard Wilgis, co-owner of 
2005 Maryland-bred horse of 
the year and champion older 
male Cherokee's Boy. Wilgis 
can be forgiven for express¬ 
ing irritation over what he has 
perceived as a lack of recogni¬ 
tion for the runner he terms 
his "iron horse." 

The versatile son of Citi¬ 
dancer has performed admira¬ 
bly in all four of his seasons on 
the race track, winning stakes 
from ages 2 through 5. He was 
voted Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion juvenile of 2002. But it 
was as a 5-year-old that Cher¬ 
okee's Boy truly exploded, 
asserting himself as perhaps 
the Mid-Atlantic's top handi¬ 
cap runner with five stakes 
scores at four different tracks, 
and seven victories in 12 starts 
overall. By the time he closed 
out 2005 with a crushing six 
and a quarter-length triumph 
in Laurel Park's Jennings 
Handicap, he had moved into 
16th place among all-time 
Maryland-bred money-earn¬ 
ers, with $969,886. 


Along with their trainer, 
Gary Capuano, Wilgis and his 
partner, David Picarello (the 
"W" and "P," respectively, in 


ZWP Stable—the "Z" member 
dropped out years ago), sent 
out Cherokee's Boy to take 
Delaware Park's Brandywine

Handicap, Monmouth Park's 
Skip Away Stakes and Salva¬ 
tor Mile Handicap-G3, and 
Charles Town's HBPA Gover¬ 
nor's Cup Handicap in 2005; 
he also finished second in Del¬ 
aware's Eight Thirty Stakes 
and in Laurel's Maryland 
Million Sprint (immediately 
behind 2005 Maryland-bred 
champion sprinter Saay Mi 
Name), and third in Laurel's 
Charles H. Hadry Stakes. In 
a remarkably consistent cam¬ 
paign, he missed hitting the 
board only once. 

Lurthermore, Cherokee's 
Boy won from seven furlongs 
to a mile and an eighth; on 
fast tracks and in the mud; as 


Undefeated in four 2005 
starts. Celestial Legend swept 
to her divisional champion¬ 
ship with the same ease that 
she polished off her rivals in 
Laurel Park's Toddler Stakes 
and the Meadowlands's Holly 


a frontrunner and as a stalker. 
"He does it all," proclaimed 
Wilgis. 

In 1992, Wilgis and Picarel- 
lo jumped into Thorough¬ 
bred ownership when they 
bought Cherokee's Boy's dam, 
Cherokee Wonder, as their 
first horse, paying $5,500 for 
the yearling filly at the Fasig- 
Tipton December Mixed sale. 
She provided a extraordinary 
return on investment, win¬ 
ning eight of 51 starts, includ¬ 
ing stakes victories at Laurel 
and Delaware, while earning 
$284,005 over five seasons. 

The pair ventured into 
breeding next, sending Chero¬ 
kee Wonder to Chimes Band. 


Stakes. Eager for the lead, 
she put away any foe foolish 
enough to challenge her in 
the opening furlongs of both 
of those races, and then drew 
away to score by daylight mar¬ 
gins. Earlier, in a September al- 


More success. A 1999 filly, 
Runnin Wonder, resulted from 
that match, and she ultimately 
placed in both the Heavenly 
Cause and Carousel Stakes. 
Even better, Cherokee Wonder 
produced Cherokee's Boy the 
next year. 

But Wilgis and Picarello's 
fabulous roll skidded to a halt 
in 2001 when one of the brutal 
realities of the game manifest¬ 
ed itself: Cherokee Wonder, in 
foal to Citidancer, contracted 
colic. She died that spring, 
and despite valiant efforts to 
rescue her foal, the colt lived 
less than two weeks. 

Runnin Wonder may yet 
make up for those losses. Re- 


lowance at Laurel, she pulver¬ 
ized her field by 13 lengths. 

"It's nice to have a young 
horse that has this type of tal¬ 
ent," noted her trainer. Dale 
Capuano. "We just kind of try 
to find the right spot for them. 
Her owners have been great. 
They don't press me." 

Given the results thus far, 
why would any owner med¬ 
dle? As a yearling Celestial 
Legend passed from one set 
of partners to another when 
co-owners Richard Schultz 
and David Menard purchased 
her for $45,000 from co-breed¬ 
ers Bill Fitzgibbons and David 
Wade at the 2004 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky July Yearling sale. 


tired after three seasons on 
the race track, she joined Wil¬ 
gis and Picarello's broodmare 
band, producing her first foal, 
a Maria's Mon colt, in 2005, 
and then was bred to Harlan's 
Holiday. 

And, of course, there's the 
"iron horse." Cherokee's Boy 
now boasts a lifetime record 
of 16 victories in 40 starts, a 
dozen of those wins occurring 
in stakes races. Declared "one 
hundred percent healthy" by 
Wilgis, Cherokee's Boy is slat¬ 
ed to return to the Mid-Atlan¬ 
tic handicap ranks this season 
to defend his horse of the year 
title—and in the process earn 
even more respect. ^ 


Fitzgibbons campaigned 
Celestial Legend's dam. Lu¬ 
nar's Legend, after purchasing 
her as a yearling for $13,500 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
December Mixed Sale in 1994; 
over three seasons she won 
four races, worth $44,007 in 
earnings. 

When Fitzgibbons retired 
Lunar's Legend, he persuaded 
Wade, the longtime manager 
of Richard Golden's Sycamore 
Hall Farm in Chesapeake 
City, to join him in breeding 
the mare. Wade had previ¬ 
ously overseen the successful 
management of Fitzgibbons's 
stakes-producing broodmare 
Arctic Cloud. 

Wisely, Fitzgibbons de¬ 
ferred all mating decisions 
regarding Lunar's Legend to 
Wade, who, on his own or in 
partnership, has now bred 
six stakes performers, two of 
whom have been voted Mary¬ 
land-bred champions: Spar¬ 
kling Number (3-year-old filly 
in 2001) and Celestial Legend. 
Wade arranged for Lunar's 
Legend—her previous foals 
include the stakes-placed Leg¬ 
endary Journey—to be bred to 
City Zip, a son of Carson City. 

That mating resulted in Ce¬ 
lestial Legend, and since then 
Lunar's Legend has produced 
a Broken Vow colt, who as a 
weanling sold for $18,000 at 
the 2004 Fasig-Tipton Midlan¬ 
tic December Mixed Sale, and 
a Not For Love yearling. Bred 
to Domestic Dispute for 2006, 
she is booked to City Zip. **

Both a blessing and a 
curse, the dead heat produces 
twice as many winners while 
halving the prize. Faced with 
a textbook case of glass half¬ 
full/glass half-empty, the 
owners and breeders of Vegas 
Play and El Viento likely take 
an optimistic view of the tie 
between their colts for 2005 
Maryland-bred champion ju¬ 
venile male. 

Vegas Play made his repu¬ 
tation on both turf and dirt, 
breaking his maiden on Co¬ 
lonial Downs's grass course, 
while notching his initial 
stakes score, the Maryland Ju¬ 
venile Championship Stakes 
on Laurel Park's main track. 
Both races were contested 
at one mile. He also finished 
third in Delaware Park's one- 
mile Whirling Ash Stakes. 

Offered on the final day of 
the year and restricted to state- 
breds, the Maryland Juvenile 
Championship was fraught 
with trouble for Vegas Play, 
who overcame monumental 
difficulties, particularly an un¬ 
scheduled collision with the 
inner rail, to prevail by a half- 
length. The victory pointed 
up both his athleticism and 
determination, encouraging 
indications for father/son co¬ 


owners Harry C. and Tom O. 
Meyerhoff, as well as for their 
trainer. Buddy Delp, the team 
that sent out Spectacular Bid 
to Horse of the Year honors in 
1980. 

Bred by the Nancy M. 
Leonard Living Trust, Vegas 
Play was bought by the Mey- 
erhoffs for $40,000 at the 2004 
Keeneland September Year¬ 
ling sale. Nancy Leonard and 
her husband. Dr. Robert Leon¬ 
ard, bred and campaigned the 
colt's dam, 14-year-old Power 
Play (by Fast Play), who won 
two stakes, including the 
Grade 3 Delaware Handicap 
in 1997 as a 5-year-old, and 
placed in 10 other stakes, most 
notably the John A. Morris 
Handicap-Gl at Saratoga. In 
five seasons on the track she 
earned $469,176. 

Vegas Play is Power Play's 
first stakes winner, although 
the mare's 2000 filly Skipper's 
Mate (by Skip Away) is stakes- 
placed. 

In 2005, Power Play foaled 
an El Corredor filly who was 
sold for $77,000 as a weanling 
at Keeneland's 2005 Novem¬ 
ber Breeding Stock sale; and 
she is due this spring to the 
cover of Dixie Union. At press 
time the Leonards' plans for 


Power Play in 2006 remained 
undetermined. 

Interestingly, the only other 
time Maryland-bred co-cham- 
pions were named, the Leon¬ 
ards also shared the glory. In 
1969, their 2-year-old Rollick¬ 
ing was named juvenile cham¬ 
pion along with Due by Right. 
Rollicking would go on to a 
long and distinguished stud 
career at Glade Valley Farms 
in Frederick, a facility then 
managed and co-owned by 
Dr. Leonard. 

Seldom does a Maryland- 
bred warrant a divisional 
championship based on races 
outside the continental U.S., 
yet El Viento earned his half of 
the juvenile crown while com¬ 
peting exclusively at Puerto 
Rico's El Comandante, where 
he utterly obliterated his com¬ 
petition. 

El Viento took four of his 
seven starts, with a pair of 
second-place finishes, win¬ 
ning from the absurdly short 
distance of one and a half 
furlongs to a mile and a six¬ 
teenth. Three of his four scores 
occurred in added-money 
events—the Clasico Jose C. 
Vidal, the Clasico Dia del Fana- 
tico Hipico and the Clasico 
Agustin Mercado Reveron (all 


Grade 1 in Puerto Rico)—each 
contested on an off track. 
Overall, he banked $135,500 
for owner Establo Viva Mi 
Calle and trainer Salvador 
Correa. 

Stalwart Maryland owner/ 
breeders Charles and Cynthia 
McGinnes bred El Viento, the 
second foal produced from 
their Irish Open mare Taft 
Lil Queen. With Buzz Chace 
as agent, the colt sold for 
$150,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Year¬ 
ling sale in 2004. He was sold 
privately as a 2-year-old to Es¬ 
tablo Viva Mi Calle. 

On the track in the late 
1990s, Taft Lil Queen proved 
to be both versatile and du¬ 
rable, winning 11 of 53 career 
starts—in dirt sprints and 
routes, as well as on the turf. 
Like her son, she excelled over 
an off surface, and she counted 
among her victories the 1998 
Cy-Fair Stakes at Sam Hous¬ 
ton Race Park, while placing 
in six other stakes events. 

Not covered in 2003, Taft 
Lil Queen produced a Kaf- 
wain filly in 2005, and was 
bred back to Not For Love. **

Hopes and expectations 
ran high for Declan's Moon 
when he stepped onto Santa 
Anita's main track on March 
5, 2005, for the mile and a six¬ 
teenth Santa Catalina Stakes- 
G2. His stature as the Eclipse 
Award-winning 2-year-old 


male had catapulted the geld¬ 
ing into the role of favorite not 
only for the Santa Catalina, but 
also for the Kentucky Derby 
So no one was particularly as¬ 
tonished when Declan's Moon 
easily annexed the Santa Cata¬ 
lina by two lengths, extending 


his undefeated streak to five 
races, validating his division¬ 
al leadership and raising the 
hopes and expectations of his 
connections even higher. 

Which made the news that 
Declan's Moon emerged from 
the Santa Catalina with a bone 
chip in his left front knee—ne¬ 
cessitating minor surgery and 
precluding his participation 
in the Triple Crown races— 
all the more devastating for 
owners Samantha and Mace 
Siegel, the California-based 
daughter/father duo who 
race under the name of Jay Em 
Ess Stable, and for Declan's 
Moon's trainer, Ron Ellis. 

Declan's Moon, now a 
two-time Maryland-bred 
champion, having reigned as 
the state's Horse of the Year 
and champion juvenile male 
in 2004, was purchased by 
the Siegels for $125,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale in 2003 
as part of agent Bill Reightler's 
consignment. Bred by veteran 
Maryland horseman Brice 
Ridgely, the Malibu Moon 
gelding was tabbed a poten¬ 
tial star even before he entered 
the sales ring, taking top hon¬ 
ors in a class of 23 state-bred 
colts and geldings at the 2003 
Maryland Horse Breeders 


Association's Yearling Show 
judged by Barclay Tagg. 

His dam, Vee Vee Star, 
raced for Ridgely, finishing 
third in a pair of stakes—the 
Black-Eyed Susan-G2 and 
Caesar's Wish—while victori¬ 
ous in two of 10 starts. 

Declan's Moon was Vee 
Vee Star's second foal. Since 
his birth she has produced 
the 3-year-old Dave's Jet (by 
Unbridled Jet), who brought 
a final bid of $70,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale; and the 
2-year-old colt Ron's Partner 
(by Partner's Hero). She was 
barren for 2005. In an attempt 
to recapture the magic, Vee 
Vee Star was bred to Malibu 
Moon for this year. 

Declan's Moon never re¬ 
turned to the races in 2005. 
After he recovered from sur¬ 
gery, he eventually resumed 
training, but was relegated 
to the sidelines for a second 
time when a nuclear scan per¬ 
formed this past fall showed 
some weakening in the can¬ 
non bone of the same leg. 

With luck—something 
sorely lacking for him in the 
past year—Declan's Moon 
will establish himself among 
the leaders of the handicap di¬ 
vision this season. ^

A. hot commodity in the 
sales ring who evolved into 
a star on the race track, Mad¬ 
dalena blazed to a pair of 
added-money wins in 2005, 
dominating Gulfstream Park's 
Grade 3 Old Hat Stakes by 
seven and a quarter lengths, 
while also triumphing in Dela¬ 
ware Park's Legal Light Stakes 
over a sloppy strip. Addition¬ 
ally, she posted three gutsy 
runner-up efforts: in Belmont 
Park's Grade 1 Prioress Stakes; 
in Laurel Park's Grade 3 Safe¬ 
ly Kept Breeders' Cup Stakes; 
and in Saratoga's Victory Ride 
Stakes. 

Maddalena earned $223,100 
in nine 2005 starts, all at dis¬ 
tances of six to seven furlongs 


while racing on—or close to— 
the lead. Add in the money 
she made as a 2-year-old, 
and Maddalena accumulated 
$245,420 through the end of 
2005. While that's undeniably 
a nice sum, she is still working 
on paying for herself, given 
that owners Michael B. Tabor 
and Derrick Smith, via super 
agent Demi O'Byrne, plunked 
down $425,000 to purchase her 
from the Fasig-Tipton Florida 
Select 2-Year-Olds in Training 
sale in February 2004. At the 
time, her value was in rapid 
ascent. The previous Septem¬ 
ber, Billy Badgett bought her 
for $60,000 from the consign¬ 
ment of Summer Wind Farm, 
agent, for breeder Alan Hil- 





















burg, at the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale at Timonium. 

Maddalena wound up in 
high-powered hands: Tabor 
and Smith command a far- 
flung international stable that 
includes recent top U.S.-based 
runners Bandini, Lion Heart 
and Pomeroy, among many 
others; meanwhile, her trainer. 


Todd Pletcher, has been hon¬ 
ored with an Eclipse Award 
as the nation's leading condi¬ 
tioner in each of the past two 
years. 

Two Foxie, Maddalena's 
dam, has lived a somewhat 
peripatetic existence as a 
broodmare. After enjoying 
modest success as a race horse, 
she was purchased as a brood¬ 


mare by Jerry and Laurie Cal¬ 
houn of Summer Wind. Two 
Foxie produced a pair of foals 
for the couple, who then sold 
her to northern Virginia busi¬ 
nessman Alan Hilburg—his 
lone broodmare. Two Foxie 
produced two foals for Hil¬ 
burg, including Maddalena, 
before being sold in 2004 to 
partners Ned Williams and 


Mike Matese, who board her 
at Summer Wind. 

Although Two Foxie was 
barren for 2005, she was bred 
to Cuvee for 2006—no doubt 
in an effort to reproduce Mad¬ 
dalena's blistering speed. Both 
Maddalena's sire. Good and 
Tough, and Cuvee are sons of 
Carson City.

1 was shocked." So said 
longtime Maryland horse¬ 
woman Sue Quick not long 
after Silmaril, who campaigns 
as a homebred for Quick, her 
husband Stephen, and Towson 
(Md.) radiologist Christopher 
Feifarek, crossed the finish 
line three-quarters of a length 
in front of 2004 champion 3- 
y ear-old filly Asha do in the 
Pimlico Breeders' Cup Distaff 
Handicap-G3 this past May. "I 
didn't think she had a shot to 
beat Ashado," said Quick. 

Few people did. That day 
only three rivals, including Sil¬ 
maril, could be coaxed to face 
Ashado, who would go on to 
win the 2005 Eclipse Award as 
the nation's best older female. 
But Silmaril, trained by Chris 
Grove, relished Pimlico's slop¬ 
py main track for the Pimlico 


Breeders' Cup Distaff, clos¬ 
ing from just off the pace un¬ 
der jockey Ryan Fogelsonger 
to pass Ashado through the 
stretch. That score capped a 
4-year-old campaign that also 
saw Silmaril win Laurel Park's 
Nellie Morse Stakes in January 
and Pimlico's Northview Stal¬ 
lion Station Stakes in April, 
not forgetting a strong third 
in Laurel's Grade 2 Barbara 
Fritchie Handicap in February 
and a close fourth in Aque¬ 
duct's Grade 2 Distaff Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Handicap in March. 

Foaled at the Quicks' St. 
Omer's Farm in Forest Hill, 
Silmaril has won a total of six 
stakes and $408,410. From the 
first crop of Diamond, she is 
the fifth foal and initial stakes 
winner for her dam, Katte¬ 
buck. "You wouldn't have 


picked her [Silmaril] out of 
a crowd," Sue Quick noted. 
"She was always well-be¬ 
haved, and she's the kind that 
never does anything wrong." 

The same could be said for 
Silmaril's granddam Katte¬ 
gat's Pride, a three-time Mary- 
land-bred champion in the 
mid-1980s who was the first 
race horse bred by the Quicks. 

As of the end of January, 
Silmaril's half-brother Our 


Rey (by Our Emblem), also 
owned by Quick and Feifarek, 
had raced twice unsuccess¬ 
fully in maiden special wight 
company. Meanwhile, her full 
sister is now a yearling, and 
Kattebuck is due to foal in 
2006 to Not For Love. 

Following a three-month 
rest, Silmaril returned to train¬ 
ing in early January, with high 
hopes for a successful 2006 
campaign. ^

Saay Mi Name brings 
back memories of the days 
when Thoroughbreds routine¬ 
ly went to the post 15—or 20 
or 25 times—a year. The flinty 
Not For Love gelding started 


15 times in 2005—at seven dif¬ 
ferent race tracks—appearing 
at least once in each month ex¬ 
cept June. Equally impressive, 
he won five races (three in 
stakes company), with three 


seconds and two thirds, while 
earning $258,222, running 
from five and a half furlongs 
to one mile. A sprinter, cer¬ 
tainly, but with a marathoner's 
sensibility. 

Owned and trained by 
Wayne Bailey, who co-bred the 
gelding with his father-in-law. 
Urban Deiter, Saay Mi Name 
opened the year in January 
with a third-place finish in a 
six-furlong allowance at Phila¬ 
delphia Park, and concluded 
it in December with a third- 
place finish (beaten a neck for 
first) in Aqueduct's six-furlong 


Gravesend Handicap-G3. In 
between he snagged Colonial 
Downs's Chesapeake Stakes, 
Delaware Park's Hockessin 
Stakes and, most notably, the 
Maryland Million Sprint, in 
which he defeated 2005 Mary- 
land-bred Horse of the Year 
Cherokee's Boy. 

Saay Mi Name represents 
a payoff of sorts for Bailey's 
extraordinary patience and 
perseverance in the face of re¬ 
lentless adversity. In the 1980s, 
Bailey purchased a mare 
named Wuxi, who, despite 
a club foot, raced 16 times. 











winning twice, but ultimately 
was barred from the track 
for repeatedly refusing at the 
starting gate. Retired, Wuxi 
had only one foal. Miss Flutie 
Brown, before dying in 1990. 


The bad luck continued. 
Miss Flutie Brown never 
raced, injuring a sesamoid just 
before her scheduled debut. 
The situation worsened. Only 
one of Miss Flutie Brown's 


first three foals made it to the 
races, winning a lone race in 
four starts over two seasons. 

Finally, along came Saay Mi 
Name, who, in keeping with 
Bailey's conditioning philoso¬ 


phy, made his first start at 4. 
"If you breed them and want 
them around," he explained, 
"you'd better wait until late in 
their 3-year-old year or 4-year- 
old year [to begin racing]." 

Saay Mi Name won four of 
19 starts as a 4-year-old, earn¬ 
ing just shy of $100,000, and, 
in the process, helping to as¬ 
suage the setbacks and disap¬ 
pointments Bailey has experi¬ 
enced as a breeder. After Saay 
Mi Name, Miss Flutie Brown 
produced only one more foal. 
Miss Leetie Brown (a foal of 
2001 by Larrupin'), before she 
fractured a leg and was eu¬ 
thanized. Through early Janu¬ 
ary of this year. Miss Leetie 
Brown has struggled to break 
her maiden. 

Thanks in part to Saay Mi 
Name, Bailey has remained 
resilient. "Sometimes I won¬ 
dered what we were doing, 
sure," he admitted. "I believed 
in the breeding." **

Ajthough she did not ex¬ 
actly burst on the racing scene 
from obscurity. Love Match 
had carved out only a modest¬ 
ly successful career before her 
brilliant frontrunning victory 
in front of a national television 
audience in the Matchmaker 
Stakes-G3, on Monmouth 
Park's Haskell Invitational 
undercard. Prior to her Match¬ 
maker triumph, the 6-year- 
old daughter of Partner's 
Hero had won four races in 13 
starts, two apiece on the grass 
and the dirt, while competing 
in stakes, allowance and op¬ 
tional claiming company. 

Owned and bred by Hare 
Forest Farm—the Orange, 
Va.-based nom de stable of 
Anne Poulson, the vice-chair- 
person of the Virginia Racing 
Commission, and her hus¬ 
band, Richard—Love Match 
had flirted with high-level 
achievement in the past, no¬ 
tably when she finished third 
in the 2004 Maryland Million 
Ladies Stakes. But she blos¬ 
somed in 2005—first for Mary¬ 
land trainer Rodney Jenkins, 
then for New York-based John 
Kimmel—culminating in the 
Matchmaker score, her initial 
stakes tally. 


For the year she won two 
of five starts, earning $125,286, 
a substantial portion of her to¬ 
tal bankroll of $188,966. With 
her Matchmaker victory. Love 
Match also collected a breed¬ 
ing season to Kentucky stal¬ 
lion Northern Afleet, sire of 
2005 Preakness and Belmont 
Stakes winner Afleet Alex. 

The first race horse owned 
by Richard Poulson, For Love 
Alone (Love Match's dam) 
raced only twice, winning 
once, before retiring to produce 
11 named foals. Before the ar¬ 
rival of Love Match, her best 
runners were Love That Mag¬ 
ic, a 1993 gelding who won 19 
races in 69 starts, including the 
James River Stakes; and the 
1998 gelding Pinky Pizwaan- 
ski, who placed in the Cliff 
Hanger and Find Handicaps. 

Pensioned after she pro¬ 
duced Love Match, For Love 
Alone was euthanized this 
past year. Perhaps Love Match 
can carry on; retired, she's 
booked to Smarty Jones for 
2006. Meanwhile, the Poulsons 
used the Northern Afleet sea¬ 
son from the Matchmaker for 
another of their broodmares.

A. career change seemed 
in order. After five 2004 starts 
on the flat—four on the turf, 
one on the dirt—Guelph had 
failed to hit the board, earning 
a paltry $1,680 just for show¬ 
ing up. Her pedigree suggest¬ 
ed that, perhaps, jumping 
might prove more lucrative. 
After all, she was out of Distant 
Drumroll, whose full brother 
Brigade of Guards won seven 
jump races, earning more than 
$200,000 for Guelph's co-own- 
er Betty Merck. 

Guelph debuted over 
hurdles in a $15,000 maiden 
claimer at Atlantic City this 
past May, rallying to win 
by two and three-quarters 
lengths. Bingo. In her next 
start she finished third behind 
a pair of hurdle stakes win¬ 
ners in the Valentine Memo¬ 
rial Hurdle Stakes, and then 
snared a trio of victories in 
filly/mare events, enabling 
her to claim both the National 
Steeplechase Association's 
(NSA) filly/mare title and 


novice title, banking $87,000 
for the season. 

Named for Merck's home¬ 
town in Ontario, Canada, 
Guelph rattled off consecutive 
wins for The Fields Stable 
(Merck and her son Laddie) in 
the $50,000 Peapack Hurdle 
Stakes-NSA3 at Far Hills in 
October, the $50,000 Crown 
Royal Hurdle Stakes-NSA3 at 
Callaway Gardens (by I8V2 
lengths) in early November 
and the $30,000 Sport of 
Queens Filly and Mare Hurdle 
Stakes at Camden in late No¬ 
vember. 

"She jumps as good as any¬ 
thing we've ever had," her 
trainer, Tom Voss, told Steeple¬ 
chase Times. "She ran on soft 
ground, she ran the wrong 
way [a right-handed course 
at Callaway Gardens], she 
ran on hard ground, and they 
couldn't catch her."

up muddy on the morning of 
Laurel Park's $75,000 Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Filly Champion¬ 
ship Stakes on December 26, 
Dale Capuano, trainer of the 
undefeated (4-for-4 at the 
time) Celestial Legend, de¬ 
cided to scratch the 7-5 morn¬ 
ing-line favorite. Trainer John 
Boniface also declared his filly. 
Pick Up the Tempo, leaving 
only five runners for the mile 
stakes for Maryland-bred 2- 
year-old fillies. 

The defection of Celestial 
Legend induced bettors to 
make Runnin Cardinal Stable 
and C.E. Glasscock's Some- 
thinaboutbetty, trained by 


Todd Pletcher, the 7-10 choice. 
She confirmed their confi¬ 
dence, taking the lead by a 
head after a quarter-mile, re¬ 
pulsing challenges from Dress 
Grey and second choice Keep 
On Talking down the back- 
stretch and through the turn, 
and then gradually drawing 
away from her rivals through 
the stretch to win by two and 
a half lengths in 1:41.04 over a 
surface rated "good." 

A fast-closing Don't Tell 
Susan nabbed second place by 
a neck from Keep On Talking, 
who held a head advantage 
over Dress Grey. A thoroughly 
exhausted Who Was complet¬ 
ed the order of finish. 

While convincing, Some- 
thinaboutbetty's victory 
was not exactly artful. The 
filly switched to her left lead 
through the stretch, a situation 
jockey Mike Luzzi dealt with 
quickly. "I hit her once to get 
her back on her right lead," 
the rider noted after the race. 
"She did duck out a little bit 
from the whip." 

Similar antics—and some 
persistent racing misfortune— 
dogged Somethinaboutbetty's 
four efforts prior to the Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Filly Champi¬ 
onship, including her debut 
at Saratoga in late July, when 
she "veered out," according to 



Daily Racing Form , while fin¬ 
ishing a distant second to the 
talented India (also trained by 
Pletcher). Encouraged by that 
performance, Steve Margolis, 
Somethinaboutbetty's trainer 
at the time, sent her to River 
Downs in early September for 
the $100,000 Bassinet Stakes, 
in which she was "pinched 
back," eventually tiring to be 
fifth. Almost six weeks later 
she finished second, beaten 
a length and a quarter, in a 
maiden special weight at 
Keeneland, an eventful race 
that saw her bumped leaving 
the gate, and then running 
somewhat erratically through 
the stretch. 

Switched to Pletcher's barn 
for her next start, a mid-No¬ 
vember maiden special weight 
at Aqueduct, Somethinabout- 
betty responded with a front¬ 
running, two-length victory, 
despite stumbling out of the 
gate. Her Maryland Juvenile 
Filly Championship triumph 
came six weeks later. 

"It was another learning 
experience for her," observed 
Pletcher's assistant Seth Ben- 
zel, who saddled Somethin- 
aboutbetty at Laurel. "It was 
a good experience that hope¬ 
fully we'll be able to use in 
the final part [of a race] a little 
more. We'll go to the whip, 
and she'll learn a little bit of 
the whole game. This filly has 
shown natural speed, so we 
didn't want to take that away 
from her. It worked out in the 
end. She gives us the impres¬ 
sion of a horse that will im¬ 
prove with distance, as she 
has since July. Each race you 
hope she learns a little bit and 
progresses to the next level." 

Bred by Glade Valley Farms 
Inc. (a partnership of peren¬ 
nially successful Maryland- 
based owner/breeders How¬ 
ard and Sondra Bender, 
various Bender family mem¬ 
bers and others), Somethin- 
aboutbetty (by Forestry) is the 
second stakes winner for her 
dam, the 14-year-old Here 
Comes Betty, a daughter of 
Cox's Ridge—Betty Lobelia, 
by Assert (Ire), whom the 
Benders purchased as a brood¬ 
mare for $70,000 (in foal to 
Gilded Time) at the 1997 
Keeneland November sale. 


Here Comes Betty raced only 
three times, all as a juvenile, 
without hitting the board. Her 
first foal, the 1996 filly Petunia 
(by Lil E. Tee), took the Tippett 
Stakes at Colonial Downs as a 
2-year-old, and won Delaware 
Park's Blessing Angelica 
Stakes at 3, while placing in 
several other added-money 
events, notably Laurel's Seli- 
ma Stakes and Meadowlands's 
Boiling Springs Breeders' Cup 
Handicap, both Grade 3. 

Glade Valley sold Some- 
thinaboutbetty at Fasig-Tip- 
ton's Saratoga Yearling sale in 
August 2004 for $180,000, and 
the next year she was resold 
at the Fasig-Tipton Florida Se¬ 
lected Two-Year-Olds in Train¬ 
ing sale at Calder for $300,000 
to the partnership of Runnin 
Cardinal Stable (the nom de 
racing of legendary men's col¬ 
lege basketball coach Rick Pi- 
tino) and Glasscock. 

This past year Glade Val¬ 
ley sold Here Comes Betty's 
2004 foal by Johannesburg 
at the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale for $65,000. Here 
Comes Betty was barren to the 
cover of Hennessy for 2005 but 
is expected to foal this season 
to Not For Love. "She's due, 
unfortunately, pretty late—on 
the 22nd of May," reported 
Larry Murray, who trains for 
Howard and Sondra Bender 
and also oversees the couple's 
breeding operation, as well 
as that of Glade Valley. "If all 
goes well, we'll breed her back 
to Not For Love."

December 31, Harry and Tom 
Meyerhoff's Vegas Play dem¬ 
onstrated that while a rail- 
hugging trip indisputably 
makes for the shortest distance 
to the finish line, it does not al¬ 
ways provide the path of least 
resistance. Ridden by Richard 
Monterrey in the mile stakes 
for Maryland-bred 2-year- 
olds, third-choice (7.20-1) Ve¬ 
gas Play settled in sixth place 
down the backstretch in the 
nine-horse field, content to al¬ 
low Travelin Leroy, the 3-5 fa¬ 
vorite, to control the pace in 
fractions of :24.08, :48.12 and 
1:14.06. The frontrunner main¬ 
tained a length advantage 
over I Dot through six fur¬ 
longs, with second choice 
Creve Coeur stalking in third. 

Monterrey steered Vegas 
Play to the rail through the 
turn, picking off foes in the 
process, and the pair gradual¬ 
ly closed in on the trio of lead¬ 
ers. But a traffic jam ensued in 
midstretch, causing Monter¬ 
rey to steady his mount, who 
bounced off the inner rail be¬ 
fore recovering adroitly to 
move to a path outside tiring 
rivals and ultimately prevail 
by a half-length over a deter¬ 
mined Creve Coeur. Travelin 
Leroy hung on to finish third, 
another length and three- 
quarters back, followed by 
Rhythmn Master, Sierra Quo¬ 
rum, Sound Moon, Take Com¬ 
mand, Adopted Arrival and I 
Dot. Final time was 1:40.94. 


"I thought he was through 
there at the eighth pole," Vegas 
Play's trainer, Grover (Bud) 
Delp, noted. "It looked like 
he had room, but they kind of 
closed it up on him. Richard 
had to check, and fortunately 
for us, we had enough horse 
to come on and still get the 
money." 

Fortunate, indeed. "I got 
into trouble," Monterrey ad¬ 
mitted, "and I just tried to do 
my best to make it clear and 
try to win the race. He did ev¬ 
erything right. He was much 
the best." 

Vegas Play (Exploit—Pow¬ 
er Play, by Fast Play) entered 
the Maryland Juvenile Cham¬ 
pionship with a win, two sec¬ 
onds and a third in five career 
starts. That victory occurred 
in a one-mile maiden special 
weight race on the turf at Co¬ 
lonial Downs in August. Per¬ 
haps more impressively, he 
finished third, beaten nearly 
10 lengths, in Delaware Park's 
Whirling Ash Stakes at a mile 
on the main track in mid-Sep¬ 
tember. A little over a month 
later, Vegas Play returned to 
grab second in a high-priced 
Delaware allowance at a mile 
and 70 yards, before throwing 
in a clunker in mid-November 
in the $125,000 Laurel Futurity 
at a mile and a sixteenth on the 
grass. The Maryland Juvenile 
Championship brought a hap¬ 
pier result. 

The Nancy M. Leonard 
Living Trust bred Vegas Play, 


whom the Meyerhoffs—father 
Harry and son Tom, owners, 
with Harry's wife, Teresa, of 
1980 Horse of the Year Spec¬ 
tacular Bid, also trained by 
Delp—purchased for $40,000 
at the 2004 Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber Yearling sale. The colt's 
dam, 14-year-old Power Play 
(Fast Play—Spinnaker Sal, by 
Fast Hilarious), sparkled dur¬ 
ing five seasons as a race horse 
for Nancy Leonard and her 
husband. Dr. Robert Leonard, 
winning eight of 27 starts, in¬ 
cluding the Grade 3 Delaware 
Handicap in 1997 as a 5-year- 
old, while taking that same 
year's Legendra Handicap at 
Colonial. Power Play placed in 
10 other added-money events, 
notably the Grade 1 John A. 
Morris Handicap at Saratoga, 
and earned $469,176. 

"She's [Power Play] about 
the fifth consecutive genera¬ 


tion in that family that we've 
bred and owned," noted Dr. 
Leonard. 

To date, all three of her foals 
to make it to the races have 
won. And while Vegas Play is 
Power Play's first stakes win¬ 
ner, her 2000 filly Skipper's 
Mate (by Skip Away) finished 
third in Monmouth Park's 
Colleen Stakes as a 2-year-old, 
and Glory Lane, her 2001 filly 
by Unbridled's Song, had won 
three of five starts through the 
end of 2005. 

Barren in 2004, Power Play 
foaled an El Corredor filly 
who was sold for $77,000 as 
a weanling at Keeneland's 
2005 November Breeding 
Stock sale. Due this spring to 
the cover of Dixie Union, her 
plans for a 2006 match, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Leonard, remain in¬ 
definite.

Benjamin H. Griswold III, 
noted amateur rider, 
dies at 94 



Benjamin H. Griswold 
III, a noted amateur steeple¬ 
chase rider and longtime se¬ 
nior partner in his family's 
investment firm, Alex. Brown 
& Sons, died January 14. He 
was 94. 

Mr. Griswold, also a high¬ 
ly distinguished World War 
II veteran, competed in five 
runnings of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup between 1936 and 
1950, his best result being a 
fourth-place finish in 1948 
aboard Stuart Janney's Dusky 
Stranger. He and his wife, the 
former Leith Symington, also 
owned a number of accom¬ 
plished jumpers, including 
Ballybranogue (winner of the 


1989 Grand National at But¬ 
ler), The Hard Word and No 
Triskadekafobia. 

A native of Baltimore, Mr. 
Griswold was a direct descen¬ 
dant (through his great-great- 
great grandmother Bessie 
Brown) of the original Alex¬ 
ander Brown. Mr. Brown came 
in 1800 from Ireland to Balti¬ 
more, where he founded and 
built a flourishing merchant 
banking business. Mr. Brown 
was a leader in the develop¬ 
ment of the city of Baltimore 
and a principal founder of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 
When he died in 1834, he was 
one of the wealthiest men in 
the country. 

Mr. Griswold, only 34 when 
upon the death of his father he 
became Alex. Brown's senior 
partner, oversaw a period of 
tremendous growth for the 
company; during his tenure, 
the firm was converted from 
a partnership to a corporation. 
Mr. Griswold retired in 1979. 


A graduate of Gilman 
School and Princeton Univer¬ 
sity, Mr. Griswold was award¬ 
ed the Legion of Merit, a Gold 
Star in lieu of a second Legion 
of Merit, the Croix de Guerre 
and British Distinguished Ser¬ 
vice Cross as a Naval officer 
during the war. He rose to the 
rank of lieutenant commander 
and was stationed in north¬ 
ern Africa, where he helped 
to plan and stage amphibious 
landings at Casablanca, Mo¬ 
rocco, and in Italy and south¬ 
ern France. 

Mr. Griswold remained an 
avid rider and continued to 
foxhunt until he was nearly 
70. 

Survived by his wife of 
nearly 70 years, he was the 
father of Maryland horsemen 
and longtime amateur riders 
Benjamin H. Griswold IV and 
Jack Symington Griswold, and 
steeplechase owner/trainer 
Nancy Griswold Knox. ^

Newjersey breeders benefit 
from out-of-state awards 


T he Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association 
of New Jersey distributed $428,754 to 
breeders whose horses competed in races 
run outside of New Jersey in 2005. 

"The loss of racing days from a full year to 
what is now six months of racing means a loss of 
opportunities to win breeder’s awards,” said Mike 
Campbell, the TBANJ’s executive director. "The 
out-of-state program extends the racing season to 
10 months, and that provides an increase in racing 
opportunities and more opportunities for Newjersey 
breeders to earn awards.” 

"These awards will help revitalize the Newjersey 
Thoroughbred breeding industry,” added TBANJ 


president Michael Harrison, "and preserve the many 
acres of farmland and open space it [the breeding 
industry] supports.” 

Awards are distributed to registered New Jersey- 
bred horses who earn portions of purses in races held 
at an out-of-state track; the race must be conducted 
at least 30 days before the start of New Jersey’s first 
Thoroughbred meet of the calendar year or 30 days 
after the conclusion of the state’s last Thoroughbred 
meet of the calendar year. No awards are distributed 
for out-of-state races run when live racing is 
conducted in Newjersey.

from the board 


T he North Carolina Thoroughbred As¬ 
sociation (NCTA) is deeply saddened 
by the passing of member Virginia Moss, 
who died, at age 96, on January 13 at her 
home in Southern Pines. 

Mrs. Moss was an asset to the state’s 
horse community and a strong, support¬ 
ive member of the NCTA since it was es¬ 
tablished in 1978. She will be greatly 
missed. 

Virginia (Ginny) Walthour was born 
on October 7,1909, in Savannah, Ga., the 
daughter of the late Helen Millward Buck- 
man and Henry Clayton Walthour. Her 
career with horses started during the De¬ 
pression. Along with her sister Sarah, Vir¬ 
ginia opened a riding school in Savannah. 
In the summer they transported the en¬ 
tire operation to Blowing Rock, N.C. It 
was there that she met her future hus¬ 
band, Ozell (Pappy) Moss. They were mar¬ 
ried on July 30,1934, and the couple ran 
a livery stable at the corner of Connecti¬ 
cut Avenue and Broad Street in Southern 
Pines. 


In 1938 the pair bought 92 acres and 
established Mile-Away Farm; they farmed, 
raised horses and hunted the hounds. 
Mrs. Moss had been a Master of the Moore 
County Hounds since 1969. 

The Mosses established the Walthour- 
Moss Foundation, an environmental pre¬ 
serve of longleaf pine forest just outside 
Southern Pines, in 1978, with Mrs. Moss 
serving as the organization’s president. 
Mrs. Moss originally donated more than 
1,800 acres of woodland to the founda¬ 
tion, which over the years has grown to 
encompass approximately 4,000 acres. 

The property serves as a habitat for the 
endangered red-cockaded woodpecker 
and rare fox squirrels, as well as for deer, 
raccoons, opossums and other wildlife. 
The foundation functions as a steward for 
the forest, sanctioning equestrian use of 
the land. (Visit http://www.walthour- 
moss.com for more information.) 

Mrs. Moss received many recognitions 
and honors, including 1987 Horseman of 
the Year; the 1983 Silver Horn Trophy 


from the Masters of Fox Hounds Associa¬ 
tion; and the Order of the Longleaf Pine, 
the state’s highest civilian award, be¬ 
stowed by the governor. Additionally, she 
was inducted into the Hunter Jumper 
Hall of Fame in 1991. 

The NCTA extends its deepest condo¬ 
lences to her family. 

Survivors include her nieces and 
nephews Henry Tayloe Compton, King 
Clark Jr., Willene Buckman Clark, Clay¬ 
ton Compton Tobias, Virginia Compton 
Thomasson, Gustave Phil Clark, Monica 
Clark Sullivan, Cameron Compton Slade, 
Tayloe Bond Compton and Helen Clark 
Iocovozzi.

Brown elected 
commission 
chairman 

M ark Brown was elected 
chairman of the Virginia 
Racing Commission at its 
January meeting, replacing Anne 
D.W. Poulson, who was elected 
vice-chairman. Browns roots in 
Virginias racing industry run 
deep, as his father, William S. 
Brown, is a member of harness 
racings Hall of Fame. 

Raised in Lexington, Ky., 
Brown, 46, has been in the horse 
business for 35 years. He breeds 
and raises Standardbreds and 
Thoroughbreds at his 272-acre 
Saddle Creek Farm in Palmyra. 
He was appointed to the com¬ 
mission by former Governor 
Mark Warner in January 2004. 

Brown was recommended to 
Warner by the state’s Standardbred 
horsemen, who believed they 
didn’t have sufficient representa¬ 
tion on the commission in a 
state historically dominated by 
Thoroughbred interests. Brown 
most recently has served as the 
chairman of the commissions 
Standardbred Blue Ribbon Task 
Force, which drew up a report 
describing the state of harness 
racing in the Commonwealth. 


H elen (Penny) Chenery, 
whose charm and enthu¬ 
siasm as the owner of Virginia- 
bred 1973 Triple Crown winner 
Secretariat earned her the unoffi¬ 
cial title of “First Lady of Racing,” 
was recently honored with an 
Eclipse Award of Merit for a life¬ 
time of outstanding achievement 
in Thoroughbred racing. 

“I am just tickled to win this 
award,” said Chenery. “Eve had a 
wonderful time in racing, with 
the fans, my peers, and, of course, 
the horses.” 

In 1973 the Secretariat phe¬ 
nomenon was one of the biggest 
sports and news stories of the 
year, as “Big Red” of Meadow 
Stable became the first Triple 
Crown winner in 25 years. 

Throughout the campaign, 
Chenery, who took over the 
Meadow operation for her ailing 
father, Christopher T. Chenery, 
embodied grace and elegance 
in the spotlight. Secretariats 31- 
length victory in the Belmont 
Stakes is forever intertwined 
with the image of Chenery, arms 
held high in triumph. Meadow 
Stable also won two of the three 
Triple Crown races in 1972 when 


its Riva Ridge captured the 
Kentucky Derby and Belmont 
Stakes. 

In the 33 years since Secre¬ 
tariat’s Triple Crown, Chenery 
has been widely recognized as 
racing’s goodwill ambassador 
throughout the world. She also 
became extremely active in Thor¬ 
oughbred causes and foundations. 
Chenery served as president of 
the Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association from 1976 


to 1984. She was also presi¬ 
dent of the Grayson Foundation 
for equine research in 1985 and 
1986, and was elected to mem¬ 
bership in The Jockey Club in 
1983. 

Chenery has also been a lead¬ 
ing advocate for the health and 
welfare of retired Thoroughbreds 
and was a driving force in the 
formation of the Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation (TRF) 
25 years ago. 


Virginia horse owners to vote in referendum 


T his spring all Virginia horse 
owners over the age of 18 
will have the opportunity to cer¬ 
tify their eligibility and then to 
vote in a referendum on an assess¬ 
ment on manufactured equine 
feed. The purpose of the referen¬ 
dum, which is authorized by the 
board of the Virginia Department 
of Agriculture and Consumer 


Services (VDACS), is to deter¬ 
mine if horse owners approve the 
collection of an assessment of $3 
per ton or $0,075 per 50-pound 
bag on manufactured equine feed 
sold—or imported for sale—in 
Virginia. It is estimated that such 
an assessment will cost consumers 
$3 per horse per year. 


Funds collected from the 
assessment will be remitted to 
VDACS and used by the Virginia 
Horse Industry Board (VHIB) 
to conduct programs in market 
development, education, public¬ 
ity, research and promotion of 
Virginia’s equine industry. 

To be eligible to vote in the 
referendum, horse owners must 


file a notarized official affidavit 
with the director of VDACS s 
Division of Marketing by 5 p.m. 
on April 14, 2006. The affidavit 
form is available on the VDACS 
Web site at www.vdacs.virginia. 
gov, or by calling (804) 786-3952. 
Horse owners may also pick up 
the forms at VDACS s central 
office, located at 102 Governor 
St. in Richmond. 

VDACS will mail ballots to 
certified horse owners on April 
28, 2006.

oughbred Program (DCTP). 

The Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program 
(DCTP) 

1) Proactively supports the 
economic development intent of 
the Horse Racing Redevelopment 
Act of 1994. 

2) Provides a purse enhance¬ 
ment incentive for horsemen at 
Delaware Park who certify or 
own Delaware Certified Thor¬ 
oughbred horses. 

3) Increases the number of 
horses in each race. 

4) Contributes to the long¬ 
term economic prosperity of 
Delaware agriculture and encour¬ 
ages preservation of Delaware 
farm land. 

What is a Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred? 

A Thoroughbred horse who 
spends a minimum of 90 days 
on a Delaware farm or training 
facility prior to March 31 of his 
2-year-old year and races at Dela¬ 
ware Park. 


How is a Delaware 
Thoroughbred Certified? 

The certifier or the certifier’s 
authorized agent must complete 
a Delaware Certified Thor¬ 
oughbred application form, avail¬ 
able from the Delaware Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation (DTHA), and submit the 
application to the DTHA with a 
certification fee (to be deter¬ 
mined). Upon completion of the 
three-month Delaware residency 
by the Thoroughbred, the horse 
will be issued a Delaware 
Certified Thoroughbred Certifi¬ 
cate and be eligible for purse 
enhancements at Delaware Park. 

What is the purse 
enhancement under 
the Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program? 

The certifier of the Thor¬ 
oughbred will receive an amount 
equal to 15 percent of the purse 
share if the Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred finished first, sec¬ 
ond or third in any race, including 
stakes races, during the Delaware 
Park meet. 

The owner of a Delaware 
Certified Thoroughbred will 
receive an amount equal to 15 
percent of the purse share if the 
Delaware Certified Thorough¬ 
bred finishes first, second, or 
third in any race, including stakes 
races, during the Delaware Park 
meet. 

Delaware Certified Thorough¬ 
bred horses will be identified in 
Delaware Park’s racing programs 
so that owners and trainers will 
be aware of the enhanced poten¬ 
tial earnings of the DCTP.

T he Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association (MHBA) 
has been the leading horse 
industry advocate in the state 
since its founding in 1929. It 
functions as an informational 
resource for horse breeders 
and owners, for the media, for 
national, community and gov¬ 
ernmental organizations and for 
the general public. 

As a service organization, the 
MHBA provides industry infor¬ 


mation, educational opportuni¬ 
ties and legislative representation 
to its nearly 1,000 members, who 
include breeders, owners, train¬ 
ers and horse enthusiasts of all 
kinds. The MHBA publishes a 
monthly newsletter, as well as 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred maga¬ 
zine. 

The MHBA helped inno¬ 
vate, and now administers, sev¬ 
eral state-oriented incentive pro¬ 
grams. Both the Maryland-Bred 


Race Fund, created by statute in 
1962 for Thoroughbreds foaled 
in Maryland, and the Maryland 
Million, chartered in 1985 for 
Thoroughbreds conceived in 
Maryland, were the first pro¬ 
grams of their kind anywhere in

T he Maryland Fund was creat¬ 
ed by the General Assembly 
in 1962. Maryland was the 
first state to develop a legislated 
incentive program to encourage 
the improvement of Thorough¬ 
bred breeding and racing. 

In Maryland, there are seven 
categories through which monies 
from the fund are made avail¬ 
able: 1) purse money for stakes 
races for registered Maryland- 
breds, 2) awards for owners of 
winning registered Maryland- 
breds, 3) awards for breeders 
of winning and stakes-placed 
registered Maryland-breds, 4) 
awards for stallions who sire 
registered Maryland-bred win¬ 
ners and stakes-placed horses, 
5) purse premiums for owners 
of registered Maryland-breds in 
selected unrestricted stakes, 6) 
bonus awards for the highest- 
earning 2 and 3-year-olds shown 
at the annual MHBA yearling 
show and 7) an allocation for 
Maryland Million purses. 


Currendy, the Maryland Fund 
receives slighdy less than 1 per¬ 
cent of the total mutuel handle 
and breakage from Laurel and 
Pimlico (the state’s two major 
tracks), and receives approxi¬ 
mately 1.5 percent of the mutu¬ 
el handle and 5.0 percent of 
the breakage at Timonium (the 
state’s only minor track). 

Of the 55 percent designated 
for purses and owner awards, 
66% percent is allocated to purs¬ 
es and 33% percent is allocated 
to owner awards. The remaining 
45 percent is distributed in the 
form of breeder awards and stal¬ 
lion awards. (Maryland Million 
day’s awards are based upon a 
separate formula.) 

Owner awards are paid to 
the owners of all registered 
Maryland-breds when they win 
any race (including all maiden 
claiming races) other than stakes, 
starter races or claiming races 
in which the winner runs for 


a claiming price of less than 

$ 20 , 000 . 

Breeder and stallion awards 
are paid for the registered 
Maryland-bred who wins any 
race or finishes second, third 
or fourth in any stakes race in 
Maryland. Historically, the breed¬ 
er award has been approximately 
twice the amount of the stallion 
award. In stakes races the award 
is based on the first $100,000 of 
the gross purse. 

In order to earn a breeder 
award, the winning (or stakes- 
placed) horse must be registered 
as a Maryland-bred. In order to 
earn a stallion award, the winning 
(or stakes-placed) horse must be 
registered as a Maryland-bred, 
and the sire must be registered 
with the MHBA, in addition to 
having been standing in Mary¬ 
land at the time the winner was 
conceived. 

The Maryland Fund program 
is administered by the Maryland 


Racing Commission with the 
assistance and advice of the 
Maryland Fund Advisory Com¬ 
mittee chaired by John B. Fran- 
zone, a member of the Maryland 
Racing Commission. Under the 
direction of the commission, 
the actual implementation of 
the fund, including maintaining 
the Maryland-bred registry and 
computing and distributing all 
bonus awards, is performed by 
the MHBA. 

Owner, breeder and stallion 
award percentages are deter¬ 
mined on a bi-annual basis on 
the advice of the Maryland 
Fund Advisory Committee. (For 
Maryland Million day, breeder 
and stallion award percentages 
are determined annually.) Awards 
are distributed at intervals of 
several weeks. 

The stakes program is planned 
on an annual basis and is based 
on projected track handles for 
the coming year. ^ 
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Cherokee’s Boy leads the way 



M aryland-breds of all age 
divisions distinguished 
themselves in graded 
stakes company last season. 

Cherokee’s Boy earned his 
Maryland-bred horse of the year 
and champion older male tides 
the hard way, with a 5-year-old 
campaign that saw him win five 
stakes, including the Salvator 
Mile Handicap-G3, and place in 
three other added-money races 
while racing in Maryland, New 
Jersey, Delaware and West Vir¬ 
ginia. 

Now a two-time Maryland- 
bred champion (having taken 
divisional honors in 2002), the 
Gary Capua no-trained Chero¬ 
kee’s Boy campaigns for the ZWP 
Stable of his breeders Foard 
Wilgis and David Picarello. He 
has earned $969,886 in 40 career 
starts and ranks 16th on the 
list of all-time Maryland-bred 
money-earners. 

Cherokee’s Boy carries on the 
legacy of his sire, Citidancer, 
who was pensioned for this sea¬ 


son following a long and suc¬ 
cessful career at Country Life 
Farm in Bel Air. 

Maryland’s other graded 
stakes winners of 2005 were: 

■ El Viento, who became a 2- 
year-old star in Puerto Rico after 
breeders Charles and Cynthia 
McGinnes sold him for $150,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale. El 
Viento won four of his seven 
starts, including three Grade 1 
races. 

■ Declan’s Moon, the Eclipse 
Award-winning juvenile male 
and Maryland-bred horse of the 
year in 2004, had only one start 
in 2005—but it was a big one. 
The gelding bred by Marylander 
Brice Ridgely won the Santa 
Catalina Stakes-G2 at Santa 
Anita and then was taken out of 
action by a bone chip in his left 
front knee. He earned $120,000 
for that win, boosting his career 
earnings to $627,300 and leaving 
intact his perfect record—now 
five wins from as many starts. 


■ Dixie Talking was also light¬ 
ly raced, making two starts in 
2005 before an injury ended her 
career. The first foal from her 
dam, Gin Talking, who was the 
2000 Maryland-bred horse of 
the year, Dixie Talking won the 
Cicada Stakes-G3 for her breed¬ 
ers Skeedattle Associates (Willie 
White, Lou Rehak and Bob 
Orndorff), fulfilling the poten¬ 
tial she had shown in captur¬ 
ing the 2004 Maryland Juvenile 
Filly Championship Stakes. She 
retired with a lifetime record of 
three wins in four starts and 
earnings of $141,810. 

■ Maddalena, campaigning as a 
3-year-old for owners Derrick 
Smith and Michael Tabor, who 
purchased her for $425,000 at 
the 2004 Fasig-Tipton Florida 
Select 2-Year-Olds in Training 
sale, won two stakes, including 
the Grade 3 Old Hat at Gulf- 
stream Park, and finished second 
in three others, most notably the 
Grade 1 Prioress. Her season’s 
earnings were $223,100. 


■ Gotaghostofachance—bred 
by Dr. Philip J. Torsney, a phy¬ 
sician in Red Bank, N.J., and a 
longtime client of Cynthia and 
Charles McGinnes’s Thornmar 
Farm in Chestertown, Md.— 
starred in the Sport Page Handi- 
cap-G3 on Breeders’ Cup day 
(October 29) at Belmont Park. 
Also among his three starts at 
4 was a second-place finish in 
the Pat O’Brien Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap-G2. His season’s earn¬ 
ings were $220,900. 

■ Silmaril carried the col¬ 
ors of her breeders Steve and 
Sue Quick and Chris Feifarek 
through a stellar 4-year-old cam¬ 
paign that reached its highlight 
with a victory over Ashado 
in the Pimlico Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff Handicap-G3. Silmaril 
also won the Nellie Morse Stakes 
and Northview Stallion Station 
Stakes and finished third in the 
Barbara Fritchie Handicap-G2. 
She earned $193,720 from seven 
starts and boosted her career 
total to $408,410. 

■ Love Match strengthened 
the filly/mare division, captur¬ 
ing Monmouth’s Matchmaker 
Stakes-G3 among her five starts 
for owner Anne Poulson, who 
bred the mare with her husband, 
Richard Poulson. Love Match 
earned $125,286 last season. 

■ Guelph, rising to promi¬ 
nence at age 4, was Maryland’s 
top steeplechase campaigner, 
her three stakes wins includ¬ 
ing the Peapack Hurdle and 
Crown Royal Hurdle, both 
Grade 3 National Steeplechase 
Association-sanctioned events. 
Bred by Mary Voss, whose hus¬ 
band, Tom Voss, is the trainer, 
Guelph is owned by The Fields 
Stable of Betty Merck and her 
son Laddie. 

■ Preemptive Strike, Mary¬ 
land’s champion steeplechaser 
of 2004, added to his resume 
with victories in the Georgia 
Cup Hurdle-NSA2 and Somer¬ 
set Medical Center Steeplechase 
Race for Cancer Awareness 
Stakes-NSA2, plus a third in the 
Carolina Cup-NSA3. The 8- 
year-old gelding bred by Klobia 
Carroll earned $95,000 in three 
starts last season, raising his 
career earnings to $307,634. 

■ Toughkenamon, bred by 
Bonita Farm and Kennard War- 
field Jr., also carried the Mary- 
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land banner in high-class steeple¬ 
chase competition, winning 
the Temple Gwathmey Novice 
Hurdle-NSA2 for Armata Stable 
and trainer Katherine McKenna.

Not For Love ranked as 
Maryland’s leading sire for the 
third consecutive year, narrowly 
edging Louis Quatorze for top 
honors.

Not For Love, a 16-year-old 
son of Mr. Prospector—Dance 
Number, by Northern Dancer, 
standing at Northview Stallion 
Station in Chesapeake City, had 
$4,167,720 in progeny earnings. 
Not For Love had seven stakes 
winners and nine additional 
stakes-placed offspring. 

Louis Quatorze’s offspring 
earned $4,019,920 for the sea¬ 
son. Louis Quatorze was repre¬ 
sented by 10 stakes winners and 
11 stakes-placed runners (includ¬ 
ing those in foreign countries). 


On the juvenile sires lists, 
the 13-year-old son of Sovereign 
Dancer—On to Royalty, by On 
to Glory, was the undisputed 
leader, with 18 winners and prog¬ 
eny earnings of $561,129. Louis 
Quatorze has stood at Murmur 
Farm in Darlington since 2004. 

Five other Maryland sires 
topped the $2 million mark 
in progeny earnings: Allen’s 
Prospect ($3,280,150), Polish 
Numbers ($2,365,430), Two 
Punch ($2,348,240), Citidancer 
($2,045,740) and Partner’s Hero 
($2,003,840). 


Allen’s Prospect, who stood 
17 seasons at Country Life Farm 
in Bel Air until his death in 
September 2003, remains Mary¬ 
land’s leading lifetime sire. He 
was also the leader by number 
of winners (99) and wins (186) 
in 2005. 

Polish Numbers held court 
at Northview Stallion Station, 
until his death in November 
2002; Two Punch and Partner’s 
Hero remain in active stud duty 
at Northview. Citidancer was 
pensioned for this season at 
Country Life, where he made 
his stud career. 

The race for the title of Mary¬ 
land’s freshman sire could hardly 
have been closer, with the deci¬ 
sion coming in the last race at 
Laurel Park on December 31. 

Mojave Moon outfinished 
Disco Rico for the top spot 
when his son Bravemendiebut- 
once crossed the wire first by a 
length and a quarter that day, 
earning $6,840. 

MojaveMoon(l 996,Mr. Pros¬ 
pector—East of the Moon, by 
Private Account), who stands at 
Bonita Farm in Darlington, sired 
runners who earned $170,914, 
ranking him first in Maryland 
and 31st nationally. Right behind 
Mojave Moon in both the state 
and the nation was Disco Rico 
(1997, Citidancer—Round It 
Off, by Apalachee), whose run¬ 
ners earned $165,887. Disco 
Rico stands at Murmur Farm. 

Mojave Moon’s freshman 
crop of 41 horses produced eight 
winners from 25 starters, led by 
Mieszko ($43,990). Disco Rico’s 
crop of 38 foals resulted in four 
winners from 14 starters, headed 
by the stakes-winning fillies Pure 
Disco ($78,155, New Jersey 
Futurity, etc.) and Auntie Millie 
($32,730, Amelia Peabody S). ^

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

N ew Jersey-bred foals are 
placed in two categories, 
which are defined as fol¬ 
lows: 

1. An “accredited” New Jersey- 
bred foal is a horse who is: 

a. Registered with The Jockey 
Club; 

b. Foaled in New Jersey during 
a period in which the mare 
is considered a resident 
New Jersey mare as defined 
in (3) below; and 

c. Registered with the Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders’ Associ¬ 
ation of New Jersey 
(TBANJ) with all applicable 
fees paid. 

2. A “non-accredited” New Jer¬ 
sey-bred foal is a horse who is: 

a. Registered with The Jockey 
Club; 

b. Conceived in New Jersey by 
a New Jersey stallion but not 
foaled in New Jersey; and 

c. Registered with the Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders’ Associ¬ 
ation of New Jersey with all 
applicable fees paid. 


3. A resident New Jersey mare 
is a mare that resides in New 
Jersey continuously from Sep¬ 
tember 1 of the year prior to 
the foaling through the date 
of foaling. A mare purchased 
at public auction subsequent 
to August 17 of the year prior 
to foaling is considered a resi¬ 
dent New Jersey mare pro¬ 
vided that she commences 
residence in New Jersey with¬ 
in two weeks of her purchase 
and continuously resides in 
New Jersey through the date 
of foaling. For the purpose 
of this paragraph, “public 
auction” is defined as an auc¬ 
tion generally regarded as a 
public auction in the Thor¬ 
oughbred horse industry and 
recognized as same by the 
TBANJ. 

Breeders qualify for awards 
when the owner of a mare reg¬ 
isters the foal with the TBANJ. 
The breeder will receive a per¬ 
centage based on what that 
foal earns when finishing first 


through third at a New Jersey 
track in both open and restricted 
New Jersey-bred races. Awards 
will also be distributed to reg¬ 
istered New Jersey-bred horses 
who earn portions of purses in 
races at an out-of-state race track 
held at least 30 days before the 
start of the first Thoroughbred 
meet of the calendar year or 30 
days following the conclusion of 
the last Thoroughbred meet of 
the calendar year at a race track 
in New Jersey. 

Award percentages for breed¬ 
ers: 35 percent* is paid if the 
foal is an “accredited” New 
Jersey-bred foal by a registered 
New Jersey stallion; 25 percent* 
if the foal is an “accredited” 
New Jersey-bred foal by a stal¬ 
lion standing in a state other 
than New Jersey. Award percent¬ 
ages for “non-accredited” New 
Jersey-bred foals will be initially 
established at 20 percent*. 

In order for stallion owners 
to qualify for awards, the owner 
must register the stallion annually 


with the TBANJ. Stallion owners 
will receive an award equal to 10 
percent* of what all foals by said 
stallion earn when racing at a 
New Jersey track. 

Owners of New Jersey-bred 
horses will receive a 30 percent 
award for first, second and third 
place finishes in open company 
during the racing meets. This 
award will be deposited into 
the owner’s account at the race 
tracks at the conclusion of each 
qualifying race. The 30 percent 
award is in addition to the 10 
percent award that is distributed 
by the TBANJ approximately 30 
days after the conclusion of each 
racing meet. In races restricted to 
New Jersey-breds, the owner will 
receive a purse 25 percent greater 
than the purse in a correspond¬ 
ing open race. 

*There is a $5,000 maximum for 
first and $3,000for second or third on 
each award in each race. Total awards 
are based on funds generated annually. 
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Park Avenue Ball 
performs with the best 


P ark Avenue Ball led the 

ranks of New Jersey-bred 
runners in 2005. Cam¬ 
paigning as a 3-year-old home¬ 
bred for the Char-Mari Stable of 
long-prominent New Jersey 
owners Charles and Marianne 
Hesse, Park Avenue Ball cap¬ 
tured the Long Branch Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes-G3 and placed in 
four other added-money events 
(three graded), including the 
Haskell Invitational Handicap- 
G1. 

In seven starts last sea¬ 
son, Park Avenue Ball earned 
$351,000, raising his lifetime 
total to $629,600. The son of 
Citidancer was the top New 
Jersey-bred earner in 2005, and 
his career earnings are the high¬ 
est among last season’s New 
Jersey-bred stakes winners. 

Park Avenue Ball, the 
Hesses’ best homebred to date, 
is a great-grandson of the first 
horse Hesse owned, Southern 
Special (by Specialmante), pur¬ 
chased as a yearling in 1972. His 
dam, Road to the Ball, a 13-year- 
old daughter of Cahill Road, 
produced Park Avenue Ball as 
her second foal while boarded 
at Frances Purdey’s Greenfields 
farm in Colts Neck. 

Joey P., bred and owned 
by John Petrini, also proved 
himself in 2005 graded stakes 
company as a 3-year-old, captur¬ 
ing the Jersey Shore Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes-G3 and two other 
stakes. From the first crop of 
New Jersey stallion Close Up, a 
son of Capote standing at Carlo 
De Thomasi’s C & R Horse 
Farm in Milmay, Joey P. amassed 
$267,509 while winning or plac¬ 
ing in six of his eight starts last 
season. New Jersey’s second- 
highest earner of 2005, he has 
lifetime earnings of $324,749. 

New Jersey’s other graded 
stakes winners were: 

■ American Freedom. Dr. 
Y.J. Kolybabiuk’s classy older 
runner annexed the Red Bank 
Handicap-G3 for his fourth 
career stakes win at the age of 
7. American Freedom, by Mar¬ 
quetry out of 2002 New Jersey 
broodmare of the year Got a 
Cold, was bred by Kolybabiuk 


at his Freedom Acres Farm in 
Moorestown, and boasts career 
earnings of $501,734. 

■ Smart N Classy. The ultra- 
competitive distaffer captured 
the Eatontown Handicap-G3 
and won or placed in five other 
stakes for owner/breeder John 
Bowers as a 5-year-old. New 
Jersey’s fourth-leading earner 
of 2005, with $193,565 earned 
from nine starts, including six 
wins or placings, Smart N Classy 
(Smart Strike—Teenage Queen, 
by Regal Classic) has earned 
$410,609 in 30 career starts. 

New Jersey-bred 2-year-olds 
distinguishing themselves in 
stakes company were: 

■ First Class Guy. Charles and 
Marianne Hesse got their first 
victory in the New Jersey Futurity 
with this colt by Unbridled Jet. 
The win had extra significance 
for the Hesses, as Unbridled 
Jet, a son of Unbridled, had 
raced for the Double H Stable 
of Marianne Hesse and Norma 
Hess. First Class Guy won or 


placed in three of four starts, Continental Mile, and earned 
also counting a second in the $79,383. 


Defrere, a full brother to major sire Dehere, has topped the New Jersey sire 
lists by wide margins since moving to Walnford Stud for the 2003 season. 
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■ Pure Disco. Heroine of 
the fillies division of the New 
Jersey Futurity, Pure Disco 
campaigned as a homebred 
for Patricia Generazio and was 
trained by Frank Generazio. The 
first winner—and stakes win¬ 
ner—from the first crop of her 
sire Disco Rico, Pure Disco 
also placed third in the Sorority 
Stakes. With wins or placings 
in three of her five outings as 
a juvenile, Pure Disco earned 
$78,155. 

Defrere, standing at Joe and 
Karen Jennings’s Walnford Stud 
in Allentown, led the New Jersey 
sires list by a wide margin, his 
offspring accounting for earnings 
of $2,623,940 in 2005. Defrere 


was also the leader by number of 
winners (60) and wins (103). 

A 14-year-old son of Deputy 
Minister out of the Secretariat 
mare Sister Dot, Defrere is a full 
brother to champion and major 
sire Dehere. Defrere stood his 
first season at Walnford in 2003 
after five seasons in Kentucky. 

In 2005, Defrere was rep¬ 
resented by seven stakes win¬ 
ners and three additional stakes- 
placed runners. 

Private Interview (1992, 
Nureyev—Sophisticated Girl, 
by Stop the Music) ranked as 
New Jersey’s leading juvenile 
sire by money won ($105,604). 
Private Interview stands at Sam 
Fieramosea’s Colonial Farms in 
Colts Neck. 


The state’s leading freshman 
sire was Sailor’s Warning, a son 
of Storm Cat—Private Light, 
by Private Account, who stood 
for only one season at Colonial 
Farms before his death in 2002. 
His seven 2005 juvenile starters 
include stakes-placed Highland 
Lass. 

Also making their mark with 
their first crop were Mr. Nugget 
and Deputy Warlock. 

Mr. Nugget (Mr. Prospec¬ 
tor—Korveya, by Riverman) 
stands at Greenfields as the 
property of Dennis Drazin and 
Jayeff B Stable. 

Deputy Warlock (Silver 
Deputy—Date Stone, by Forty 
Niner) holds court at Tee-N-Jay 
Farm in Holmdel. W

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

Pennsylvania Breeding Fund 


T he Pennsylvania Breeding 
Fund program provides 
financial incentives to breed¬ 
ers and owners of Thorough¬ 
bred race horses. Established 
in 1974, this program offers 
monetary awards to breeders, 
stallion owners and owners of 
Pennsylvania-bred horses. 

In 2005, Pennsylvania-breds 
competed in 15 stakes races, with 
purses totaling nearly $800,000, 
in which entries were restricted 
to state-breds. Additionally, purse 
bonuses of up to 40 percent of 
purse share are paid to the own¬ 
ers of Pennsylvania-breds when 
these horses finish first, second 
or third in overnight races. 

PA-bred owner bonuses are 
considered part of the horse’s 
official earnings. This amount 
is combined with the original 
purse share to provide the basis 
for breeder and stallion awards 
earned. 


The Fund is financed by 1 per¬ 
cent of the state’s total Thorough¬ 
bred parimutuel handle ($7.87 
million in 2005). It provides for 
individual award payments, purse 
bonus supplements for PA-bred 
races and expenses incurred by 
the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association for the program’s 
administration. 

By law the PHBA is respon¬ 
sible for administering the breed¬ 
ing fund program for the State 
Horse Racing Commission, and 
maintaining an up-to-date reg¬ 
ister of PA-breds and Pennsyl¬ 
vania stallions. 

All award payments are pro¬ 
cessed at monthly intervals. 
Recipients are notified of their 
pending award usually within 10 
to 15 days after the end of the 
month in which it was earned, 
and receive actual payment with¬ 
in another 45 days. 


To be eligible for breeding 
fund registration, a horse must 
meet just two criteria: 1) the 
foaling requirement, i.e. be born 
in Pennsylvania; 2) for the foal 
crop of 2000 and beyond, a 90- 
day residency requirement. Either 
the foal or its dam must reside in 
Pennsylvania for at least 90 days 
during the year of foaling, and 
mare residency and foal residency 
cannot be combined to satisfy the 
90-day requirement. The 90 days 
do not need to be consecutive, 
but must occur during the year 
of foaling. 

There are two distinctions 
when registering a PA-bred foal: 
those sired by registered Penn¬ 
sylvania stallions and those sired 
by non-registered stallions. 

PA-breds have preferred 
starter status within the condi¬ 
tions in all non-restricted over¬ 
night races. The preference is 


claimed by trainers at the time 
of entry. 

A monetary award is paid 
to the breeder of a registered 
PA-bred whenever that PA-bred 
finishes first, second or third in 
any parimutuel race in the state. 
For Pennsylvania-sired PA-breds, 
it amounts to 30 percent of 
the purse earned, and for non- 
Pennsylvania-sired PA-breds, it is 
20 percent. 

A monetary award is paid 
when a registered PA-bred sired 
by a registered Pennsylvania stal¬ 
lion finishes first, second or third 
in any parimutuel race in the 
state. The sire must have been 
registered with the PHBA during 
the year of the foal’s concep¬ 
tion, and the award—equal to 
10 percent of the purse share 
earned—is paid to the owner of 
the sire at the time of concep¬ 
tion. W 
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Presidentialaffair adds 
chapter to long-running career 



F ormer President Bill Clinton 
and intern Monica Lewinsky 
may have had a relatively 
brief fling, but the apdy named 
gelding Presidentialaffair (by 
Not For Love—Quite Amazing) 
has been a long-running sensa¬ 
tion. 

In seven starts at 6, Presiden¬ 
tialaffair won two stakes and 
finished third in the Pimlico 
Special Handicap-Gl to rank 
as the leading Pennsylvania-bred 
earner last season. His $269,198 
in earnings boosted his career 
total to $765,168. 

Bred by Jeff and Lori Swats- 
worth in the name of their 
Will Run Farm in Litdestown, 
Pa., Presidentialaffair was pro¬ 
duced from a mare by Bear 
Hunt whom the Swatsworths 
purchased privately off the 
race track in 1989 after she 
injured herself in a low-level 
claiming race at Penn National. 
She was the Swatsworths 9 first 
Thoroughbred. 

Sold by the Swatsworths 
for $25,000 at the 2000 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern fall 
yearling sale, Presidentialaffair 
campaigns for owners Edward 
Ciresa and Vincent Papandrea 
and trainer Martin Ciresa. 

Pennsylvania’s other star per¬ 
formers of 2005 included: 

■ Rochester, who—at the 
advanced age of 9—passed the 
million-dollar mark in earnings 
last season while winning or 
placing in four graded stakes for 
breeder George Strawbridge’s 
Augustin Stable and trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard. The high 
point of his campaign was a vic¬ 
tory in the Sycamore Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes-G3 at Keeneland. 

■ Banjo Picker, the ex-claimer 
who became the hero of Aque¬ 
duct’s Gravesend Handicap-G3 
after proving his mettle in the 
Lyman Sprint Championship 
and stakes at Philadelphia Park 
and Delaware Park. Bred by 
Betsy Houghton, Banjo Picker is 
owned by Danny Limongelli and 
trained by Steve Krebs. 

■ Top-class steeplechasers 
Move West (Foxbrook Supreme 
Hurdle S-NSA1, etc.) and Mixed 


Up (National Hunt Cup Novice 
Hurdle S-NSA2, etc.). Move 
West campaigned for Straw- 
bridge as a homebred and was 
trained by Sanna Hendriks. 
Mixed Up, bred in partnership by 
Bill Pape and his Hall of Fame 
trainer Sheppard, was owned and 
trained by that duo. 

The most accomplished Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred 2-year-olds of 
2005 were: 

■ Escrow Account, a son of 

Regal Heir Farms sire Patton 
who captured the Pennsylvania 
Nursery for owner James Hess, 
and was bred in partnership by 
Hess and Tom Reigle (stallion 
manager at Regal Heir). The geld¬ 
ing was trained by Tim Kreiser. 

■ Hailie’s Girl, undefeated 
in three starts, including the 
Blue Mountain Juvenile Stakes, 
for owner Secluded Stable and 
Hopes Racing Stable and trainer 
Guadalupe Preciado. The breed¬ 
er was Kimberlite Farm LLC. 


■ On a Cloud, bred and owned 
by James Wigan (bloodstock 
adviser to Bettina Jenney’s Derry 
Meeting Farm). She accounted 
for the Criterium de Lyon in 
France, where she was under the 
tutelage of trainer Andre Fabre. 

♦ 

Five stallions currently stand¬ 
ing in Pennsylvania topped 
the $2 million mark in prog¬ 
eny earnings in 2005: Lite the 
Fuse ($2,946,940), Wheaton 
($2,804,900), Real Quiet 
($2,564,010), Siphon (Brz) 
($2,284,880) and Mazel Trick 
($2,062,030). 

Lite the Fuse and Wheaton 
stand at Bill Solomon’s Pin Oak 
Lane Farm in New Freedom; 
Real Quiet, Siphon and Mazel 
Trick hold court at Regal Heir in 
Grantville. 

Lite the Fuse (1991, Buckaroo 
—Annie’s Dream, by Droll Role) 
moved to Pin Oak Lane for the 


2005 season and immediately 
leapt to the top of the state’s 
stallion standings. He was repre¬ 
sented last season by stakes win¬ 
ners Ablo (hero of the Prince of 
Wales Stakes) and I Cant Refuse, 
plus four stakes-placed runners. 
Lite the Fuse has six crops of 
racing age. 

Wheaton (Alydar—Terlin- 
gua, by Secretariat), a 16-year- 
old half-brother to leading sire 
Storm Cat and also a new arrival 
for the 2005 season, sired 2005 
stakes winners Santana Strings 
(Amsterdam S-G2, etc.) and 
Desert Wheat (Gentilly S), along 
with six additional stakes-placed 
horses. Seven crops by Wheaton 
have reached racing age. 

Real Quiet (1995, Quiet Amer¬ 
ican—Really Blue, by Believe It), 
who moved to Regal Heir for 
2006, was Pennsylvania’s leading 
stakes sire, his five stakes win¬ 
ners consisting of Pussycat Doll, 
who captured the Grade 1 La 
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Brea Stakes on the final day of 
the year; 2-year-old filly Wonder 
Lady Anne L (Demoiselle S-G2); 
plus Bull Ranch (Premier’s H), 
Quiet Cash (Great Canadian 
Classic S) and Lady Natasha (in 
Australia). Real Quiet, with four 
crops of racing age, also had two 
stakes-placed runners. 

Siphon (1991,Itajara—Ebrea, 
by Kublai Khan), also new to 
Pennsylvania in 2006, was repre¬ 
sented by Pm the Tiger, hero of 
the Grade 1 Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash, and four stakes- 
placed runners. He has six crops 
of racing age. 

Mazel Trick (1995, Phone 
Trick—Mazatieca-Mex, by Ram- 
ahorn), who moved to Regal 
Heir for 2005, had stakes winners 
Outcashem (WVa. Legislature 
Chairman’s Cup S, etc.) and 
Bubba Gum (Donada Farm H), 
plus seven other offspring place 


in stakes last year. He has three 
crops of racing age. 

Real Quiet was Pennsylvania’s 
leading juvenile sire by money 
won ($400,830), and Mazel Trick 
led by number of winners (11). 

Coastal Storm, standing at 
Pin Oak Lane, was the state’s 
top freshman sire, with progeny 
earnings of $72,400. A son of 
Storm Cat, Coastal Storm is out 
of the Carson City mare Pearl 
City, a half-sister to Hennessy 
(by Storm Cat), North America’s 
leading sire in 2005 by worldwide 
earnings. 

Judge Smells continues to 
hold a long lead among Penn¬ 
sylvania sires by lifetime progeny 
earnings ($18,053,900). Judge 
Smells (1983, In Reality—Time- 
foraturn, by Best Turn) stood at 
Xanthus Farms in Gettysburg 
from 1995 until his death in 
2000 . #

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

Havin’ a Moan named Horse of the Year 


H avin' a Moan, a South 
Carolina-bred daughter of 
South Carolina-based sire 
Ride the Storm, arrived on the 
racing scene as a 3-year-old last 
year and won five of her 15 
starts, earning $76,460 and estab¬ 
lishing herself as her home state’s 
top earner of the season as well 
as its horse of the year. 

Bred by Franklin Smith, who 
stands her sire at his Elloree 
Farm in Elloree, Havin’ a Moan 
broke her maiden at Pimlico in 
May and went on to victories in 
four races at Colonial Downs 
and Laurel Park. Out of the 
Grey Adorn mare Likearoan, 
Havin’ a Moan is a full sister to 
2004 South Carolina-bred horse 
of the year Intelligent Male. 

South Carolina’s other 2005 
champions distinguished them¬ 
selves as follows: 

+ Brother Banks, bred by 
O.H. Wienges & Son, was unde¬ 
feated in his first two starts as a 
2-year-old at Charles Town and 
Timonium. The son of Kokand 
was also twice stakes-placed, 
with a second in the Dr. Ernest 
Benner Stakes and a third in the 
West Virginia Vincent Moscarelli 
Memorial Breeders Classic 
Stakes, both at Charles Town. 
His season’s earnings, from five 
starts, were $42,110. 

+ The 2-year-old filly divi¬ 
sion lacked a definitive leader, 


but found a hard-trying perform¬ 
er in Signal’s Trick, who was 
runner-up in each of her two 
starts at Mountaineer Park. The 
breeder was Charles Lloyd. 

+ Black Tie, twice placed 
at Laurel and Charles Town, 
took top honors among 3-year- 
old males, and helped make 


2005 a banner season for long¬ 
time South Carolina horseman 
Othneil Wienges, who was rep¬ 
resented by two champions and 
named South Carolina’s breeder 
of the year. 

+ American Prince, the 

state’s champion older male, won 
four of 15 starts and registered 


four second-place finishes, earn¬ 
ing $67,630. In 56 lifetime starts, 
the 8-year-old bred by Bobby 
Nelson has earned $414,001. 

+ Minersdixigirl won three 
races in a row, two in allowance 
company, from May through July

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

ules for registering with the 
Virginia Breeders’ Fund: 
Stallion registration: 

Each stallion must be reg¬ 
istered yearly with the Virginia 
Breeders’ Fund in order to be 
eligible to receive stallion awards 
from the following year’s foal 
crop. For a stallion’s foal crop 
conceived in 2006 to be eligible 
for future Virginia Breeders’ 
Fund stallion awards, a stallion 
must be registered by January 
31, 2006—or within 30 days fol¬ 
lowing his entry into stud in Vir¬ 
ginia—for a fee of $100. A late 
registration fee of $250 will be 
accepted until August 31, 2006. 
Foal registration: 

Foals born in Virginia in 2006 
are eligible for registration with 


the Virginia Breeders’ Fund if 
they meet at least one of the 
three following criteria: 

1) The foal must be by a Vir¬ 
ginia sire; or 

2) The dam of the foal, if 
bred back, must be bred back to 
a Virginia Thoroughbred sire; or 

3) If the foal is not sired by 
a Virginia Thoroughbred sire, or 
if the dam of the foal is not bred 
back that same breeding season 
or is bred to a sire other than a 
Virginia Thoroughbred sire, the 
dam of the foal must have been 
domiciled continuously in Virgin¬ 
ia from September 1, 2005, until 
the date of foaling; if the mare is 
barren, until February 1, 2006. 

The 2006 foal can be reg¬ 
istered by December 31, 2006, 


for a fee of $25. If the foal is 
not registered before December 
31 of its foaling year, it can be 
registered as a yearling for a fee 
of $50 or as a 2-year-old or older 
at a fee of $200. 

Fund distribution: 

The Virginia Breeders’ Fund 
Awards are generated by 1% of 
every dollar wagered in Virginia 
on Thoroughbred horse rac¬ 
ing, including year-round satel¬ 
lite wagering facility handle. The 
funds are allocated as follows: 

+ 35% is set aside for pay¬ 
ment to the breeders of reg¬ 
istered Virginia-bred Thorough¬ 
breds who win races at any race 
track in the United States. 

+ 15% is set aside for pay¬ 
ments to owners or lessees of 


registered Virginia stallions who 
sireVirginia-bredThoroughbreds 
who win races at any race track in 
the United States. 

+ 50% is set aside to supple¬ 
ment purses of races restricted 
to registered Virginia-breds in 
Virginia and Maryland. Owners 
of registered Virginia-bred Thor¬ 
oughbreds who run at Colonial 
Downs earn a 50% bonus that is 
paid down to sixth place and is 
included in the purse. 

Note: Beginning with the 2001 
Colonial Downs meeting, eligibility for 
Virginia-bred races has been extended 
to horses sired in Virginia. ^ 
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Evans runners reign supreme 




V irginia horseman Edward P. 
(Ned) Evans had a career- 
best season in 2005, as 
Saint Liam, a son of Saint Bal- 
lado whom Evans sold at the 
Saratoga select yearling auction 
for $130,000, powered his way 
through a skein of major handi¬ 
cap races that culminated with 
a victory in the Breeders 5 Cup 
Classic-Gl, and earned him the 
tide of Horse of the Year. 

Unfortunately, Saint Liam 
was foaled in Kentucky and not 
at Evans’s vast Spring Hill Farm 
in Casanova, Va., where his band 
of 80 broodmares, including 
Saint Liam’s dam, Quiet Dance 
(by Quiet American), now rou¬ 
tinely produces Virginia-breds. 
But Evans—who was the run¬ 
ner-up for an Eclipse Award as 
the nation’s leading breeder— 
put forth a remarkable assem¬ 
blage of Virginia-breds in 2005 
as well. 

Evans was represented as 
a breeder by five Virginia-bred 
stakes winners, three of them 
state-bred champions, including 
the state’s leading earner, Tap 
Day, who amassed $498,880 
while carrying Evans’s col¬ 
ors to wins or placings in five 
stakes. Tap Day, trained by Mark 
Hennig, reached the high point 
of his season with a victory 
in the Grade 2 Meadowlands 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes, and was 


second to Offlee Wild in the 
Grade 1 Suburban Handicap. 
Tap Day was named Virginia’s 
champion older male. 

Evans also bred Virginia’s 3- 
year-old filly and colt champions, 
Pleasant Chimes and Stormy 
Business, respectively. Pleasant 


Chimes raced for Evans and 
Hennig, capturing the Susan’s 
Girl Breeders’ Cup Stakes and 
finishing third in the Black-Eyed 
Susan and Comely Stakes (both 
Grade 2). She ranked fourth on 
the state-bred earners list, with a 
season’s total of $195,600. 


Stormy Business, sold for 
$75,000 at the 2004 Fasig-Tipton 
Florida February sale of 2-year- 
olds in training, won or placed in 
three stakes in the Midwest and 
Canada. 

Other Evans-bred stakes 
winners were After the Tone, 
whom he and Hennig sent out to 
win the Long Look Stakes on the 
Meadowlands Cup undercard; 
and Cherry Hill Lady, who cap¬ 
tured Colonial Downs’s Oakley 
Stakes for Regency Stable. 

Virginia’s other top runners 
of 2005 included: 

+ The classy Bank Audit, 
who as a 4-year-old won or 
placed in eight added-money 
events, including victories in two 
Grade 2 races in New York—the 
Distaff Breeders’ Cup Handicap 
and Genuine Risk Handicap. 
The second-highest state-bred 
earner ($400,691), Bank Audit 
was named Virginia’s cham¬ 
pion older female and cham¬ 
pion sprinter. She was bred by 
Morgan’s Ford Farm (Susie and 
Wayne Chatfield-Taylor). 

+ Bright Gold, bred and 
owned by longtime Virginia 
horsewoman Hazel B. Marsh. A 
speedster at her favored distance 
of five and a half furlongs on

Cinnamon Charlie 
was bred by Carter and Charles 
McNeely; North Beach Condo 
by Dr. and Mrs. E.C. Hart’s 
South Gate.

Prospect Bay led the 
Virginia sires list with $1,028,980 
in progeny earnings. His stakes 
performers were Scooter 


Rains, winner of the Cyclones 
Handicap at Prairie Meadows, 
and stakes-placed Spanning and 
Virginia Baby. Prospect Bay 
(1992, Crafty Prospector—Baltic 
Sea, by Danzig) stood at Legacy 
Farm in Bluemont until moving 
to Stephen Proctor’s Breaking 
Maiden Farm in Farmville, Va., 
for 2006. 

Secret Hello and Hay Halo 

rounded out the top three with 
progeny earnings of $751,173 
and $437,605, respectively. 

Secret Hello held court at 
Albemarle Stud in Free Union 
before his death in December 
2002. 

Hay Halo, standing at Avonlea 
Farm in White Post, was Virginia’s 
leading sire of 2-year-olds; Hay 
Halo also topped the state’s juve¬ 
nile sires list by lifetime earnings, 
his 2-year-olds having accounted 
for $1,550,820. #

West Virginia Thoroughbred Development Fund 


T he West Virginia Thorough¬ 
bred Development Fund 
was put into place to provide 
financial incentives for breeding 
and racing West Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred horses. A percentage 
of the live handle, simulcast rev¬ 
enues and video lottery moneys 
makes up the fund. 

Bonus awards for registered 
West Virginia horses are paid 
once a year, on February 15, and 
are based on all of the horse’s 
earnings at Charles Town race 
track. (There are some limits on 
bonus awards paid on earnings 
from the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics.) 

The fund sets aside $200,000 
a year for four $50,000-added 
stakes races: the Robert G. Leavitt 
Memorial Stakes for 3-year-olds, 
seven furlongs, run each July; 
the Sadie Hawkins Stakes, fillies 
and mares, 3-year-olds and up, 


seven furlongs, run in August; 
the Frank Gall Memorial Stakes, 
3-year-olds and up, seven fur¬ 
longs, run in September; and 
the West Virginia Futurity, seven 
furlongs, run in November. 

Twenty-four percent of 
the fund is allocated for West 
Virginia-accredited races. A 20 
percent bonus is added to the 
base purse. An accredited race 
is carded every three days and 
is exclusively for registered West 
Virginia horses. 

The balance of the fund for 
the February 15 distribution is 
disbursed as follows: 60 percent 
is paid to the breeder of a regis¬ 
tered West Virginia-bred and/or 
sired horse; 25 percent is paid to 
the owner of a registered West 
Virginia-bred and/or sired horse;

The WVTBA conducts semi¬ 
nars and hosts an annual awards 
dinner in February. 

Membership dues are $75 per 
year. If paid by January 1, mem¬

W est Virginia’s top state- 
bred performers stayed 
close to home in 2005, 
recording all of their stakes vic¬ 
tories at Charles Town. 

The West Virginia Breeders 
Classics opened the door of 
opportunity for the two lead¬ 
ing earners. Speed Whiz bank¬ 
rolled most of his season’s 
total of $272,520 while win¬ 
ning the $500,000 West Virginia 
Breeders Classic, and Original 
Gold boosted her year’s earn¬ 
ings to $164,427 in capturing the 
$250,000 Cavada West Virginia 
Breeders Classic. 

Original Gold was named 
West Virginia-bred Horse of 
the Year, as well as champion 
older filly or mare, based on 
her impressive performance in 
the Cavada and her earlier vic¬ 
tory in the Roger Van Hoozer 
Memorial Stakes. It was the sec¬ 
ond year in a row Original Gold 
has won the Cavada, and her 
second consecutive state-bred 
filly/mare championship tide. 

A total of 16 West Virginia- 
breds won stakes. 

Emerging as stars of the 
2-year-old division were King 
Cohl, hero of the West Virginia 
Breeders Classic event for juve¬ 
niles, in addition to two other 


stakes, and Rhythmic Moves; 
and the fillies Malibu Sue, 
Shesagrumptoo and Breeders 
Classic juvenile filly winner 

Standing for Peace. 

Bryceslittlesecret dominat¬ 
ed the ranks of 3-year-old males, 


winning three stakes, includ¬ 
ing the West Virginia Breeders 
Classic race for his division. 

Leading the 3-year-old filly 
division were Breeders Classic 
winner Bravura, Carnival 
Chrome and Melissa’s Melody, 
who took the Sylvia Bishop 
Memorial Stakes upon the dis¬ 
qualification of Caber’s Cutie. 

Contributing to the strength 
of the older male division were 
Adams Tribe, Brigader, Don¬ 
ald’s Pride, Not for Sam and 
Spindini. 

Four breeders were credited 
with two West Virginia-bred 
stakes winners: James W. Casey

Black Tie Affair (Ire), 

who moved to the Funkhouser 
family’s O’Sullivan Farms near 
Charles Town for the 2005 sea¬ 
son, topped the state’s general 


sires list by a wide margin, with 
progeny earnings of $2,700,850. 
The 1991 Breeders’ Cup Classic- 
G1 winner and horse of the year, 
Black Tie Affair, a 20-year-old 
son of Miswaki, has had 11 crops 
to race and was represented in 
2005 by stakes winner Evening 
Attire, who captured the Grade 
3 Stuyvesant Handicap. 

A good portion of Black Tie 
Affair’s progeny earnings were 
amassed by his Japanese runners. 
Black Tie Affair stood in Japan 
for six years before returning to 
the U.S. for the 2004 breeding 
season.

2005 included that accrued by 
runners in Japan. 


Kokand stands at Tym Mar 
Farms in Pickaway. Prized 
moved to O’Sullivan Farms for 
the 2006 season, and Way West 
also holds court at O’Sullivan, 
having moved to that farm for 
2004. 

Weshaam, the Casey family’s 
longtime leading sire, earned his 
ninth tide as West Virginia’s stal¬ 
lion of the year, bolstered by the 
performance of his son Speed 
Whiz. The 23-year-old son of 
Fappiano ranked among the top 
10 based on 2005 earnings and is 
the highest-ranked West Virginia 
stallion on the lifetime leading 
sires list who has stood his entire 
career in the state. His sons and 
daughters have lifetime earnings 
of more than $7.6 million. W

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.
